NEW LONDON, Conn., July 17.— 
With the prohibition question domi- 
nating the atmosphere at the con- 
ference of Governors, now in ses- 
sion at Groton, near here, the stage 
was set today for what promises to 
develop tomorrow into a*sharp con- 
flict between the Wet and Dry Ex- 
ecutives in the assembly, 

With the Wets,led by Governor Al- 
bert C. Ritchie lot Maryland in the 
minority, the Drys, headed by Gov- 
ernor John G. Richards of South 
Carolina, supported by Governor O. 
Max Gardner of Nurth Carolina and 
Governor Harry F. Byrd of Virginia, 
moved for what was interpreted as 
an indirect endorsement ofthe pro- 
posal subm'tted to the conference 
yesterday through Governor: Roase- 
velt of New York by George W. 
Wickersham, chairman of President 
Hoover’s commission for more thor- 
ough enforcement of the. prohibition 
laws. 

Mr. Wickersham’s proposal was for 
a division of enforcement procedure 
between the Federal and State Gov- 
ernments, allocating to the Federal 
authorities enforcement in the 
“‘wholesale’’ field and to the States 
the suppression of the ‘‘retail’’ end 
of the liquor business, with the pros- 
pect that Federal and State dry laws 
be modified to make them ‘‘reason- 
ably enforceable.”’ 

The aim of the Drys to obtain an 
implied endorsement by the confer- 
ence of Mr. Wickersham’s proposal 
was seen in the calling up of the 
reading by Governor Richards of 
South Carolina of the resolution he 
introduced yesterday pledging to the 
President the support and “hearty 
cooperation” of the Governors ‘‘in 
his efforts to promote a greater re- 
spect for law.’’ 

This resolution, coming from a 
strongly dry State and an outspoken- 
ly dry Governor, stands coupled with 
another resolution offered today by 
Governor Gardner and Governor 
Byrd tendering to the President and 
his commission the “fullest coopera- 
tion and support of the conference.”’ 

As the outcome of the day’s de- 
bates, both the Richards and Gard- 
ner-Byrd resolutions were considered 
tonight at a meeting of the executive 
committee of the conference, of 
which Governor George H. Dern of 
Utah is chairman. 

Ritchie Determined to Fight. 


It was learned during the evening 
that a move was under way by a 
group headed by Governor Trumbuti 
of Connecticut to get the executive 
committee, of which he is a member, 
to shut off all discussion on the wet 
and dry issue tomorrow. and to side- 
track the two resolutions or to bring 
in an innocuous compromise. When 
told of this, Governor Ritchie said: 

“It is childish to expect that the 
proposal brought up in Mr. Wicker- 
sham’s letter could be just side- 
tracked. For my part_I am deter- 
mined that it be taken up.”’ ’

WHITE HOUSE IS SILENT 


State Enforcement Idea Given 
in Letter to Roosevelt Likened 
to Wilson’s Attitude.

WASHINGTON, July 17.—The dec- 
jaration of George W. Wickersham, 
chairman of President Hoover’s Law 
Enforcement Commission, contained 
in his letter to Governor Roosevelt 
of New York, read at the Governors’ 
conference in New Haven yesterday, 
that the States might assume a larg- 
er share of the burden of dry law 
enforcement and that under such 
circumstances the national act 
‘“‘might be modified,’* has destroyed 
Mr. Wickersham’s usefulness as one 
of the President’s investigators, in 
the opinion of Senator Caraway of 
Arkansas, dry Democrat. 

The Senator charged today that 
Mr. Wickersham’s expression of 
views in the letter to Governor Roose- 
velt was ‘‘one of the worst blows’’ 
that prohibition had received since 
the passage of the law. He also de- 
clared it ‘‘would lend encouragement 
to the criminal world,” and that in 
the light of Mr. Wickersham’s views 
‘nobody believes he is capable of an 
impartial survey of the prohibition 
question.”’ ; 

Senator Caraway and others in au- 
thority who were found at the Capi- 
tol today agreed in the conclusion 
that Mr. Wickersham’s letter would 
add fuel to the flame of controversy 
over prohibition and that it would 


undoubtedly provoke acrimonious 
discussion of the wet-dry issue in the 
Senate when that body reassembled 
on Aug. 19. 


President Silent on Letter. 


President Hoover will have no com- 
ment to make on the Wickersham 
letter, it was stated in an official 
quarter. 

The views expressed by Mr. Wick- 
ersham were his own, so far as the 
administration is advised, and the 
Wickersham letter was not sub- 
mitted to President Hoover before 
it was made public, it was explained 
at the White House.

WASHINGTON, July 17.— Before 
leaving for his home in Georgia to- 
night, Senator George of the Senate 
finance subcommittee considerinz 
egricultural schedules, declared that 
the Republicah majority, now about 
to begin final preparation of the new 
tariff bill, would scale down many 
of the higher rates in the Hawley 
bill as it passed the House. 

‘Due to an aroused and militant 
public sentiment encouraged by and 
reflected very generally in the edi- 
torial expressions of the newspapers 
of the country,’’ Senator George said, 
‘it is my belief that the committee 
will adopt a bill whose rates in manv 
instances will be under those con 
tained in the House bill.’’ 

Asked what sort of a bill he 
thought President Hoover would 
stand for, Senator George replied: 

*‘While the President has thus far 
managed to keep the state of his 
mind, as rega~ds the proposed tariff 
bill, a dark sercet—even to the ex- 
tent of shutting out the faintest 
glimpse to Republican leaders of the 
Senate—I believe Mr. Hoover desires 
and wants to see enacted a ‘tariff bill 
carrying rates as hich as will not 
endanger its passage. 

‘He has not indicated anything to 
the contrary, though efforts have 
been made to ascertain his attitude 
with a view to enlightening the 
Finance Committee. Calling the Con- 
gress in extraordinary session to en- 
act a tariff bill one of whose major 
effects would be to benefit agricul- 
ture, the President seemingly stepped 
out of the picture and not even his 
shadow has since been discernible.” 


Says Party Seeks Fair Bill. 


Commenting further, Mr. George 
said: 

“The Democrats of the Finance 
Committee, I am certain, desire to 
write a fair tariff bill. They: have 
believed and yet believe that the 
rates should be so adjusted as to 
equalize the economic condition of 
agriculture with industry. But there 
is no purpose to deny these indus- 
tries in need of a readjustment of 
tariff duties fair treatment. 

‘‘We have believed that the eco- 
nomic conditions of the farmers of 
the North, East, South and West 
could not be equalized with the con- 
dition of industry if the present wide 
disparity between industrial and 
agricultural rates were continued in 
the 1929 tariff. 

“The efforts of Democrats, pro- 
gressives and a liberal-minded press 
undoubtedly wil] bear fruit in reduc- 
ing the House rates in many in- 
stances, and in my oninion some of 
these reductions will be material. 

“The rea) conflict on the Senate 
floor will be on the so-called adminis- 
trative provisions. The strategy of 
those who yet demand excessive 
rates lies in the changes made in 
the House bill in the valuation 
clause, in the flexible provision and 
in the more drastic and revolutionary 
demands urged before the Senate 
Finance Committee.’”’

tan. Tonight in Nassau Hospital a 
blood transfusion was resorted to to 
make up for blood lost by Mr. Fox 
in ‘the accident. 

-Joseph W. Boyes, 36 years old, of 
137,...Locust... Avenue, _ Cedarhurst, 
chauffeur for Mr. Fox, was killed in 
the collision, Jacob L. Rubenstein, 
56, of Woodmere, secretary and 
treasurer of the Namquist Worsted 
Company, 268 Fourth Avenue, Man- 
hattan, riding with Mr. Fox, was 
also injured, but is expected to leave 
the hospital tomorrow. 

Miss Dorothy Kane and her sis- 
ters, Agatha.

Crash at Lonely Spot. 


Detective Marcel Chagnon of the 
Nassau County police, who arrived 
at the scene of the accident not long 
after it happened, said that so far 
as he could learn no one but the 
persons involved witnesse-} the acci- 
dent. The road intersection where 
the cars met is a lonely spot, heavily 
wooded, and has been the scene of 
several other accidents because of 
the poor visibility.

Philip Clarke’s Writing Shows 
$1,773,920 Deficit. 


Employe Says Bank Sent Money 
Abroad, Though This Was 
Denied to Examiners. 


LIGHT ON $1,000,000 ‘LOANS’ 


Diverted to Own Companies, Tuttle 
Finds—Gifts of J. R. Clarke to 
Woman Investigated. 


Out of the maze of fantastic fi- 
Nance and incredible enterprises 
which contributed to the $5,000,000 
failure of the private banking house 
of Clarke Brothers, there emerged 
yesterday a bit of the handwriting 
of a member of the firm as the most 
convincing evidence yet adduced in 
support of the charges of violations 
of both State and Federal statutes. 
This was in the form of a tria) bal- 
ance memorandum showing that the 
concern was insolvent even in 1924, 
in which year the firm member’s 
own figures showed a deficit of $1,- 
773,920. 

This disclosure, made by expert ac- 
countants for the Irving Trust Com- 
pany, receiver, who found the trial 
balances during their investigation, 
virtually establishes, according to 
authorities, that members of Clarke 
Brothers violated the law against the 
use of the mails to defraud and also 
the State statute which makes it a 
felony to accept a deposit of more 
than $25, knowing that the bank is 
insolvent. 

$1,000,000 Diverted in Loans. : 

At the public hearing before Uniied 
States Commissioner Garrett W. Cot- 
ter, United States Attorney Tuttle 
drew from witnesses testimony that 
members of Clarke Brothers had di- 
verted to companies which they had 
organized, or in which they were in- 
terested, amounts approximating 
$1,000,000 in the form of so-called 
loans. 

It was brought out also that at the 
time Clarke Brothers denied to the 
State Banking Department that they 
were doing a transmitting business, 


mitting money abroad on a reason- 
ably large scale. The manager of 
the bank’s foreign department tes- 
tified that if a member of the firm 
had told a State Bank Examiner 
they were not doing a ‘‘direct trans- 
mission business,’’ such a statement 
had been ‘‘erroneous.”’ 

At both the hearing before Com- 
missioner Cotter and the investiga- 
ion before Referee in Bankruptcy 
John L. Lyttle, the financial negotia- 
tions of the private banking house 
with Milton C. Quimby, promoter, 
were brought out in some detail. It 
was disclosed that on June 28, the 


given the bank his note for $500,000, 
endorsed by William J. Heney,.wno

This note, apparently unsecured, 
was used by the bank in an attempt

RAID “BIGGEST BAR? 
IN THEATRE DISTRICT 


Agents Find 150 ‘Drinking. at 
112 West 48th Sti—Seize 
Two and 20 Kegs of Beer. 


POLICE MAKE FOUR ARRESTS 


Whalen Raids Reported Causing 
More Apprehension Than 
Those of Federal Agents. 


There were about 150 men at the 
bar when dry agents arrived at 112 
West Forty-eighth Street shortly 
after noon yesterday and arrested 
the doorman, Thomas Quinn, in or- 
der to get in. Then they arrested 
Thomas Conley, the barman. And 
as the 150 patrons filed out the 
Federal] raiders pronounced it ‘‘the 
biggest bar in the Broadway dis- 
trict.’’ 

Earlier in the day, and indepen- 
dently, the police of the West Forty- 
seventh Street station made four 
more prohibition raids, bringing the 
total to eight in the two days since 
Commissioner Whalen shifted all 
police inspectors and put Patrick F. 
McCormick in charge of the district 
west of Fifth Avenue, from Four- 
teenth Street to Highty-sixth, where 
it is estimated there are more than 
1,000 flourishing speakeasies. 


Huge Stock Rolled Into Street. 


The Green Room Grill, the scene 
of the raid, was so flourishing that 
the operating stocks which agents 
rolled into Forty-eighth Street con- 
sisted of twenty full barrels of beer 
and about a dozen open cases of bot- 
tles labeled with various brands of 
whisky, together with assorted bas- 
kets of full cordial bottles. A crowd 
of 200 watched it loaded into a red 
moving van backed up in front of 
the Friars Club, which is next door. 
The crowd brought out the police.

Soviet Troops Forced Back

LONDON, Thursday, July 18.—

that Soviet troops had been re- 
pulsed in an attempt to cross the 
Amur River, which forms the 
northern boundary of Manchuria.

The Soviet Government also has di- 
rected all Soviet consular and dipio- 
matic representatives to withdiaw 
from China, and is declared to have 
closed all railway communication be- 
tween the two couniries, 








Note Details the Reasons. 

MOSCOW, July 17 UP).— Russia 
broke off diplomatic relations with 
China tonight. 

The Soviet Government made pub- 
lic its reply to the Chinese note, 
which was sent in response to an 
ultimatum from Russia. In its new 
note the Soviet Union said that all 
means of reaching an amicable settle 
ment had been exhausted. 

The note placed the entire responsi- 
bility for all consequences upon the 
Chinese Government. It announced 
also that all Soviet diplomatic and 
consular officials and all government 
commercial representatives would be 
recalled at once from China, 

It further declared that all Soviet 
officials would be recalled from the 
Chinese Eastern Railway, that all 
railway communications between 
Soviet territory and China would be 
suspended and that the diplomatic 
and consular representatives of the 
Nanking Government would be or- 
dered immediately to leave the Union 
of Soviet Socialist Republics. 

Treaty Rights Are Reserved. 

The Soviet note said that the 
Moscow Government would reserve 
all the rights arising from. the 
Peking-Mukden agreement of 1924. 

It declared that the Chinese reply 
to the Russian ultimatum was un- 
satisfactory in content and hypocriti- 
cal in tone. 

Countering the Chinese charge that 
Russia has been persecuting Chinese 
citizens in Soviet. territory, the. note 
said that this was a hypocritical en- 
deavor by China to justify its own 
outrages in the arrest of Russian 
citizens, 

The note, declared that the Nation- 
alist Government, knows well that 
Russia has had recourse to repres- 
sive measures only in the case of 
insignificant groups of spies, opiim 
traders, white-slavers, smugglers and 
other criminal Chinese, 

Riots Preceded Announcement, 

Popular demonstrations preceded 
the announcement of the break, and 
Moscow streets rang all of last night 
with protests against the .Chinese

Reply Had Been Called Conciliatory. 


Concerning the Chinese com- 


munigué the Tass Agency, the offi- 
cial Russian news source, Issued the 
following last night: 

“Friends of peace breathed freer 
this evening when the Chinese diplo- 
matic representative here submitted 
to the Foreign Office a conciliatory 
communiqué from Nanking, - 

‘Although the entire cable con- 
taining the Soviet protest demanding 
a.reply by a given date has not been 
received, its main idea is already un- 
derstood. Our government ordinarily 
‘maintains peaceful relations with the 
Soviet Union and, although Harbin 
incidents necessitated taki meas- 
ures regarding the Chinese ern 
Railway, these cannot affect existing 
relations between the two countries. 

‘‘‘Ambassador Chu Zao Yang soon 
will return to his post, but if the 
Soviet Government has the same 
opinion of the subject it may be de- 
liberated by both sides. In our opin- 
ion all problems must be solved on 
the basis of existing agreements and 
thrashed out at a conference. Under 
such conditions the questions will be 
solved easily.’ 

“The communiqué ended by declar- 
ing that the Nanking Government 
would reply to the Russian note im- 
mediately after the full text was 
received.”’ 

Tass simultaneously published a 
atatement that the Soviet Goverr- 
ment did not intend to reply to the 
Chinese communiqué but would await 
the actual teply to its note (the ulti- 
matum) of Saturday. 


Chang Recalled to Mukden.

LONDON, July 17.—Chang Hsueh- 
liang, the Governor of Manchuria,

Chiang Hints of New Steps.

SHANGHAI, July 17.—Neither a 
speech by President Chiang Kai-shek 
today nor the Nanking Government’s 
reply to Russia’s ultimatum indi- 
cated the faintest sign of surrender. 

Chiang, in his speech, enumerated 


what he called Russia’s crimes 
against China and denounced ‘‘Red 
imperialism’’ as more dangerous 
than White Conservative or Reac- 
tionary because more difficult to de- 
tect.’’ 


“We wished first to take over the |C 


Chinese Eastern Railway before pro- 
ceeding to other issues,” said the 
Chinese President. ‘‘There is nothing 
remarkable in this as Russia always 
has declared she wanted to, give the 
railway back to China, but actually 
she has been tightening her grip 
on it.” 

Chiang also referred to Russian 
penetration of Outer Mongolia, 
which is now practically a Russian 
province. 


Says China Will ‘‘Resist to End.” 


NANKING, July 17 (}).—A mem- 
ber of the central executive commit- 
tee of the Kuomintang, which is the 
political party of the Nationalist Gov- 
ernment, told newspaper men this 
afternoon that the government would 
resist to the very end any Russian 
threats growing out of the taking 
over of the Chinese Eastern Railway 
in Manchuria. 

He said there were alarming ru- 
mors respecting military prepara- 
tions by the Soviet Government but 
that the Nationalists were deter- 
mined to’ hold what they now pos- 
sess in Manchuria. 

The same spokesman also said that 
a certain foreign power, on the pre- 
text of protecting its existing rights 
in Manchuria, was report to be 
planning to utilize the situation for 
an expansion of its interests in that 
territory. He emphasized that this 
was only a rumor and he expressed 
the hope that it would prove un- 
founded. 

In this connection it was recalled 
that President Chiang Kai-shek was 
reported to have told a ensharing of 
Kuomintang leaders yesterday ,that 
the taking over of the Chinese 
Eastern Railway was only the first 
stage of the — policy to- 
ward Russia. e@ was quoted as 
having added: 

“After this first stage we will go 
further.

Relations Only Semi-Official.

As given 
out in Moscow, the Chinese Nation- 
alist Government in this reply said 
that it desired only peaceful relations 
with the Soviet Union and that the 
measures taken at Harbin ought not 
to affect the relations between the 
two governments, the intimation be- 
ing that they were directed at indi- 
viduals rather than at the Russian 
State itself. 

The Chinese note stated that it 
had been written before the entire 
text of the Russian ultimatum had 
arrived at Nanking, but that enough 
had come to make the general tenor 
of the communication understand 
able.

On May 27 a number of raids were 
made by Manchurian authorities on 
the Russian consulates in Harbin 
and other cities. Chang Hsueh-liang, 
the war lord of Manchuria, reported 
to Chiang Kai-shek, nominal head of 
the Nationalist Government, and to 
. T. Wang, Foreign Minister, that 
these raids hau uncovered indisputa- 
ble evidence that Russians in Man- 
churia were violating the anti-propa- 
ganda clause of the 1924 treaty. 


Coup Called Defensive. 


In explaining the seizure of the 
railway Nanking spokesmen said 
that China was determined to stamp 
out communism and especially to do 
away with the under-cover spread of 
doctrines aimed at weakening the 
N-tionalist movement. They de- 
clared that they were actuated only 
by motives of self-preservation in 
taking this course, and as late as 
Wednesday evening one of these 
spokesmen declared that the govern- 
ment was determined to hold that 
which it possessed. He said that 
China would resist every Soviet 
threat of retaliation. 

Ever since the situation became 
acute there have been closely cen- 
sored reports of troop movements on 
both sides of the Manchurian- 
Siberian frontier. It has been re- 
lated that the Chinese were moving 
some of their. best equipped troops 
to that border and that these sol- 
diers were being reinforced with 
armed ‘‘White Russians.” 

From Nanking sources similar re- 
norts have told of the gathering of 
Soviet forces on the Siberian side, 
together with volunteers made up of 
Mongolian tribesmen officered by 
Chinese, as well as Russians espe- 
cially trained by Moscow for service 
in the Far East. 

Neither side has revealed specific 
numbers or stations for its own 
forces, although each has _ issued 
statements as to the disposition of 
the other’s soldiery. 

Russian territory runs around three 
sides of Manchuria—on the west, 
north and east. The first field of 
military operations, if the situation 
comes to that stage, is likely to be 
along the Argun River, which forms 
the northeastern boundary. The Chi- 
nesé Eastern Railway crosses the 
border just west of the point where 
this river becomes an entirely Man- 
churian stream. The principal cities 
at that crossing are Manchuli on the 
Chinese side and Sharaxin on the 
Siberian side.

Army Movements in Siberia 
Reported on Semi-Warlike 
Scale for Weeks. 








LEAVES .LONG CANCELED 





Mukden Tells of Dispatch of 20,000 
Chinese Soldiers to Northern 
Points, 





HARBIN, Manchuria, July 17.c>. 
—Troop movements in Siberia have 
been on a semi-warlike scale for 
some weeks, according to reports as- 
sembled today at Harbin by neutral 
observers. 


The Russians canceled: all leaves 
of absence in the military district of 
Siberia weeks ago and began to move 
soldiers toward various important 
strategic points along the Manchur- 
ian frontier. 

The commander-in-chief of the 
Siberian military district is now 
Koujbisheff, a Communist, who re- 
ah f relieved Petin, who is not a 
member of the party. 

Observers say the Russians have 
been paying particular attention to 
the organization of Mongolians un- 
der Russian officers, 

For months Russian forces in Si- 
beria have been gradually increased, 
there being now at Chita several di- 
visions varying from 4,000 to 20,000 
men. There are four battalions ana 
an aviation squadron at Biagoviest- 
chensk. 

Special border troops have guarded 
the frontier for months at Matsieb- 
skay, Nerchinsky Zavod and _ Sre- 
tiensk. From these villages soldiers 
were dispatched to frontier posts, | 
well mounted and well armed. They | 
are troops of the regular army. | 

Since April the Siberian Military | 
commander has paid particular at- | 
tention to the ongolian border. | 
Headquarters of the Gay Payou| 
(Russian Secret Service) have been | 
established in Troitskosavsk, where 
large units of Mongolians and Bu- 
riats, officered by Mongolians, Bu- 
riats and Russians who had military | 
training at Moscow, were reported to | 
have been formed.

Formed as Mongol Reserve.

Troop Trains Leave Harbin. 


TOKIO, July 17 (4).—Japanese news 
agency dispatches from Harbin to- 
day said the few Russian officials 
remaining at their posts there be- 
lieved the Nanking note had opened 
the way for negotiations over the 
Manchurian situation. But the Na- 
tionalist Government's note failed to 
cotety the Russian demand for can- 
cellation of the seizure of the 
Chinese Eastern Railway and of the 
dismissal order for its Russian of- 
ficials, said these officials, who 
feared the omission might ‘“‘oblige’’ 
Russia to take strong measures. 

Manchurian authorities dispatched 
two troop trains from Harbin today 
to Progranichinaya, on the Siberian- 
Manchurian frontier, despite the 
more conciliatory attitude displayed 
in the Nanking note. 

A Manchuli dispatch to headquar- 
ters of the Chinese Eastern said the 
international train from Harbin 
failed to make its usual connection 
with the Russian train at Manchuli 
and that the international express 
service was thus temporarily sus- 
pended. 

Caang Hsueh-liang, the Governor 
of Manchuria, has named Chang Tsv- 
hsiang commander of the inese 
frontier armies and Wan Fu-lin vice- 
commander. 

The arsenal at Mukden was said to 
be feverishly producing munitions. 
The Chinese authorities seized the 
Mukden office -of the Chinese East- 
ern Railway trade bureau, hitherto 
controlled the Russians, and dis- 
missed the Russian manager. 


WASHINGTON DOUBTS WAR. 


Sees First Test of Kellogg Treaty 
for Preservation of Peace. 


WASHINGTON, July 17 (B— 
Severance of relations with China 
by Soviet Russia was viewed by 
Washington diplomatic circles to- 
night with apprehension, but with 
the conviction that it did not neces- 
sarily presage war. 

The situation was generally ac- 
cepted as a serious one that might

Senate Forei Relations Committee 
and an outstanding advocate of 
Soviet recognition by the United 
States, expressed the hope that a 
conflict might yet be avoided. 

“T hope,’” he said, ‘‘that they will 
find a way to adjust their difficul- 
ties without actual conflict, and I be- 
lieve they will.’’ 

The threat of war brings the first 
test of the Kellogg anti-war ‘treaty, 
to which both Russia and China have 
adhered, together with sixty-four 
other nations. 


PREDICTS PEACEFUL ISSUE. 


Sven Hedin, However, Calls Pro- 
phecies on China Uncertain. 


A war between Russia and China 
is not likely, in the opinion of Dr. 
Sven Hedin, the Swedish explorer, 
who is now here on his way from 
China to Sweden. Dr. Hedin, who 
has spent sixteen years altogether in 
penal interior Asia, is considered 
one of the foremost authorities on 
Eastern problems. 

‘I do not believe there will be. any 
war,’’ he declared, ‘‘because it is in| 
the interest of both parties to main- 
tain peace, since the effect on the 
world’s commerce and politics would 
be disastrous. It is in the interest of 
both powers not. to disturb the enor- | 
mous trade going through Manchv- | 
ria to Eastern Asia. 

“This is a question of great impor- 
tance also to Japanese trade. From 
Japan’s point of view a war in Man- 
churia i8 not desirable because the | 
country has great interests in South 
Manchuria. Besides, I think neitiher 
Russia’s nor China’s economic con- 
ditions at present would allow them} 
to carry on a war.” 

Dr. Hedin said that to avoid a war 
in the East the two governments 
probably would try to compromise. 

“Tf there should be a war,’’ he said, 
‘it would have such enormous con-! 
Sequences, exceeding the range of | 
one’s vision, for at lsast three other,

in the conflict that their diplomats | 
and political leaders will do their ut- 
most to prevent an outburst of hos- 
tilities.

METEOR-LIKE ROCKET 


STARTLES WORCESTER | 


Clark Professor's Test of New 
Propellant to Explore Air Strata | 
Brings Police to Scene. 


WORCESTER, Mass., July 17 ().— | °3!; 
| 


A rocket designed by Professor 
Robert H. Goddard of Clark Uni-| 
versity, in his experiments to explore | 
upper air strata, was sent throuth | 
the air in an isolated part of Worces- | 
ter this afternoon like a flaming | 
meteor, with a roar heard for two, 
miles around. 

The noise was stich that scores of | 
residents called Police Headquarters, | 
saying that an airplane was shooting | 
along afire. Two police ambulances | 
scoured the section looking for vic- | 
tims and an airplane left Grafton | 
Airpert to aid the search, 

The experiment marks a climax of | 
seventeen years’ work by Profesor | 
Goddard to design a projectile that! 
can penetrate upper air regions. Pro- | 
fesgor Goddard has the financial | 
backing of the Smithsonian Institu- | 
tion as well as Clark University. 

The rocket which he sent aloft to- 
day is about nine feet long and about 
twenty-eight inches in girth. It is of 
metal and is powered in such man- 
ner that successive charges of explo- | 
sive are designed to keep the rocket | 
shooting at an even pace through 
the air. The rocket was shot from 
the base of a 40-foot steel tower, in- 
side which are steel rails which fit 
into grooves in the side of the 
rocket. 

Professor Goddard made this state- 
ment: 

“The test this afternoon was one 
of a series of experiments with 
rockets used in an entirely new pro- 
pellant. There was no attempt to 
reach the moon nor anything of such 
a spectacular nature. The rocket is 
normally noisy, possibly enough so | 
to attract considerable attention. The | 
test was thoroughly satisfactory. | 
Nothing evplode in the air and there 
was no damage except incident to | 
landing.” |

testimony by Quimby before Referee 
Lytell yesterday. For all their 
promise of untold profits, Quimby's 
promotions apparently never yielded 
any money, but the witness promised | 
that he would be able and willing to | 
Pay $185,000 to the receiver within | 
sixty car. 

Mrs. Philip Clarke and Mrs. John | 
F. Bouker, who testified yesterday, | 
told stories of simple living and 
modest . expenditures throughout 
their married lives. 

The four other witnesses at the | 
hearing, all employes of the bank- 
rupt firm, appeared reluctant to re- 
veal facts relating to the firm’s busi- 
ness, and ‘n the case of two this re- 
luctance drew sharp rebukes from 
the referee.. Closely questioned by 
William St, John Tozer, counsel for 
the referee, one of the four admitted 
that a certain John Cutler, thought 
to be secretary to the New York 
State Private Bankers’ Association, 
received $100 every week from the 
firm, though he _ performed. no 
ostensible service in return. 

The testimony about Cutler, which 
was the first mention of his name 
in connection with the bankruptcy, 
and which remained a mystery at

WASHINGTON, July 17.—The fight 
that President Hoover faces in keep- 
ing down growing government costs 
was emphasized today when detailed 
figures made availaable by the Treas- 
ury showed that practically. every 
department of government with the 
exception of the White House had 
expended more in the fiscal year 
1929, which ended June 30, than in 
the previous fiscal year. 

The total of all government ex- 
penses for the fiscal year 1929 charge- 
able against ordinary receipts was 
$3,848,463,189.65, as against $3,643,- 
619,875.15, an increase of $204,943,- 
314.50, or at the rate of approximate- 
ly $17,000,000 per month. ; 

This figure included the sinking 
fund for debt retirement, interest on 
the public debt, tax refunds, the 
postal deficiency and other miscel- 
laneous items. 

Running expenditures of Congress, 
the White House, the ten great gov- 
ernment departments, the Veterans 


Bureatt and the government’s share 
in the expenses of the District of 
Columbia, alone totaled $2,106,503,- 
130.91, as against $1,953,327,041 in 
1928, an increase of $152,176,089.53, 
or at the rate of about $12,680,000 
per month. 

To this growing cost of govern- 
ment all major departments and the 
legislative establishment (Congress) 
contributed, with the single exception 
of the executive department (White 
House), the running expenses of 
which were $487,250.03, as against 
$589,497.17 in 1928, a’ decrease of 
$102,247.16. 

The increases in expenditures of 
the various departments, roughly, 
follow:

Veterans’ Bureau $15,996,000, re 
culture $11,233,000, Commerce $5,604,- 
000, Treasury $4,799,000, Interior

In this list of general ordinary ex- 
penditures, however, an item of $43,- 
090,870.27 is placed against the post- 
office on the Treasury books as com- 
pared with an item of but $276,692.81 
under this heading in 1928. The 1929 
item, however, is due to a Congres- 


in the growing total of the postal 
deficit. 

The Internal Revenue Bureau 
cleaned up back tax cases with un- 
expected rapidity and the total in 
refunds in 1929 reached $190,727,- 
887.12 in 1929 as against $148,235,- 
050.13 in 1928, an increase of $42, 
441,825.99. 

Most of the cases involving great 
sums which the treasury must repay 
in tax refunds are being eliminated, 
but ic is probable that this item in 
the fiscal year 1930 will again be 
a heavy one. 

The Treasury withstood these heavy 
expenditures and came out with a 
budget surplus of about $185,000,000 
at the end of the fiscal year by vir- 
tue of the fact that income taxes 
paid by individuals and corporations, 
and especially by the former, were 
far beyond estimates. 

Due principally to profits taken in 
the stock market, income taxes paid 
by individuals exceeded those paid 
in the fiscal year 1928 by about 
$220,000,000, a record which astound- 
ed even the Treasury officials.

WASHINGTON, July 17.—The Fed- 
eral Farm Board will proceed along 
conservative lines in’ making loans 
to cooperative organizations, through 
which, under the new farm relief 
act, price stabilization processes are 
to be set in motion, and expects the 
cooperatives to secure credit from 
other agencies before seeking such 
aid from the board. 


Alexander Legge of Chicago, chair- 
man of the board, said that no con- 
sideration. had been given so far 
to the wheat problem, but he indi- 
cated that the board’s advices were 


to the effect that the surplus of this 
product would not be as large this 
year as it was last, owing to the ef- 
fect of adverse climatic conditions 
on the crop in Canada and other 
countries outside the United States. 
Mr. Legge thought it possible that 
some steps might be taken by the 
board to relieve the congestion of 
wheat at Gulf ports, notably Galves- 
ton, where the grain intended for 
export had piled up owing to the 
speed with which it was harvested 
and handled in the Southwestern 
States. 

A discussion of the wheat situation 
and what remedies should be applied 
by the board in dealing with it prob- 
ably will be undertaken upon the ap- 
pointment by President Hoover. to 
the board of some one representin 
that particular department of pam 
culture. Neither Chairman Legge 
nor any of his associates has re- 
ceived. any information from the 
White House as to just when the ex- 
ef vacancy on the board will be 
illed.

WASHINGTON, July 17.—Tentative 
suggestions to omit from the forth- 
coming unemployment. census mar- 
ried women who customarily work

SENTENCES EDITORS 
IN CONTEMPT CASE 


Cleveland Judge Finds Them 
Guilty for Editorial Criticizing 
‘His Injunction. 








IMPOSES JAIL TERM, FINE 





Both Are Freed on Bail While 
Ex-Secretary. Baker Moves 


to Appeal Case.

CLEVELAND, July 17.—A brilliant 
oratorical appeal for freedom of the 
press by Newton D. Baker, former 
Secretary of War, was wasted here 
this afternoon when Common Pleas 
Judge Frederick P. Walther found 
Louis B. Seltzer, editor of The Press, 
and Carlton K. Matson, chief edi- 
torial writer for that paper, guilty of 
contempt of court. 

The two editors were fined $500 
and sentenced to thirty days in the 
county jail, but an appeal was imme- 
diately filed in appellate court and 
e men were released on bond fixed 
at $1,000. 

In passing sentence, Judge Walther 
ruled that the defendants were to be 
taken into immediate custody. They 
were taken to the county jail, but 
within an hour Appellate Judge Wil- 
lis Vickery granted Mr. Baker’s re- 
quest for a stay of execution. 

The fines and jail terms were meted 
out after Judge Walther had found 
the two men to be in contempt as 
the result of an editorial appearing, 
in three different versions, in The 
Press last Thursday. The editorial 
criticized*Judge Walther for issuing 
an injunction for the Thistledown 
race track, at request of attorneys 
for the track restraining Sheriff E. 
J. Hanratty from interfering with 
“contribution”’ betting. 

The Sheriff ignored the injunction 
upon the advice of County Prosecu- 
tor Ray T. Miller. His deputies 
raided the track, made several ar- 
rests, stopped betting and closed the 
track. e horses have since been 
; moved to other tracks. 

The editorial read in part: 


Called Injunction a Bluff. 


“This Judge issues an and-and-if 
injunction which is either monstrous 
or ridiculous. If it enjoins the 
sheriff from doing his sworn duty, it 
is monstrous. 

“If it merely enjoins him from in- 
terfering with a legal enterprise, it 
is ridiculous. The law already pro- 
tects legal enterprises. 

“Undoubtedly, what the injunction 
really amounts to, is a bluff. Some 
might call it a feint. 

*‘Walther should know this, if he 
knows any law at all. The Thistle- 
down Gang per beng & knows it.”’ 

The day after e editorial ap- 
| peared, Seltzer and Matson were 
| cited for contempt. 

In his argument before the court, 
Mr. Baker, himself, criticised the in- 
junction granted by Judge Walther. 

He described the judge as a dupe 
of his friends, and when the judge 
protested that he was not friendly 
to the individuals interested, Mr. 
Baker recalled the laudatory re- 
marks made about those individuals 
by the judge. 

‘“‘There has never been such an in- 
junction in the histo of equity 
practice in this country,’’ Mr. Baker 
said. ‘‘Criticism and-libel may and 
may not be contempt, it is contempt 
only if the case under discussion is 

ending, and it operates to obstruct 

ustice.’’

Judge Rules He Has Right. 


First, he pointed out, the injunc- 


tion criticised was no judicial order 
at all. hen, the cause on which 
comment was made, no longer was 
ee and no contempt was pos- 
sible. 

“If the court was annoyed by the 
editorial criticism, he had other re- 
course than contempt,’’ he continued. 

Baker then charged the judge with 
interposing the power of his court 
between the Sheriff and the per- 
formance of his duty. 

After arguments on both sides had 
been heard, Judge Walther ruled 
that he had power to punish con- 
tempt, even if there were no case 
pending, but he also ruled that a 
case was pending and that the in- 
junction was still in effect. Mr. 
Baker had stated that it was legally 
no injunction at all. 

Following repeated references to 
his impartiality and lack of personal 
feeling in the matter, Judge Walther 
sentenced the two editors. 

In a statement issued tonight the 
editors said: ; 

“This is a plain case of freedom of 
the press to criticize court orders it 
regards as lawless. The order which 
is the crux of this case is an order 
which purported to restrain an offi- 
cee of Ene law from doing his sworn 
duty. 

‘‘We criticized that order. We knew 
when we did it that there was a haz- 
ard. The court’s citation followed, 

“Thirty days in jail and a $500 fine 
is a small price to pay, if such a 
price must be paid, in the contest 
revolving around such a principle.’’

Beha,’”’ said the lawyer. ‘‘I under- 
stand she met Mr. Beha for the first

Mrs. Rothstein was living apart 
from the gambler at the time he was 
shot on the night of Nov. 4 in the 
room of George McManus, a race- 
track bookmaker, in the Park Cen- 
tral Hotel.

SOME REPORT ON WARNINGS 





One Contractor Says He Would Be: 
Ruined if He Testified Before 
' Jobs Are Completed. 





Thirty witnesses were examined 
yesterday in the office of District 
Attorney John E. McGeehan of the 
Bronx, who is investigating charges 
of ‘‘racketeering’’ in the building in- 
dustry. The investigation will be 
continued today. 

Mr. McGeehan indicated that he 
would have little if anything to say 
fer publication for about a month, 
as he feared that premature publica- 
tion of his activities would give 
warning to those implicated in the 
testimony and tHat they might leave 
the city. 

Those who were questioned during 
the day included fifteen members of 
the Bronx Electrical Survey Bureau, 
which received 2 per ceent on the 
contracts awarded to its members. It 
is understood that Mr. McGeehan is 
endeavoring to ascertain how the 
money was divided and whether or 
not the bureau acted as a “‘ring’’ 
where bids were ‘‘rigged’’ and allo- 
cated to the members. 

It was reported that some contrac- 
tors were warned over the telephone 
not to take over work on which 
they had offered the lowest bids. 
and that in some cases where they 
disregarded such admonitions they 
had trouble in completing their con- 
tracts. 

Mr. McGeehan received letters 


from building contractors who de- 
sired to offér their testimony, but 
wished to have their names with- 
held. One wrote that he was com- 
pleting some important work and 
that he would be ruined if he were 
called now and his name leaked out. 
He offered to tell everything he 


knew at a iater date and to hold | 


himself ready to respond when his 
present jobs were completed. 

Of the witnesses examined, ten 
were volunteers who are said to have 
told of the ‘‘building racket’’ in the 
Bronx, of threats and intimid: ‘ion 
and of the reprisals visited upon 
those who refused to obey the edicts 
of the self-constituted group which 
levied tribute on the building in- 
dustry. 

When the evidence is all in it wil 
be placed before the grand jury, 
said Mr. McGeehan, who is being as- 
Assistant District Attorney 
Mogilesky. In addition a 
transcript of the testimony will be 
turned over to Attorney Generai 
Ward for action against leaders and 
members of corporations mentioned 
as lawbreakers.

WICKERSHAM PLAN 
DIVIDES GOVERNORS

resolutions. Governor Richards, 
whose resolution had been referred 
yesterday to the executive com- 
mittee on the ground that it dealt 
with a ‘‘controversial subject.’’ de- 
manded that it be recalled and read 
on the floor of the conference, as 
was that of his two colleagues. 
After some sparring with Governor 
Ritchie, who presided at the session, 
Governor Richards won his point. He 
announced his intention of fighting 
for the adoption of his resolutiqn. 
At the same time, Governor Ritchie 
let it be known that, besides opposing 
the adoption of either the Richards 
or the Gardner-Byrd resolution, he 
would also attack the proposal of 
Mr. Wickersham. It is .understood 
Mr. Ritchie has prepared a 
sharp address denouncing the Wisk- 
ersham plan and the idea of any 
mandatory action by the States to 
aid the Federal Government in the 
enforcement of prohibition. 


.Texts of Dry Resolutions. 


The Richards resolution reads: 

Resolved, That it is the sense of 
the Governors of the United States 
in convention assembled that the 
position taken by the President of 
the United States for law enforce- 
ment and civic righteousness gen- 
erally deserves the commendation 
of all those who have their coun- 
try’s good at heart; 

Resolved, Further, That we the 
Governors of the several States 
pledge to the President, not only 
our sympathy, but our hearty co- 
operation in his efforts to promote 
a greater respect for law and 
those to establish these principles 
throughout the nation; 

Resolved, Further, That a copy 
of this resolution be sent to the 
President by the secretary of this 
convention and be spread upon the 
minutes of this twenty-first Con- 
ference of Governors of the United 
States. 

The text of the Gardner-Byrd reso- 
lution is: 

Whereas it is the sense of this 
conference that a more effective 
suppression of crime is one of the 


Governors Gardner and Byrd of their| 


most serious problems. at present 
confronting the country; and 
reas President Hoover has 

appointed a commission on law en- 
forcement and the study of crime, 
. which action on the part of the 
President appears to this confer- 
ence eminently timely ahd ‘wise; 
therefore be it 

Resolved, That the Conference of 
Governors heartily approves the. 
President’s action and emphatically 
pledges and tenders to him and his 
commission its fullest cooperation 
and support. 


Controversy Is Disclaimed. 


Like Governor Richards, Governor 
Gardner and Governor Byrd denied 
that their resolution constituted a 
dry manoeuvre, asserting that its 
sole purpose was to bloster the cause 
of law enforcement. 


“There is nothing political or con- 
troversial about these resolutions,” 
Governor Richards declared. ‘‘Their 
sentiments are sentiments that any 
good American should be willing. to 
subscribe to. 

“I am a Democratic Governor of a 
Democratic: State and I am proud of 
it, but I am willing to endorse the 
stand of a Republican President for 
law enforcement. I think that this 
action of President Hoover will 
make him one of the greatest Presi- 
dents in history.” . 

The prohibition issue may overlap 
the proposal of Governor Roosevelt 
for a discussion tomorrow of the 
general question of crime at an exec- 
utive session. It is Mr. Roosevelt’s 
idea that the press be barred from 
any information concerning this 
meeting. Governor Ritchie, on the 
other hand, has taken the stand 
against any secrecy of discussion 
and has announced his intention of 
opposing Mr. Roosevelt’s proposal if 
it is taken up. 

But Governor Roosevelt has indi- 
cated that he would not join in a 
direct argument on prohibition. He 
said today that he had done his duty 
by reading the Wickersham letter to 
the conference yesterday. 

With reference to reports that he 
presented Mr. Wickersham’s letter 
to the conference without authoriza- 
tion, Governor Roosevelt said that 
he wrote to Mr. Wickersham two 
weeks ago for suggestions on a paper 
on crime prevention and received in 
reply the letter he laid before the 
Governors as part of his own ad- 
dress. Mr. Roosevelt said he had 
understood that Mr. Wickersham 
placed no limitations on the publi- 
cation of the letter, and pointed to 
the manner in which Mr. Wicker- 
sham formulated his proposal on the 
prohibition question as confirmation 
of the correctness of his impression. 

Whatever the fate of the resolu- 


tions and whatever the interpretation 
put upon them by wets and drys, it 
appeared quite certain that* there 

be no out and out endorse- 
ment of the Wickersham proposal 
as such. The Governors present 
continue on the whole to be non- 
committal on the plan, which ap- 
pears to have aroused the suspicions 
of some drys because of Mr. Wicker- 
sham’s introduction. of the element 
of modification, as: well as of wets 
a of its emphasis on enforce- 
men 


Opinions of Governors. 


Governor Byrd. was one of those 
who showed sympathy for the pro- 
posal. He said: ; 

“The views of Governor Gardner 
of North Carolina and of myself on 
Mr, Wickersham’s proposal -were 
fully expressed in the resolution in- 
troduced by us before the confer- 


ence in Virginia, the enforcement of 
the prohibition laws has fallen 
mainly on the State and local law 
enforcement officers, These officials 
are endeavoring t discharge their 
duties as best they can.” 

Governor Christianson of Minne- 
sota said: 

‘In most States the police power 
is in the hands of men locally se- 
lected, who have local viewpoints 
and local constituencies. Until the 
States can organize adequate instru- 
mentalities under State control, State 
enforcement will depend on the local 
attitude on prohibition. There should 
be no local option in the enforcement 
of ejther~State or - Federal laws. 
Hence. the Federal Government must, 
regardless of any thecries as to divi- 
sion of labor, for a time at least take 
more than its share of responsibility 
in the enforcement of laws enacted 
under the Eighteenth Amendment.”

Southern Textile Issue Raised. 


In its letter laying the Southern 
textile strike situation before the 
conference, the Civil Liberties Union 
accused Governor Richards of South 
Carolina of failing to give proper 
protection to the strikers and asked 
the conference to consider the ques- 
tion of labor’s interests in industrial 
Gisputes as part of its consideration 
of the general social problem. 

Governor Ritchie, in turning the 
letter by Mr. Hays over to the ex- 
ecutive committee, said that he 


would like to see the matter taken 
up by the conference. 

n his communication; -which dealt 
specifically’ with the strike now in 
proaret at’ Ware Shoals,.S. €., Mr. 

ys charged that the strikers were 
being unfairly treated by the police 
and other officers of the law, who es- 
corted strike leaders, representatives 
of the American Federation of Labor 
and the United Textile Workers -of 
America out of the town. 

Mr. Hays .said that a telegram 
signed by Thomas F. “icMahon, 
president of the United Textile Work- 
ers, had been sent to Governor Rich- 
ards the following day _Depteshing 
vigorously against this action an 
demanding adequate protection for 
the lives and civil rights of members 
of the union.’”’ 

‘It is only fair te add that the 
telegram to the Governor might have 
been more tactfully worded,” Mr. 
Hays wrote. ‘‘In his reply Governor 
Richards characterized the protest 
and the accompanying demands as 
‘impertinent’ and -‘threatening’ and 
contemptuously indicated his inten- 
tion to disregard them.”’ 

“It would be salutary just this 
time,’””’ Mr. Hays concluded, ‘‘for the 
Governors to consider attentively 
what measures and policies are de- 
sirable for the protection of the 
rights of organized labor in those 
areas of industrial conflict where the 
civil authorities neglect the mainte- 
nance of rights in order to protect 
the interests. of employers. If no 
more were accomplished than a de- 
claration that workers also are en- 
titled to protection, the inference 
would be clear: We respectfully urge 
you to bring this matter to the con- 
sideration of the conference.’ 

When shown Mr. Hays’s letter, 
Governor Richards said that he re- 
sented it as based on a ‘‘false and 
lying basis’’ and as ‘‘manifestly writ- 
ten by a man unacquainted with the 
situation.” 

Taking up Mr. Hay’s statements 
se pe by point, Governor Richards 
said: 

“The organizers were not forcibly 
expelled from Ware Shoals. They 
themselves asked a police escort for 
protection when they returned to 
Greenville, S. C., their headquarters. 
The police complied with their re- 
quest, and it was falsely reported 
that the police forcibly took them 
from town. 

“I do not’ accuse the very men 
concerned in this incident of having 
spread the reports. I treated every- 
thine, everybody connected with the 
strike seriously, because it was a 
serious matter. There certainly is 
no room for criticism on this point. 
And I certainly did not regard or 
treat anybody or anything con- 
nected with the labor difficulties in 
a contemptuous manner.”’ 

Mr. Guggenheim, in a discussion of 


State Aviation Activities,”’ offered 
five recommendations. for. Federal 
and State action on flying. These 
were: 

1. The Federal Government should 
provide a comprehensive, intensive 
weather service for aviation through- 
out the United States, 

2. The Federal Government should 
regulate the operation of airplanes 
and the movements of visitors at 
airports. 

3. Every State should pass aviation 
legislation in conformity with the 
Federal laws, 

4.'Every State should take the ini- 
tiative in the development of a net- 
work of landing fields within the 
State at ten-mile intervals. 

5. Every community with a popula- 
tion of between 1,000 and 50,000 in- 
habitants should mark its name on 
the roof of.a prominent building. 

Mr. Guggenheim said it was essen- 
tial that the Federal and State gov- 
ernments act to bring about uniform- 
ity of legislation with respect to 
aerial transportation. He expressed 
the opinion that the Federal Gov- 
ernment should take the lead in this 
matter, with the States fitting their 
regulations to those of the National 
Government. 

-Tax Subjects Discussed. 

Governor Byrd advocated strongly 
the taxation principle followed in 
Virginia whereby no class of prop- 
erty is burdened with local and 
State taxes. ‘Governor: Roosevelt 
took occasion to correct a remark by 
the Virginia Executive that New 
York was one of the States which 
still resorted to a direct tax on 
property. This tax, Governor Roose- 
velt said, was removed at the last 
session of the Legislature. 

That the gasoline tax has proved 
one of the best and most scientific 
forms of taxation was asserted by 
Governor Shafer in his address. The 
tax, first adopted in Oregon in 1919, 
is now in force in some form in 
every State in the Union, he stated, 
saying that the gross receipts from 
the levy for the entire country to- 
talled $300,000,000. The proceeds 
were devoted largely to the mainten- 
ance and development of highways, 
with three States using part of the 
revenues for school purposes. 

The afternoon was devoted by the 
Governors to visiting the Connecti- 
cut National Guard camp at Niantic, 
where menoeuvres by infantry, air 
service, artillery and tanks were 
staged. In the evening the confer- 
enge dinner was held, followed by a

Others Refer to Letter. 


Two other speakers at today’s ses- 
sion made passing references to the 
Wickersham letter to the Conference 
of Governors in Connecticut. This 
morning the Rev. Dr. Charles M. 


Boswell, president of the Ocean 
Grove Camp Meeting Association, 
after mentioning the letter said ‘‘God 
help the State that refuses to join in 
law enforcement,’’ acding that he 
was “‘glad to see that many Gover- 
nors sey that the law is being en- 
forced in their States. 

The Wickersham letter was viewed 
less calmly this afternoon by John 
McKee of Brooklyn, who is a trus- 
tee of the National Temperance Svo- 
ciety and of the Prohibition Trust 
Fund. Mr. McKee, whose home is 
at 113 Columbia Heights, Brookiyn, 
delivered an impromptu address in 
which he said: 

“T am glad to be here in this con- 
genial atmosphere after reading Mr. 
Wickersham’s letter. That letter sur- 
prised me. I am wondering if Mr. 
Wickersham wrote it with the 
knowledge and consent of the Hoover 
commission or if he wrote it with 
the knowledge and consent of the 
President.”’ 

Afterward Mr. McKee said _ the 
Wickersham letter had ‘‘upset’’ him 
and he did not quite know what to 
think of it or whether to think that 
it was an indication that there was 
any official wavering on the Hoover 
campaign declaration for law en- 
forcement. 

Mrs. Colvin was asked to comment 
on the Wickersham reference to rea- 
sonable enforcement. She said she 
agreed with the responsible state- 
ment of Governor Ritchie of Mary- 
land, that she would await for de- 
velopments and see what Mr. Wick- 


ersham means. She was warmly 
applauded for her speech. 

“The statement of Mr. George 
Wickersham in his letter to: Gover- 
nor Roosevelt that the States should 
share in the enforcement of the 
Eighteenth Amendment is not a new 
idea to the leaders of the prohibitioc 
cause,’’ said Mrs. Colvin. 

“The concurrent clause in the 
amendment was designed to relieve 
the Federal Government of the entire 
responsibility of the neforcement and 
to impose a duty upon the States to 
cooperate. 

“Three out of the five prohibtions 
in the Eighteenth Amendment are 
necessary Federal functions, namely. 
prohibition of importation, exporta- 
tion and interstate transportation, 
and no State has power to deal with 
violations of these provisions. 


Details Police Duties. 


“Manufacture and sale and trans- 
portation within a State should be 
dealt with by police officers of a 
State and with proper State legisla- 
tion all police officials should be 
charged with the responsibility of en- 
forcing these provisions and without 
increased cost to the State. It was 
never intended that people should be 
taxed to provide Federal officers in 
every community to enforce this one 
law. 


‘In New York State the Legisla~ 
ture repealed the Mullins-Gage law 
and thereby put the burden of re- 
sponsibility of enforcement upon the 

ederal oficers. Until recently, there 
were only 300 Federal prohibition of- 
ficers assigned to the entire State. 
Because of increased violations re- 
sulting from lack of State coopera- 
tion the official urged a repeal of 
the vrohibition law. 

“Mr. Wickersham suggests to the 
Governors that they discuss some 
feasible proposition for the States to 
share this burden. 

‘“‘The Supreme Court has held that 
the Eighteenth Amendment is bind- 
ing upon all State courts, Legisla- 
tures and people throughout the 
United States and that no Legisla- 
ture has the right to pass any legis- 
lation that will defeat or thwart the 
prohibition of intoxicating liquors. 

“Any modification which Mr. 
Wickersham could suggest would be 
one which would provide that States 
should assume a share in enforcing 
the Eighteenth Amendment rather 
than permission to allow them to 
place their own interpretation upon 
the law and enforce only such parts 
as they please. No modification of 
the Volstead law can legalize what. 
the Eighteenth Amendment pro- 
hibits. I can see no hope held out to 
the wets in any statement in the 
letter of Mr. Wickersham.”’

FIRES ON WATERFRONT 
BURN FACTORY, 3 CRAFT 


Brooklyn and Staten Island 
Blazes Cause Extensive Losses 


—Seen for Miles. 





Two spectacular waterfront fires, 
one in Brooklyn and the other on 
Staten Island, lit up New York Bay 
last night with glares that could be 
seen in Manhattan and New Jersey. 
A marine engine factory was badly 
damaged and a tugboat, a ferryboat 
and a lighter were destroyed, and 
half a dozen other craft scorched. 

Fire started shortly before 9 in the 
machine shop of the Atlantic Sta- 
tion Iron Works, occupying the 
block bounded by Summit, Imlay, 
Van Brunt and Bowne Streets, 
Brooklyn, and quickly spread 
through the rigging, loft and the car- 
pentry shop. Fanned by a brisk 
wind, embers were carried over the 
neighborhood and four alarms were 
sounded to bring sufficient appara- 
tus to check the spread of the blaze. 

Two fireboats, the Abraham S. 
Hewitt and the William S. Gaynor, 
aided in fighting the flames. Deputy 
Fire Chief Carey Langford ordered 
his men to drench the building of 
the American Metal Cap Company 
at the northwest corner of Imlay 
nad Summit Streets, after he had 
been informed that a large quantity 
of highly inflammable celluloid was 
stored there. The flames were eventu- 
ally confined to the Atlantic works. 

While the Brooklyn fire was still 
raZzing, another broke out on the tug 
boat, Falcon, moored at the foot of 
Bodine St reet, West New Brighton, 
S. I. The flames leaped to the ferry- 
boat, Union, and the United States 
Government. lighter 326 and also de- 
stroyed part of the main drydock of 
the National Dry Dock Corporation. 

Three alarms brought all the ap- 
paratus from the north shore of 
Staten Island and five companies 
from the south shore, and the fire 
boat Zopher Mills. After the Brook- 
lyn blaze had been brought unde1 
control the William S. Gayner sped 
across the bay and aided in the 
second struggle. 

Deputy Fire Chief W. Murphy 
estimated the damage at The Staten 
Island fire at several hundred thou- 
sand dollars. No estimate of the 





damage caused by the Brooklyn fire 
was available,

from $50,000 to $30,000 yesterday by 
Judge Frank F. Adel in Queens 
County Court after the fighter’s law- 
yer threatened to force the police 
and District Attorney’s office to dis- 


Close their evidence. 

Rolice Commissioner Whalen, who 
attended the hearing with -Deputy 
Chief Inspector Edward P. Mul- 
rooney, although he took no part in 
it, said after adjournment but be- 
fore Judge. Adel’s decision was made 
known that he would rather have 
Wilson free in bail than reveal any 
of the State’s case at this time. A 
bond of $10,000, such as Edward J, 
Reilly, Wilson’s lawyer proposed, the 
commissioner thought too small for 
“a man who at any time may be- 
come a defendant instead of a wit- 
ness.’”’ 

“The last thing we want at the 
present time is to give the other side 
any inkling of how much we know 
about this crime,’’ he said. 


The Court’s Decision. 


“Judge <Adel’s decision, rendered 
early last evening, was terse. It 
read: 


“Application for reduction of bail 
fixed under order holding John F. 
Panica (Wilson) as a material wit- 
ness. Bail fixed on June 26 at 
$50,000. Now set at $30,000, provided 
bond of approved surety company is 
submitted. Otherwise denied.”’ 

A short time before Judge Adel 
granted a reduction. in bail to Wil- 
son he received from the grand jury 
indictments against two other mate- 
rial witnesses in the Marlow case for 
violation of the Sullivan law. They 
were Daniel Grosso and Nicholas 
McDemnott, the gunmen who were 
seized by, detectives in a garrisoned 
apartment in Queens a few days 

ter Marlow’s body was found be- 
¥e a roadside in Queens June 24. 

osso is wanted in New Jersey for 
a mail robbery and murder. 

Wilson was brought to the Queens 
County Court from the Tombs by 
Detectives ere 4 Devlin ‘and Frank 
Wilson at 10 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing. He was sullen when he entered 
the courtroom, hiding his face from 
photographers behind a soiled pan- 
ama hat. When the cameramen ex- 
ecuted a flank movement he stuck 
his head under the counsel table un- 
til his attorney advised him to; pose 
smilingly. As the hearing progressed 
his shyness disappear2d. 


Threatens to Put Whalen on Stand. 


Reilly opened his argument by de- 
manding that the order holding his 
client be vacated or that bail be re- 
duced to $10,000. No defendant is 
being held for the murder, the law- 
yer pointed out, and thus far he de- 
Clared there had been “ho proof ‘of 
the materiality of Wilson’s  testi- 
mhony. Unless his motion was 
granted, he declared, he would de- 
mand a hearing next Monday morn-

TRENTON, N. J., July 17.—Tren- 
ton was subjected to a well stimu- 
lated air raid tonight in the mimic 
war between the invading Red army 
and the defending Blues. Thousands 
of spectators clogged Mercer Air- 
port, six miles north of here, to 
watch giant searchlights ‘‘spot’’ the 
invaders as ‘they released brilliant 
flares which illuminated Trenton and 
part of the. surrounding country- 
side. 


The squadron of invading Red 
planes was represented by two army 


observation ships from ‘Mitchell 
Field. Advance word of the raid 
had been obtained from the ‘‘army 
intelligence section’’ and printed in 
local newspapers, resulting in one of 
the greatest. night throngs ever seen 
at the airport. 

The anti-aircraft batteries being 
without apparatus for locating planes 
by sound, it was those in the crowd 
who first heard the drone of a plane 
approaching from the east. 

A few seconds later word was 
flashed to the two searchlight crews, 
stationed half a mile apart at the 
edges of the field, the lights sputtered 
and a blinding beam four feet in 
diameter shot forth from one side, 
then the other.

HERRIOT ATTACKS ACCORD 





Former Premier Urges Action 
on Strictly.Business Lines— 
He Advocates Reservations. 





COMMITTEES STRESS RISK 





Their Reporter, Pressing for Safe- 
guards in Bill, Point to Danger 
if Reich Payments Fail.

PARIS, July 17.—Successful yester- 


day in resisting the attack from the. 


Right in the battle for ratification of 
the French debt agreement, the gov- 
ernment today scored an even more 
conclusive victory over the Left. By 
350 votes to 238, a Socialist motion 


instructing the government to put 
peace before reparations was de- 
feated after another strong inter- 
vention by Aristide Briand, who de- 
clared the government had no other 
intention than to make of the forth- 
coming states’ conference on the 
Young plan an occasion for a further 
Dteasthantng of all that made for 
peace. 

The victory was won despite the 
absence of Premier Poincaré, who 
‘was not able to attend the debate 
owing to a slight indisposition. This 
morning he had a slight fever and 
summoned his doctor. who advised 
him to remain in bed and take a 
complete rest for twenty-four hours. 

It was stated that the Premier’s 
indisposition was entirely due to the 
overwork and strain to which he has 
been subjected during the past 
month in conducting the campaign 
for the unconditional ratification of 
the debt settlements. 


Deputies Honor Poincaré. 


M. Poincaré’s tremendous power 
of work has never been more clearly 
demonstrated than during this de- 
bate. Through six long sessions he 
reviewed the whole debt situation 
before the Chamber ‘commissions, 
oing into the most minute details. 
n preparing his speech he wrote 
himself almost all that he had to 
say and he read and made extracts 
from an enormous mass of docu- 
ments. 


Last Thursday the Premier spoke 
for four hours before the Chamber, 
presenting his case, and on Friday 
he spoke during the whole of the 


morning and evening sessions. Yes- 
terday morning, apparently  un- 
fatigued, he spoke again for three 
hours, despite the intense heat. 
His absence from the Chamber this 
Morning caused a slight incident 
which ended happily in an outburst 
of applause in tribute to the man 
who will be 70 on Aug. 20. Deputy 
Charles Reibel, unaware of the cause 
of the Premier’s absence, had made 
some reference to it ‘‘just at the 


moment when we are discussing the 
Rhineland evacuation.’’ , There was 
an outburst of protest from all sides. 

The Vice President.of the Council 
of Ministers, Louis _at once 


rose and, speaking with emotion, 
paid a tribute to the “physical and 


a miracle,» which. the er has 
displayed. “He has well earned some 
rest this morning.’ 

M. Reibel made dtie_ apology, and 
the President’ of the Chamber d 
his tribute’ to the Premier, which 
again. brought the whole House 
cheering to its feet. 

Though the government won today 
an attack from the Centre has still 
to. come, and though there is no 
reason for pessimism about the re- 
‘sult, it is going to be difficult to 
overcome. It’ began this afternoon 
with a strong general speech by for- 
mer Premier Edouard Herriot and 
the rapporteurs of the Finance and 
Foreign Affairs Commissions in fa- 
for of the inclusion of the text of the 
ratification law of those safeguard 
clauses to which some members of 
all parties hold, despite the repeated 
warnings of the government that 
they ‘are useless and would involve 
the risk of being rejected by the 
United States Senate, and of causing 
an pt A and dangerous 
situation between the two countries. 

Briand Stresses Peace Aim. 

M. Briand, speaking in the morn- 
ing in reply to Leon Blum, declared: 

‘‘What we are searching for all 
the time is peace. That was our aim 
when,.at Geneva last.September, we 
accepted the experts’ commission on 
reparations and agreed to the outline 
of the measures*which might be ex- 
pected from the adoption of their 
report. We do not expect to wipe 
out all the causes of dificulty in one 
meeting, but with good-will on both 
sides we are getting toward that. 

‘‘Peace is always the result of an 
effort of joint good-will, and I have 
no doubt of the good-will of the 
Reich. There are, Nationalists in 
Germany certainly, but nationalism 
does not always mean Chauvinism. 
and though that poison may exist 
among the German people there are 
other elements which can _ be 
strengthened and developed if there 
is fairness and good-will. 

“I shall go to this conference dis- 
posed to do everything for ce 
without sacrificing the sacred inter- 
ests of my country. Peace must and 
can always be reached without fhere 
being either a dupe or a victim.”’ 

There was opposition, for the die- 
hard theory is that the payment of 
reparations and France’s security de- 
pend on the occupation of the Rhine- 
land. But those who held this view 
preferred to vote with the govern- 
ment rather than with the Socialists. 
which explains the increase in the 
government’s majority. 


Herriot Opens Attack. 


The afternoon was given over to 
the development of the Centre at- 
tack, the vote being postponed until 
tomorrow. M. Herriot was the first 
‘speaker. His speech was a develop- 


ment of the European Liberal theory 
that the United States has, in the 
debt settlement, acted against its 
own best interests, that it has put 
business first and has lost esteem. 
If it was as a business matter that 
America claimed the settlement of 
the debts, then, surely, Mr. Herriot 
argued, no offense gould be taken 
if, as business men, the French tried 
in every way to defend their inter- 
ests to the extreme.limit. He did not 
contest the legality of the debt. But 
he recalled the liberality of France 
toward the young Republic of the 
United States when France herself, 
though pressed by the invader and 
in distress with revolution and war, 
yet did not press for the payment of 
what she had loaned in the cause of 
freedom. 

It was right, Mr. Herriot said, that 
signatures snould be respected, but 
it should be mentioned with discre- 
tion after what had been done in the

French Safeguards Urged. 

M. Herriot made a comparison, un- 
favorable to Washington, between its 
attitude and that of Britain, whose 
financial and commercial situation, 
he said, had suffered in the war, 
while that of America had gained. 


Yet Britain had, in the Balfour 
principle, repeated something of that 
generosity which she had shown to- 
ward Austria at the end of the 
Napoleonic wars when 90 per cent of 
the Austrian debt was annulled ‘‘be- 
cause Austria had provided the bat- 
tlefield.” 

The speaker added: 

‘“‘A whole year elapsed between the 
time the United States entered the 
war as. beligerents and the time they 
became combatants. During that 
year their gold was the only arm 
they provided in the common cause. 
During all that year French and 
British tro had to bear the brunt 
of the fighting.”’ 

Between the victors and the van- 
quished in the war, as a result of 
the American attitude. there had de- 
veloped a feeling of solidarity of in- 
terest, with this exception, that the 
Young plan provided no counterpart 
for rance in case Germany de- 
fauled, M. Herriot said. He would 
much rather have a federation of 
peoples than all this question of pay- 
ments—this: bookkeeping liquidation 
of the war. If they were going to 
have an Anglo-Saxon kind of liquida- 
tion then they must have reserves 
for the interests of France. 


Wants European Union. 


Recalling that between 1914 and 
1928 the United States had loaned to 
Europe more than _ $13,000,000,000, 
M. Herriot declared: 

“That is the disturbing situation 
which calls for organization in Eu- 
rope if we are to hold our own. I <io 
not say that the intentions of the 


lenders are aggressive. It is just 
making phrases to say that the im- 
perialism of gold has succeeded to 
the imperialism of the sword. But 
quite fairly one may say that the 
tumultuous use of the youthful force 
of the United States may, without 
wishing to be so, appear menacing.”’ 

For Europe, the speaker said, the 
only real safeguard lay in peace 
within its borders and in the union 
of its economic strength. 

M. de Chappedelaine, rapporteur 
of the Finance Commission, and 
Jacques Stern, in the name of the 
Commission of Foreign Affairs, pre- 
sented the arguments of the majori- 
ties of those commissions in favor of 
the inclusion of reservations in the 
text of the law. 

M. Stern said: 

‘“‘There are grave moral and politi- 
can reasons why we should ratify. 
There is, first, the question of honor. 
But to ratify without reservations is 
to run the risk some day of being un- 
able to meet our obligations and of 
having no recourse. at will hap- 
pen if the United States sells on the 
market the bonds which we have 
handed over, and if Germany does 
not pay?’’ 

M. de Chappedelaine instanced 
three cases of American treaties, 
with Austria and Germany in 1921 
and with Denmark in 1916, in which 
American ratification was accompa- 
nied with reservations which were 
not accepted by the other contracting 
parties, as an argument that reser- 
vations should be included in the 
text of the ratification law. 

The debate will be continued to- 
morrow.

G: le M. Mander, Liberal, asked 
if it was the policy of the govern- 
ment to establish naval bases in the 
Caribbean Sea, and Mr. Alexander 
replied, ‘‘No.”’ 

Nobody had thought that any new 
bases would be established in the 
Caribbean. If the question had been 
as to abolishing any now existing, 
it would have been more in line 
with current curiosity. 


Britain Still Against Submarines. 
Commander J. M. Kenworthy, 
Laborite, asked the First Lord of 


the Admiralty to give the govern- 
ment’s ae ‘“‘with regard to our 
proposal, now supported by America, 
to make submarines illegal, and if 
the government pro to renew 
such a proposal at the next confer- 
ence on naval armaments.’ Mr. 
Alexander replied: 

‘The declaration of the British 
delegation concerning submarines at 
the Washington Conference in 1921, 
and since confirmed, is still. the 
opinion of his Majesty’s government, 
but until 6ther nations accede to this 
opinion no agreement is possible. 
But the possibility of reaching such 
an agreement is constantly borne in 
mind by this government, and a 
restatement of its opinion will be 
made at the first favorable moment.’’ 

In reply to further questions on 
submarines,. Mr. Alexander said no 
submarines of the 1929 building pro- 
gram had been laid down and that 
in the present state of international 
opinion probably none would be. 

When questioned further, Mr. 
Alexander replied that he had 
nothing further to say, but that the 
Prime Minister when ready would 
make a statement on the whole naval 
subject. re ' . . 


MacDonald Discusses Visit Here.” 


LONDON, July 17 (#).—Prime Min- 
ister MacDonald and Ambassador 


Dawes have pushed their informal 
conversations on naval reduction so 
far that the projected visit of the 
Prime Minister to America may soon 
reach the stage of diplomatic negoti- 
ations. 

The most recent conversations be- 
tween the two statesmen were con- 
cerned with finding a suitable time 
for the visit. The question of how 
to make it most effective has also 
been taken up. 

Members of the House of Com- 
mons, recognizing the delicate char- 
acter ofthe conversations, have not 
insisted on eliciting further. informa- 
tion from the government. The 
Premier, however, mentioned the 
subject yesterday at a private meet- 
ing of the Labor party. It is under- 
stood, he intimated, that any ar- 
rangements for a meeting with Pres- 
ident’ Hoover would naturally be 
made in Washington and that any 
definite announcement he might 
make himself would be given’ in 
Parliament. This was interpreted as 
a promise to give information to the 
House of Commons as soon as there 
were definite developments. 


Premier’s Trip Still Uncertain. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 17.—Reports 
from London that the subject of 
Premier MacDonald’s proposed visit 
had entered into formal diplomatic 
conversations were described today 
by Secretary of State Stimson as 
harly accurate. Other officials said 
the suggested visit of Mr. MacDonald 
was as indefinite as ever and no 
steps had been taken toward setting 
a time for it.

with blood.’ 


Sought to Bring World Peace, 
“One of his chief grounds for ad- 
vocating free trade,’’ added Sir 
Charles, ‘‘was that it would help to 
bind mankind in the bonds of peace. 
He dreaded restless and meddlesome 
diplomacy—Lord Palmerston’s meth- 


od inthe Europe of that day. He 
protested against the war in the Cri- 
mea, in China, and interference in 
other nations’ business. He protest- 
ed against the methods of maritime 
warfare which injured the rights of 
innocent traders, and _ especially 
against the whole system of block- 
ade. He warned harles Sumner 
against the dangerous feeling roused 
in both France and England by the 
Northern blockade of Southern ports 
in the Civil. War. He confided to 
Charles Sumner, also, his unremit- 
ting efforts in the cause of arbitra- 
tion and peace and told him that, 
although the perfect day had not yet 
arrived, the smneerers had been 
brought to a serious debate. 

‘‘Cobden was never more than a 
private Member of Parliament, but 
he achieved two of the greatest po- 
litical triumphs of his day. 

“The first was the repeal of the 
corn laws, the second was the great 
commercial treaty of 1860, carried 
through with the help of Louis Na- 

leon in the teeth of the Protec- 

onist sentiment in France. 

‘‘In form the treaty between France 
and England was, in fact, a. treaty 
of reduction of tariffs with the 
whole world, because the concessions 
made in the British tariff were ap- 

lied to all nations equally with 

ance, and France proceeded to ap- 

ply them to all other States that ne- 

otiated treaties with her on an 
ty Samad basis. 

“Gladstone seized the opportunity 
to sweep ae nearly all the remain- 
ing duties in Great Britain on manu- 
factured goods. The prohibitory sys- 
tem of the Continent was broken

made treaties with Belgium, the 
Zoliverein, Italy, Switzerland, Swe- 
den and Norway, and in_ those 
treaties. Great’ Britain participated 
equally in all reductions made. 


Tariffs Were Cut 50 Per Cent. 
“Fifty or sixty treaties were nego- 
tiated which reduced the tariffs in 
Europe’ by 50 per cent. The yalue of 
British exports to countries linked to 
us by these treaties nearly trebled 
in fifteen years. Freedom, in the 
long ‘run, pays a fare that is better 
than attempts to impose restrictions 
“The .peoples of the world,’’ Cob- 
den pleaded, ‘‘should be brought into 
dependence on each other by the 
supply of each other’s wants. Coop- 
eration, not jealous: exclusion. was 
the happiest and most profitable 
policy for every nation. It was God’s 

own way of icing an entente. 
“On Colo questions the same 
broad and courageous purpose gov- 
erned the views of this great citizen 
of the world. He denounced the old 
Colonial system which regarded trade 
monopolies as the chief motive of 
. He would not consent, 
for the sake of any preference or 
monopoly, t limit the freedom of 
British trade. He was convinced that 
the permanent prosperity of the Colo- 
nies depended, not on their success 
in maintaining methods of exclusion 
or monopoly, but on their courage 
in extending freedom, not on build- 
ing up manufacturers by the help of 
tariffs and raising the prices against 
their own people, but on the free 


‘and unfettered development of those 


great farming and agricultural in- 
terests, of those great products of 
nature and climate which form the 
real wealth of Canada, Australia, 
South Africa, the real wealth and 
resources of the United States, and 
which, alike in the British Domin- 
ions and the United States. are not 
at this moment receiving fair play.”’ 


Sir Charles begged his audience to |. 


remember always that there was two 
sides to this great question and not 


to be too quick to assume that there | 


was no future for those great ele- 
ments of Colonial and American 
opinion, including the great bulk of 
consumers in the British Dominions 
and the United States which still 
cling to Cobden’s salutary maxim 
that every source of supply should 
be freely opened as nature and na- 
ture’s God intended it to be. 

“But the chief of all his services.”’ 
he concluded, ‘‘which lower tariffs 
and freer trade could render, was 
the promotion of international good- 
will. It was to the gradual recogni- 
tion and mutual interdenendence of 
nations that Cobden looked to con- 
quer the ultimate political discords 
among. men. All through his life he 
pleaded for friendliness and equity 
as the natural basis of intercourse 
between nations, for arbitration 
where diferences existed, for aboli- 
tion of the instruments and the ex- 
communication of the spirit war. He 
was no lover of needless interven- 
tion and he had taken, as a.motto 
for his earliest writings, Washing- 
ton’s advice to the American people 
to have as. little political connections 
with other countries as they could. 

**But non-interventionist as he was. 
he could not stand aloof in any move- 
ment which insisted on common citi- 
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boast exemptions.

“Congress may not and must not 
delegate the power to make a law a 
levy a tax or regulate foreign trade, 
but it may, and often has, made a 


law to delegate the power to find the 
facts upon the ascertainment of 
which a rule laid down by the Con- 
gress becomes effective. To either 
deny this power or to fail to employ 
it would long since have made prac- 
tical legislation in a great number of 
fields substantially impossible. 

‘In. Washington’s day, Congress 





authorized the first President to levy 
restraints and embargoes on foreign | 
commerce, when, in his rg one 
the public interest required. It con- 
ferred similar authority on President | 
Madison by the non-intercourse acts

FINDS PATENT OFFICE 
FAR BEHIND IN WORK 


Attorney Declares That 106,000 
Applications Await Action— 
Capacity 45,000 a Year. 





While the United States Patent 
Office is able to issue only 45,000 
patents annually, there are at pres- 
ent 106.000 applications awaiting ac- 
tion in that office, Ford W. Harris, 
Los Angeles attorney, declares in a 
syr-posium on ‘Industrial and Engi- 
neering Chemistry,”’ published by 
the American Chemical Society. 

Mr. Harris says that ‘‘a new vision 
of the office's -pabilities’’ is 
needed. ‘“‘The patent system,” he 
writes, ‘‘is not a pauper seeking alms 
from industry. The patent system is 
industry. It should render service. 
Obviously, the Patent Office snould 
do its work and it should be given 
the personnel and money to make 
this possible. As long as it merely 
does this work, however, it will 
merely be a bureau. a temporary 
refuge for the aspiring patent law- 
yer, and a haven cf refuge for the 
incompetent.’’

JOAN OF ARC’S TRIUMPH 
"IS MASKED AT RHEIMS 


Pageant Portrays the Crowning 
of King Charles as Monarch 
of United France. 


Special Cable to Tun New York TiMEs. 

PARIS, July 17.—Joan of Arc’s 
day of supreme triumph was repro- 
duced in the fifth centenary fétes 
today at Rheims when a historical 
pageant portrayed the ceremonies 
crowning King Charles as monarch 
of a united France. 

Thirty thousand visitors, among 
them a large number of American 
tourists now in France, witnessed 
today’s celebration despite the ter- 
rific heat. .The city was gayly dec- 
orated with the tricolor and a Seen’ ’s 
pale blue and white flags which 
fluttered in streamers around the 
famous statue of the maid in front 
of the cathedral. Rheims, which 
eleven years ago presented a ruin 
of tumbled stones, has risen prob- 
ably more magnificently than any 
other city in the former devastated 
region. Houses of most modern and 
lasting construction have been built 
on widened avenues and the fine 
public buildings and large modern 
shops amazci those who had gone 
expecting to find wreckage of the 
war. Even the cathedral, which, 
following the war, was a gaunt 
skeleton, has been wonderfully re- 
stored, though bearing marks of de- 
struction that can never be removed. 

Prominent at today’s ceremonies 
was the aged Cardinal Lucon, who 
watched over the cathedral through 
the war and superintended its re- 
building. Surrounded by prelates of 
France he received the impersonated 
Joan on the cathedral steps. When 
he appeared on the balcony of the 
Hotel de Ville this afternoon he was 
cheered by the enthusiastic multi- 
tude. 

Gabriel Hanotaux of the Frencn 
Academy in his address praised Car- 
dinal Lucon’s wartime courage.

Mordrom Early Leader. 


At the start Benjamin Block’s Mor-

At 
this stage of the race My Cornwall 
Boy was running head and head with 
Kopeck.and was even a little in 
front of him, but his run was a 
flash in the pan, . 

Kopeck opened a notch making 
the swing onto the bend and that 
was the end of My Cornwall Boy’s 
challenge and ‘also the end of the 
race, although the finish line was 
still three furlongs or so away. 

Jockey Eaby merely let. Kopeck 
gallop and he ran into a five-length 
lead, four of which remained when 
Eaby eased him across the wire. Sin 
Cuidado was second, leading Every 
Time by a length and a half. After 
his early show of speed My Corn- 
wall Boy dropped far back. While 
it was clear that this horse could 
not run with Kopeck, he might have 
been in the money if the saddle had 
not slipped, giving Jockey Kennedy 
small chance, 

The winner’s time for the race 
was 1:10. The race was a claiming 
event and Kopeck was to be had for 
$4,600, but he was not taken by. the 
haltermen. 


Comes From Rear in Stretch. 

Dr. T. M. Cassidy’s Penare turned 
the tables on James Butler’s Goad in 
the mile and a sixteenth test that 
was fourth on the program, and the 
finish was one of the most thrilling 
in several days. In the stretch 
Jockey Sonny Workman brought 
Penarc from the rear to overhaul 
Goad and then beat him on the Post. 
In the previous out for Penare at 
this meeting he had been beaten by 
three lengths by the Butler repre- 
sentative. 

Goad went to the front right at the 
start and at one time in the back 
stretch he had a four-length margin 
over the nearest of his competitors.

Sports of the Times

HIS i¢ an opportunity to say that, win, lose or 

draw against James J. Braddock this evening, 

Tommy Loughran has been a real champion at 
his weight. He stands out in bold contrast to most 
of our modern pugilistic titleholders, who either take 
on collapsible set-ups or make real rivals come into 
the ring over the weight limit. 

Loughran ‘never ducked any contender, and if a 
dangerous rival didn’t get enough in one bout with 
Philadelphia Tommy, the champion was always ready 
to oblige him with more of the same. This is a good 
time to bring out that point about Loughran as a 
champion, for he may not be a champion when the 
battling is finished at the Yankee Stadium this eve- 
ning. 

ac won’t be 27 years old until November if the 
records are correct, but he has been fighting a long 
while and close observers say that he hasn’t been 
getting any better of late. In ten years he has had 
approximately 120 bouts, which averages a fight a 
month over a decade. Perhaps an athlete has only 
so many years when he can travel along at a brisk 
pace and Tommy began his traveling at an early age. 
He may be due to slow up. 


Betwixt and Between. 


It has been Loughran’s hard luck that he never grew 
big enough to take a prominent part in the heavy- 
weight campaign. He still has that heavyweight idea 
in his head, but even if he gets past Braddock this 
evening, the chances are against his success in the 
unlimited class. . 

He just isn’t built big enough. He is betwixt and 
between in the matter of weight; a little heavy for 
his own class now, but yet too light to tackle the great 
big chaps. Im fighting shape he never will be as 
big as Tunney was or as Dempsey was or even as 
James J. Braddock will-be in a few years. In his 
hours of ease Tommy weighs about as much as Max 
Schmeling, but Max is more-than an inch taller than 
Tommy and is going to be bigger in his future bouts. 

In discussions of this kind somebody is sure to bring 
up the case. of Ruby Robert Fitzsimmons, but Fitz 
was a fighting freak and he won the heavyweight 
title despite. and not because of, his lack of weight. 
Gene Tunney was light heavyweight champion like 
Loughran and moved ahead to win the world’s heavy- 
weight championship, but Gene had a bigger frame 
and broader shoulders than Tommy. 


A Luckier Lad. 


James J. Braddock is in some ways a luckier lad. 
Even if the Philadelphia Phantom gives him a boxing 
lesson this evening, the lanky Jerseyman can go home 
and fatten himself up for profitable adventures in the 
heavyweight field. He has the frame on which to 
hang the extra weight and he has a punch that will 
be respected in any company, regardless of gross 
tonnage. 

They decide boxing matches on cleverness and points 
scored, but in a wider sense, they pay off on the punch 
in pugilistic circles and Bwaddock has the punch. The 
whole boxing game boomed financially on the famous 
Dempsey punch and, though the market has slumped 
with his departure, it isn’t wise to go short on a chap 
with a punch. 

Braddcck has been coming along at a steady rate. 
He lost to Leo Lomski, but except as a mark against 
his record. the bout didn’t do him any great harm. 
He lost because he didn’t do enough work that night. 


He let Lomski thump him too often while debating 
when and where to throw his right hand: He worked 
harder against Slattery, was more:-active on the attack 
and finally nailed the fancy stepper from Buffalo with 
a knockout wallop. 

As Rogers Hornsby recently said in discussing his 
batting prowess: ‘‘You always have a chance if you 
keep swinging.”’ 


Overlooking Some. Tricks. 


But Braddock has been unduly backward in some 
ways. He failed to rescue any total strangers from 
drowning while he was in training. He won't get 
anywhere in the heavyweight field unless he goes in 
for life-saving in a big way. Also there was nothing 
in the public prints about his prowess on the golf 
links. That won’t do at all. Messrs, Paulino and 
Schmeling were on the links so constantly in prepara- « 
tion for their bout at the Stadium that many of the 
spectators expected them to whack away at each other 
with heavy niblicks. “ 

James J. Braddock hasn’t even a nickname. That 
is practically a fatal handicap. James Joseph Tunney 
was Gene Tunney and the Fighting Marine. Wiliam 
Harrison Dempsey was Jack Dempsey and the Ma- 
nassa Mauler. Luis Angel Firpo was Dead Pan Louie 
and the Wild Bull of the Pampas. Josef Paul Cucko- 
shay is Jack Sharkey, the Lithe Lithuanian. 

James J. Braddock is just James ‘J. Braddock of 
North Bergen, N. J. It won't do if he hopes to get 
anywhere at all. 


The Weight of Evidence. 


John L. Sullivan stuck to his own name, but he was 
John L. to everybody and the Boston Strong Boy to 
the fight writers of that day. James J. Corbett was 
Rompadour Jim. the battling bank clerk. James J. 
Jeffries was Jim Jeffries and Bob Fitzsimmons was 
Ruby Robert, the clouting Cornishman. Noah Brusso 
was Tommy Burns and Jack Johnson was Li’! Arthur. 
Even Jess Willard was the Pottawattamie Giant. 

It behooves James J. Braddock to get himself a 
nickname or an alias. He should rescue half a dozen 
persons from drowning. He must take up golf and be 
‘“‘remarkably adept’’ at it as Schmeling was after 
playing only a half. hour or so. Golf is like that, as 
everybody knows who has ever tried it. 

Braddock’s helpers must lend a hand. One of them 
must put something into his tea or coffee as some 
miscreant did in the Jeffries training camp at Reno 
and as some mysterious villain did in the New Jersey 
training camp of Jack Dempsey for the first Tunney 
fight. 

Gene Tunney rescucd a writer from drowning in 
an Adirondack stream. Braddock should go him one 
better and rescue an editor from drowning in mid- 
ocean. Dempsey had so much color that even as a 
promoter at Miami a midnight prowler arranged to 
fire a mysterious shot at him. 


In his pugilistic progress James J. Braddock has 
overlooked all these big points. He should perk up 
and step out. There is still a chance for him to put 
over a big thing in a big way. The least he can do 
is to rescue somebody who has fallen out of an air- 
plane 3,000 feet up. J. Francis Hogan of the Giants 
stands ready to aid in such a feat by lending Brad- 
dock a catcher’s mitt and a chest pretector. It would 
make Braddock. a real heavyweight contender. At 
least it would be make or break.

A TARIFF “BILL OF RIGHTS.” 


At the hearing by the Senate 
Finance Committee on Tuesday 4 
spokesman for the American Tariff 
League rose nobly to the height of 
the great argument. He set forth 
the absolute right of American 
manufacturers to absolute protec- 
tion. This, he maintained, could be 
made secure only by giving the 
President authority to raise tariff 
duties whenever it is found that they 
are too low. Congress does its best 
by fixing the rates in the various 
schedules, but time brings about un- 
foreseen changes in international 
commerce, and the wicked foreigners 
are all the. time. devising new 
methods of climbing over our tariff 
wall, so that the only hope is in 
executive action to make the wall 
higher whenever necessary. Such a 
provision by law would round out 
and complete the glorious history of 
American protection and give to it a 
permanent “ bill of rights.” Even in 
this splendid conception, another 
protectionist speaker at the hearing 
detected a flaw. Authorizing the 
President to change the tariff at 
will ought also, he contended, to be 
made to extend to clapping on 
higher duties. whenever the Chief 
Executive decided that the tariff 
levied by any other country on 
American imports was “ too high.” 

We are sorry .to say that these 
magnificent proposals did» not find 
favor with the Republican members 
of the Senate committee, sworn pro- 
@ tectionists though they are. They 
advanced some timid reasoning 
against giving such dangerous power 
to the President. Senator REED of 
Pennsylvania weakly remarked that 
it could be no business of ours~to 
pass upon the tariff legislation of 
other nations. He might have added 
that when we are making our duties 
on foreign. goods sky-high it. would 
be difficult for us with a straight 
face to protest that the duties laid 
by other countries are too high. 
That would lead to disputes and 
probably. to a tariff war,..which in 
itself would be a fine thing, but in 
the course of which trade would 
disappear. Probably the American 
Tariff League would not mind that, 
and would .clutch to its .hosom 
proudly its hard-won Bill of Rights, 
even if business was being ruined in 
the act. 

The main thing, of course, is to 
concede the right of American pro- 
tection to have everything: it wants. 
Captious Senators who ask ques- 
tions ought to be silenced. Doubtless 
the eloquent orator for the Ameri- 
can Protective League would borrow 
from DANIEL WEBSTER a fitting 
denunciation of such “ miserable 
interrogatories.”

OFFICE SPACE. 


A recent warning by a realty ex- 
pert against, €xcessive office build- 
ing construction in New York, .par- 
ticularly in the midtown zone, cites 
figures which in themselves seem to 
convey no serious menace. Vacant 
office space south of Canal Street is 
estimated at 750,000 square feet and 
in the midtown belt at 1,500,000. 
Despite this surplus, a dozen giants 
downtown and in the neighborhood

Only if the 6,000,000 new 
feet of office area be assumed to go 
to swell the vacancies will a serious 
condition arise: The idle space for 
the city as a whole would then be 
something like 17 per cent and for 
the midtown belt more than 20 per 
cent. 

Will the new construction remain 


unabsorbed? Not for very long. A | « 


single year’s slow-up in building 
should be enough to make demand 
overtake supply. Adding 6,000,000 
feet to 50,000,000 feet in two years 
is a 12 per cent increase. The ques- 
tion is whether New York City’s 
business grows at the rate of 6 per 
cent a year. It has probably done 
better than that in the past. The 
business done in New York is more 
than New York’s business, It is in 
large measure the business of the 
nation; and the ever taller business 
towers.and the ever more sumptuous 
business suites aré an index of all 
America. ‘There is also the rising 
standard of business living. Ameri- 
cans have gone infor beauty in 
offices and salesrooms as in homes. 
The interior decorator prescribes 
more elbow..room, as. well as more 
elegance. When'a New York busi- 
ness man moves from an antiquated 
office building into a nice new 
Babylonian ziggurat. he is apt to 
move out of 800 square feet into 
1,500 square feet. 


AN ERA OF GOOD FEELING. 


POINCARE and BRIAND did as much 
for international good-will as for 
their own government and world 
economics when they steered the 
American war debt debate into the 
channel of ratification. As he lies 
abed, resting from his mighty Par- 
liamentary labor, the Premier may 
feel that he has managed again one 
of those rare’internal political cam- 
paigns which contain the essence of 
statesmanship and world peace. To 
his eminent Foreign Minister, him- 
self eleveh tirhes the head of the 
Cabinet of the Republic, M. POoIN- 
CARE can turn gratefully for the 
magnificent skill with which he 
played on the soundest and best emo- 
tions of an emotional Chamber and 
said the word which America was 
longing to hear. This foremost 
among the orators ..of Europe has 
had many triumphs with the Depu- 
ties and in conference with the 
ablest ment of other nations, but not 
often has his eloquence proved so 
refreshing to the public of two 
hemispheres. 

There is a,heartstring, a chord of 
remembrance belonging to mankind 
which, when properly struck, gives 
forth a tone that swells out above 
all others. It instantly responded 
when the Foreign Minister said: 

However bitter may be our in- 

ternal debate in this painful dis- 
cussion, I can hear the heart of 

France beating in gratitude to 
America. I am saying these words 
so that the people across the seas 
will know that there are some mo- 
ments Frenchmen will never forget. 

Politically, this speech in the 
Chamber after the long and logical 
address of the Premier seems to have 
assured the government certain vic- 
tory in its American debt policy. It 
clears the way for more enlight- 
ened consideration of the Young 
plan; it helps to sweep economics 
in Europe from the littered plain of 
politics. After it there was nothing 
which even the masterly FRANKLIN- 
BOUILLON could do but withdraw his 
motion, and the attempt of M. BLUM 
te commit the government to imme- 
diate evacuation of the Rhineland 
was foredoomed to failure. The 
Deputies who did not vote on the 
first motion of confidence rallied 
unanimously to the government on 
the Blum proposal, carrying with 
them even one of those who had 
stood tast against the eloquence. of 
M, BRIAND. .When the passion and 
sincerity of the Opposition is given 
due credit, and the variety of the 
elements in the Chamber which are 
anti-Poinearist is considered, the 
magnitude of the government’s vic- 
tory appears even greater. Opinion 
in this country will be that France 
will not regret this display of gen- 
erous remembrance.. Statesmanship 
which is based on the best emotions 
of mankind comes ever to its reward. 


HIGHWAY INTERSECTIONS. 


The. Long Island. Chamber of 
Commerce has urged study. of the 
possibilities of separating highway 
crossings at the principal points of 
traffic intersection. Although the 
plan is not new—it underlies the 
ptinciple of the mew parkways, on 
Long Island as well as in Westches- 
ter—it is significant that such an 
organization “deems it of. sufficient 
interest to. give it active support. 
Certainly congestion in various parts 
of Long Island where traffic lanes 
meet is’so serious as to make some 
sort of permanent relief imperative.

“therefore money, is being wasted

“sary properly to separate the 
“ grades.” He adds that studies are 
being made of the technical prob- 
lems and that the rights of way are 
being acquired for the Suffolk Coun- 
ty extension of the new Sunrise 
Highway,-which has just been fin- 
ished through Nassau County. The 
builders of the Southern State Park” 
way on Long Island and of some of 
the Westchester parkways have de- 
liberately avoided all possible grade 
crossings. On the flat south shore 
of Long Island this has not been 
easy. But the fact that it has been 
done with new roads shows that the 
principle is sound. It is true that it 
is easier to obtain rights of way for 
new roads than for'those already in 
existence, but this does not mean 
that the effort may not in time 
prove well worth making. 


INTURPITUDINOUS. 


Students of the moral philosophy 
and the penology of prohibition are 
pondering the decision of the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals for 
the Second District, that bootleg- 
ging is not “a crime involving moral 
turpitude” according to the Federal 
statute in that case made and pro- 
vided.. An alien who had been in 
jail in New Mexico for violation of 
the Volstead act didn’t think it nec- 
essary to mention that fact in his 
application for a visa to an Ameri- 
can Consul in Sicily. Some time 
after his return to this country the 
omission was discovered. His depor- 
tation was ordered by the Commis- 
sioner of Immigration on the ground 
that he had made a false represen- 
tation in his application. The Cir- 
cuit Court holds that this is suffi- 
cient ground for deportation only 
when the true representation, i* 
made, would have been. 

The court found itself unable to 
determine that the sale or posses- 
sion of liquor is commonly or gen- 
erally. regarded as involving turpi- 
tude. “The question,” says Judge 
LEARNED HAND, “whether it is so 
“regarded by the public conscience 
“is nebulous at best.” The court 
couldn’t estimate, though the hasty 
layman might, that the vote of the 
“public conscience ” could hardly be 
more than a tie at best. As there 
is no approach to*unanimity of pub- 
lic opinion, the court has to resort 
to conjecture ‘as to what “the peo- 
ple generally” feel. It can’t say 
that the sale or possession of liquor 
“among our commonly accepted 
“mores.* * * as yet otcupies so 
“ grave a place” as to involve moral 
turpitude. 

Congress, that infallible source of 
morals, can make transgressions of 
the Volstead law crimes of moral 
turpitude, if it will, continues Judge 
HAND. Here is a new outlet for the 
energies of the “Honorable DEETS 
PICKETT, Dr. MCBRIDE, Dr. TRUE 
WILSON ‘and other experts in the 
Cannon law. «With.no. disposition to 
criticize the courts, the earnest soul 
may feel that they~are~cold in this 
matter of moral turpitude. The 
court here expressly dissociates it- 
self from personal opinions, but may 
not a.tribunal in a “nullifying” 
State be unconsciously colored by 
its environment? 

A couple of years“ago a United 
States Circuit Gourt of Appeals, re- 
versing an order te disbar for three 
years a Nebraska lawyer who had 
been convicted...of....manufacturing 
and possessing 700 quarts of “ home 
brew,” ruled that such manufacture 
and possession for the use of one’s 
family and guests “cannot bring 
“down on. a transgressor the odium 
“of being guilty of moral turpi- 
“ tude.” The opinion ‘was written by 
Judge WILLIAM 8. KENYON of Iowa,

It seems that 
the courts are not likely to give 
much assistance to the faithful. 
Won’t Senator JONES come to their 
rescue ? 


THE RESERVE BANK IN COURT. 


At last we have a judicial opinion 
on what so many angry people have 
called the mischievous activities of 
the Federal Reserve Bank in New 
York.

“made.” The whole-case seems a 
bit ridiculous, although able counsel 
tried to persuade the court that it 
ought to act as requested, but it is 
just as well that the bitter attacks 
upon the Reserve Bank should have 
been put to legal proof and have 
failed. 


PURPLE AND FINE COTTON. 


When ladies paid handsome prices 
for silks eighteen inches wide and 
had their. best dresses turned and 
made over many times cotton was 
the standby for ordinary daily wear. 
It was sturdy and inexpensive. ,As 
silks grew wider and cheaper, their 
vogue spread, Every shop girl had 
at least one silk frock. Cotton, still 
cheap and strong; was out of 
fashion. The commercial production 
of synthetic silks completed the sor- 
rows of the cotton manufacturers. 
Imitation silk stockings and under- 
wear are to the liking of young per- 
sons, even though their purses are 
better suited to purchasing cotton. 

Several years ago the cotton peo- 
ple got together in an attempt to 
win back their old popularity. The 
economy watchword was dropped. 
Realizing at last that style is more 
important to their prospective pur- 
chasers than cheapness, durability 
or even essential beauty, the various 
manufacturers put themselves into 
the hands of a central organization, 
the Cotton-Textile Institute, which 
has made their campaign a success.

Silks, real or syn- 
thetic, have not ‘lost their place, for 
they have been too securely es- 
tablished ‘to -do that; but the least 
observant stroller or advertisement 
reader must have seen the sudden 
interest of wWomen'in-the new cotton 
fashions. 

It. is undoubtedly through. empha- 
sis on ‘the stylishness of the new 
cottons that the Cotton-Textile In- 
stitute. has. brought about the 
change. For women who can afford 
anything, the ‘novelty and crisp 
beauty of the new material made 
an appeal when their dressmakers 
and favorite shops offered it made 
up in summery designs and at prices 
comparable with those they would 
have paid for other cloth. Women 
of taste found the new suggestion 
agreeable, for washable. cottons are 
well suited to’ warm’ weather needs. 
As the leading shops and their pa- 
trons have adopted the new mode, 
the thousands who follow them as 
closely as possible are rapidly mak- 
ing it universal. All that remains 
for the Institute is to. maintain the 
present interest. of what it calls 
“the high styled field.” Prestige 
there will guarantee the following of 
the volume markets. 


AS SEEN AT HOME. 


Opinions of the foreign journalists, 
now ending their tour of America, 
are especially valuable because they 
come from trained observers who 
also. know how to express them- 
selves. They represent eight dif- 
ferent countries, and so looked at us 
from as many differing points of 
view; but they seem to agree that 
we are “more interesting and at- 
tractive” when seen at home than 
we appear abroad. They find us, as 
they expected, inexhaustibly ener- 
getic, but,.nevertheless, having lei- 
sure and making use of it culturally 
—not quite sure of ourselves in cer- 
tain fields, but, as the Greek jour- 
nalist put it, in the way of becoming 
“the cultural centre of the world.” 

._ It is interesting to put beside these 
observations the “ first impressions ” 
which’ Mr. FRANK DILNOT, sometime 
President of the Foreign Correspon- 
dents’ Association in America, has 
gathered in The Landmark, the 
monthly magazine of the English- 
Speaking Union of thé British Em- 
pire, which declared ‘itself “ deter- 
“ mined to discuss openly our com- 
“mon problems.” He presents first 
remarks made by American visitors 
seeing England for the first time. 
The things they seemed most gener- 
ally to have noted were: red tiles on 





hotels; the meadows inf'which the 
cows ‘grazkay and) “the haunting 

‘beauty and empty spaces of Dev- 
“onshire”’—with the parenthetic 
wonder that « our overcrowded, people 
don’t “ Come over arid’ live there.” 

From an Englishman who made 
his first visit to America this year— 
and this: frees Mr. DILNOT from the 
suspicion that these: are his own 
observations—such impressions as 
these were gléaned, though they do 
not extend beyond ‘the Palisades: the 
marvelous picture made by the sky- 
Scrapers of New York; the extraor- 
dinary invigoration of the air 
(which makes one able to do twice as 
much work in America); the quick 
intelligence of the shop assistants in 
New York; the extraordinary variety 
of speech among different classes; 
the abounding hospitality; the vivid- 
ness of interest in matters European 
and the superiority of the American 
telephone system. 

Happily, the “empty spaces” of 
Devon and the respective glories of 
the home lands of these journalist 
guests from the Continent are 
brought by crowded ships nearer 
and nearer to New York’s sky- 
Scrapers, enveloped by “an invigo- 
rating air,” and to the land back of 
them, spanned by “the gorgeous 
rainbow” which the Latvian Minis- 
ter of Foreign Affairs sees in the 
nobility of our united struggle. If 
there’s naught here that “ one would 
not leave for the good Devon land” 
for a season, there is something of 
vigor and hospitality in the life, con- 
gested and noisy as it is, that brings 
the travelers all back home again 
and also compels composite praise 
from those of other lands who are 
most competent to appraise both the 
good and the bad. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


The British Em- 
pire has been in a 
bad wey from time 
to time, as is its 
habit, but now things 

look brighter for it. Lord Beavrr- 
BROOK in his newspapers is going to 
give it his personal attention. In a 
recent issue of The Sunday Express 
he made a sort of confession of his 
negligence, admitting that he was to 
be ‘‘blamed’’ for concentrating too 
much on ‘‘the circumstances and the 
necessitics of Great Britain.’’ With 
an air of real contrition, he added: 
“T have too often let my attention 
and efforts be utterly distracted 
from the cause of Empire.’’ 

From now on all will be different. 
Instead of thinking of the ‘‘great 
newspaper I have helped to build up 
as though it were an object in itself,’ 
Lord BEAVERBROOK promises hereafter 
to get busy in ‘‘consummating the 
practical union of’ the peoples who 
make up the British Empire.’”’ Thus 
this former Canadian has resolved 
in the future to be always imperial- 
minded. 

It is a solemn undertaking, most 
solemnly announced, and the proba- 
bility is that before long Lord Brav- 
ERBROOK will be a rival of GissBon, of 
whom it was said that he wrote so 
much about the Roman Empire that 
it finally became impossible to him 
to distinguish between his own per- 
sonality and that of Rome.

American tourists 
have often been

There is a popular 
legend abroad that every Yankee 
is a millionaire. But now we have 
the complaint of London shopkeep- 
ers that only a small proportion 
of American visitors spend much 
money. It is to the ‘‘third-class tour- 
ist returns’’ that they particularly 
object. 

Tours are completely arranged in 
New York, and flocks of students 
arrive shepherded by guides. ‘All 
their expenses in most cases are paid 
before they, start—food, hotels, fares, 
prices of admission, and even tips.”’ 
Many of them have no more than 
five or ten dollars in their pockets 
to be spent for tobacco and post 
cards. 

This lament sounds very much as 
if the London tradespeople believed 
that the travel bureaus pocket all 
the expense money and take their 
third-class charges for a free ride. 
Surely some part of the travel budg- 
et must find its way into English 
pockets. Even a Scotchman could 
scarcely ‘‘do’’ Europe on ten dollars 
worth of tobacco and picture postals. 

Many of these economical tourist- 
third travelers are mere youngsters, 
out to see a bit of the world as 
part of their education. If they en- 
joy their trip—as most of them do— 
they are pretty certain to come back 
a few years later when they have 
‘‘made their pile’ in good American 
style. Meanwhile London merchants 
shpuld look forward to their pros-

MEDICINAL ALCOHOL. 


Anti-Saloon League Official 
Problem Up to Doctors. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The statement of Dr., Thayer of 
the American Medical Association at 
Portland’ and the editorial of Tue 
Times today endorsing it are based 
upon a misapprehension of the facts. 

If Dr. Thayer meant to include in- 
toxicating drinks (and he evidently 
did) in the category of eatables, 
wearing apparel, religion and litera- 
ture, legislation against which he 
protested, he was plainly chargeable 
with an offense against light and 
understanding, if not against the 
truth itself—a fact which our highest 
courts have made clear time and 
again. 

It is the “‘exceptional’” and ‘‘haz- 
ardous”’ character of the liquor traf- 
fic that has furnished the only war- 
rant for its prohibition and estab- 
lished the legality of its enactment. 
On any other Lasis prohibition woulc 
never have had a standing in any 
court. They who do not understand 
the sharp differentiation between the 
traffic in intoxicants on the one 
hand and the traffic in foodstuffs, 
wearing apparel and books on the 
other hand have not understood the 
basic prineiple of prohibition. 

The question of medicinal legisla- 
tion, which you discuss editorially, is 
not an easy one. It. is easy to argue 
that physicians should be permitted 
to have enough alcohol to save the 
lives and health of their patients, 
although tens of thousands of per- 
fectly reputable and able doctors 
never prescribe it at all. 

When, however, the country reached 
the conclusion that the general wel- 
fare required the prohibition of the 
liquor traffic, Congress was faced 
with the task of adjusting the right 
of doctors to prescribe the use of 
liquor medicinally and the right of 
the public to be protected from the 
evils of the general traffic. 

It does no good to keep on com- 
plaining. The doctors have been 
heard by Congress and the country 
over and over again. If they have a 
case, let them now with intelligent 
cooperation help Congress to find a 
way to give the sought-for relief, 
without at the same time opening 
the way for greater abuses of the 
prohibition law. That is a real prob- 
lem. Whether there be a satisfac- 
tory solution, I do not know. But it 
is the only problem herein involved. 
Let the good Dr. Thayer and his ap- 
plauding colleagues appiy themselves 
to the solution of this question, 
and abandon the field of propa- 
ganda, especially if they feel driven 
to argument by analogies which have 
no existence in fact.

Dr. Julius Klein Suggests Simplified ! 
Questionnaire — Committee is 
to Work With Bureau.

WASHINGTON, July 17.—Prelimi- | 
nary plans for the distribution cen- 
sus to be taken in 1930 were dis- 
cussed at an executive conference 
held at the Department of Commerce 
today between government officials 
and business men. 

Secretary Lamont said the distribu- 
tion census is one of the most im,or- 
tant phases of the work of the de- 
partment and that the final figuies 
will materially aid in solving one of 
the nation’s outstanding problems. 

F. M. Feiker, managing director of 
the Associated Business’ Papers in 
New York City, was made chairman 
and outlined six important objectives 
in the minds of business men and 
economists who have studied the dis- 
tributidn problem for several years. 
These included: 

A statistical count of the number of 
distributers classified as to class, 
size, number of employes and volume 
of business. 

Classification of the volume of 
sales by commodities, geographical 
units and establishments. 

Use of the statistics from the point 
of view of establishing market pos- 
sibilities and sales quotas, both by 
groups and individual producers. 

Use by trade association groups 
representing wholesale, retail and 
service outlets who seek to analyze 
the relation between their volume 
and the volume of other commodities, 
or between the sectional demands 
within the distribution of one class 
of commodities, 

Use by the individual distributer or 
producer who seeks to make com- 
parison between his own volume and 
the volume of business of his group 
either considered nationally or, in 
the case of the retailer, locally. 

William M. Steuart, Director of the 
Census, declared the census of dis- 
tribution will not be a ‘‘survey,’’ but 
an “‘enumeration”’ and that the en- 
abling act did not define just how 
the information is to be collected. 
He said the advisory committee 
could render important assistance 
by establishing a unit of enumcra- 
tion. He pointed to the value of 


| distinguishing between producers 
and distributers. 

Dr. Julius Klein, Assistant Secre- 
tary of Commerce, urged simple and 
effective questionnaires as 
sary to obtain best results and cau- 
tioned against large and complicated 
lists of questions. 

The conference adopted a resolu- 
tion setting forth that in covering 
retail trade the census should in- 
clude mercantile establishments 
which are engaged primarily in the 
purchase and sale of commodities 
and in similar establishments which 
may be operated by manufacturers, 
but it should not include service es- 
tablishments; that enumeration be 
made of every mercantile establish- 
ment and a simple and short sched- 
ule be secured, and that schedules 
requiring statements of sales by 
various groups be secured only from 
establishments having annual sales 
over a volume to be later established 
by the committee and the Census 
Bureau. 

An executive, committee was au- 
thorized to consider the recommenda- 
tions and act in an.advisory capacity 
to the Census Bureau and the parent 
committee in guiding the work. 


A CAR TO EVERY 61 PEOPLE. 


World Automobile Ratio Grows, — 
Government Report Indicates.

WASHINGTON, July 17.—The last 
three years have witnessed rapid 
strides in motorizing the world, ac- 
cordin« to Acting Chief A. W. Childs 
of the Automotive Division in the 
Department of Commerce. 

On Jan, 1, 1926, he found the world 
ratio of persons to the automobile 
was seventy-one. This year there 
are sixty-one persons in the world to 
each automobile, which is one-sev- 
enth lower than three years ago. 

Mr. Childs said the United States’ 
high ratio of 4.87 persons to every 
automobile accounts for the high 
world average. The ratio of per- 
sons in foreign countries to the auto- 
mobile was found to be 247 to 1, and, 
excluding Canada, is 287 to 1. 

Arabia has the lowest per capita 
automotive registration, one Arabian 
State, Asir, having 75,000 people to 
every automobile, and Yemen. has 
71,428 to every automobile, Afghan- 
istan has 23,166 to 1 and Ethiopia 
22,545 to 1. ay

Richard C. Patterson Jr., Com- 
missioner of Correction, has ad- 
dressed to Mayor Walker, as chair- 
man of the Board of Estimate, a let- 
ter in which he requests approval of 
his desire to submit a request for an 
authorization of $153,200 to be divided 
into two yearly appropriations. 

“The purpose of this request,” 

wrote Commissioner Patterson, ‘‘is to

Dr. EDWARD BRENNER, professor of 
surgery in the Post-Graduate Hospital of 
this city, who has a national reputation as 
a physician and surgeon. 

“JT am enclosing herewith as a part 
‘of this letter a report prepared by 
these men, outlining the necessity for 
a ‘Crime Clinic’ of the nature de- 
scribed in order that New York 
City may make some real progress 
toward the diminution of crime. 

“Tt is hoped that this matter will 
receive your favorable consideration. 
A thorough investigation by those 
competent to judge will, I believe, 
demonstrate the merit and soundness 
of this request.” 

The report of the experts, which 
Commissioner Patterson encloses in 
his letter, urging the need of a 
erime clinic, has been already pub- 
lished in substance. It said, in part: 

“During the calendar year 1928, 
10,809 prisoners were received at the 
penitentiary on Welfare Island. Of 
this number 6,245, or approximately 
60 per cent, were so physically or 
mentally incapacitated at the time 
of their arrival as to make it im- 
possible to place them at work until 
such time as they had undergone a 
course of treatment. In 1927 ap- 
proximately 67 per cent of the prison- 
ers were so physically or mentally 
incapacitated. 

‘“‘A comparison of the records of 
this department with those of other 
penal institutions and systems in the 
United States, which was made re- 
cently on information obtained by 
Mr. Fishman through letters of in- 
quiry, discloses that the ratio of in- 
capacitated received in our institu- 
tions ‘is infinitely greater than in any 
other place in the United States 
from -which replies have been re- 
ceived. The nearest approach to the 
New York City figures is in the New- 
castle County Workhouse at Wil- 
mington, Del., where a total of 15 
per cent of the prisoners received 
were so incapacitated at the time of 
their arrival that they could not be 
placed at work without treatment. 
This is just.a quarter of the per- 
centage of such prisoners in New 
York City institutions. By far the 
greater majority of other institutions 
and systems have less than 5 per 
cent and many only 2 or 3 per cent.’’ 

The report then continues: 

‘In view of these facts your com- 
mittee is of the opinion that the De- 
partment should inaugurate a crime 
clinic for the purpose of making a 
study of at least 2,000 convicts of 
the ‘‘run of the mill’’; that the men 
employed in this clinic should devote 
their entire time and attention to the 
work; that the clinic should be estab- 
lished at the penitentiary on Welfare 
iIsland and that in its report specific 
and definite recommendations should 
be made as to the disposition of the 
various types of sick, abnormal and 
subnormal, which will contribute to 
the more intelligent handling of the 
city’s prison population and _ the 
greater protection of its citizens. 

“The personnel of such a board 
must consist of high-class men. Your 
committee believes that the  per- 
sonnel of a clinic of the kind under 
discussion should consist of the fol- 
lowing: 
lowing: One psychiatrist (who should 
be the director of the clinic), at 
$15,000 a year; one assistant psychia- 
trist, $10,000; one psychologist, 
$12,000 a year; one assistant psvy- 
chologist, $8,000 a year; one neu- 
rologist, $10,000 a year; one physi- 
ciar, $7,500 © year; three field work- 
ers, at $3,000 per annum each, 
$9,000; two stenographers, at $1,000 

er annum each, $3,600; a yearly to- 

al of $75,100. We figure that such 

a study will take approximately two 

years, so that the total cost will be 

about $150,000, not including the nec- 
essary expenditure for desks, files 
and other office equipment, which 

‘will probably eb around $3,000.’’

Deer-Like, Horse-Like Beast

What is it that looks like a deer, 
has a tail like a horse and huge, 
long ears? That is a riddle that 
Dr. W. Reid Blair, director of the 
Bronx Park Zoo, has been trying 
to solve for the past three months. 
Two such animals, a male and a 
female, are now in the Bronx Zoo. 
They were bought for $700 from 
an animal dealer who said they 
were captured 150 miles north of 
Bangkok, in Siam. They are of 
a rich dark-brown color and very 
gentle and already. have made 
friends with many children. who 
frequent the Bronx Zoo. 

Dr. Blair is an authority on 
quadrupeds, but he admits he is 
puzzled about these. They bear 
a strong resemblance to the For- 
mosan deer, he says, but then— 
the horses’ tails and the huge, 
long ears.

OUR WARSHIPS SAVE 
42 ON GERMAN LINER 


Dash to Rescue of Derfflinger, on 
Rocks in the Yellow Sea— 
Shanghai Consal Passenger. 


SHANGHAI, July 17 (2).—War- 
ships of the American Asiatic Fleet 
made a thrilling dash today from 
Summer headquarters at Tsing-tao 
and rescued forty-two passengers 
from the North German Lloyd 
steamer Derfflinger, which late last 
night ran on the rocks at Chalien- 
tao, forty miles from Tsing-tao, dur- 
ing heavy weather, high seas, fog 
and rain. 

Among the passengers were Amer- 
ican Consul General Edwin 8S. Cun- 
ningham and his wife of Shanghai, 
on their way back from Peking, 
where the Consul General conferred 


with the American and other Min- 
isters concerning international prob- 
lems affecting Shanghai. 

Steaming gees be the Yellow Sea 
from Dairen to. Tsing-tao, the. Ger- 
man vessel encountered severe 
weather conditions and crashed on 
the rocks of Chalien-tao Island, 
where she is held fast by the bow 
with her first, second and third 
decks flooded. Salvage tugs are 
rushing from Shanghai. 

The rescue of the passengers was 
greatly hampered by heavy seas. 
American destroyers fought a twelve- 
hour battle to transfer the passen- 
gers from the crippled ship, to be 
pony to Tsing-tao on American naval 
craft. 

The U. S. S. Black Hawk and the 
U. S. S. Beaver are now standing 
by, and the officers and crew of the 
stranded vessel are remaining 
aboard.

BOOTH-TUGKER DIES: 
ASALVATION LEADER 


Son-in-Law of Army’s. Founder 
Is Stricken Near London 
at the Age of 76. 








HIGHLY HONORED IN: INDIA 





Gave Up a Judgeship in Bengal to 
Minister to the Poor—Once Com- 
mander in This Country.

LONDON, July 17.—Within a few 
weeks after the passing of its second 
General, the Salvation Army early 
today lost Commissioner Frederick 
Booth-Tucker, one of its best known 
and most gifted leaders, by death at 
Stoke Newington. Death was due to 
heart disease. His age was 76. 

The commissioner retired two 
years ago, after forty-six years with 
the Salvation Army. He adopted 
the hyphenated name after his mar- 
riage in 1888 to Miss Emma Booth, 
second daughter of General William 
Booth, the Army’s founder. He 


adopted the Hindu costume and the 
habits of the people he worked 
among in India, becoming known as 
Fakir Singh. When married he 
astonished crowds by appearing on 
the platform clad as an Indian beg- 
ar, barefoot, and with begging 
owl. He did not allow his famil 
connection the late Bramwell Boot 
to interfere with his judgment in the 
recent controversy leading to the 
General’s deposition as commander- 
in-chief. 


Was Born in India. 





Frederick St. George de la Tour 
Tucker, as the commissioner was 
formerly known, was born at Mon- 
ghyr, Bengal, India, March 21, 1853 |! 


| 
His father and grandfather had been 
connected with the East India Com- 
pany, the latter as chairman of the 
board of directors. His mother was 
a descendant of French aristocrats. 
One of his maternal uncles went to 
the guillotine in the Revolution. 

After graduating from Cheltenham 
College, England, Booth-Tucker en- 
tered the Indian civil service. He 
rose to a post equivalent to that of 
a judge of the Court of Common 
pleas. Writing later of this period 
of his career, he stated: 

“Tt was not long after this that a 
brief notice of the Salvation Army 
came to me in the columns of a re- 
ligious paper. There were no par- 
ticulars, but I was interested and 
mailed them a donation. A few 
weeks later I received a copy of 
their annual report and Christmas 
War Cry. The latter contained a 
striking article by General Booth on 
‘Nathan, or Straight Truth.’ The 
paper was filled with accounts of 
evangelistic work such as my heart 
longed to witness. I felt a convic- 
tion that here were the very people, 
whole-souled in their devotion, with 
whom I could happily unite.’’ 


Proved Sacrifige Is Luxury. 


Thereupon he applied for leave of 
absence from his judgeship, went to 
England and joined the Salvation 
Army, which was then only three 


years old. After many years in its| 
ranks, he ‘announced that he never 
had regretted his decision, saying: 
“I have. proved that sacrifice is a 
luxury, that it is the natural lan- 
guage of love, indeed that love with- 
out sacrifice is mere sentiment.”’ 

Booth-Tucker, with three others, 
inaugurated the Salvation Army 
work in India in 1882. They adopted 
the native costume and made them- 
selves one with the people. At first 
the government, press, pulpit and 
police were hostile. Booth-Tucker 
was imprisoned for thirty days in a 
Bombay jail. He persevered and 
gradually won over the authorities. 
In 1913 he received the Kaisar-i-Hind 
Medal for meritorious public service 
“‘within his Majesty’s Empire of In- 
dia in the interests of charity, mo- 
rality and general human uplift.” 
This is the highest honor that the 
Indian Government gives. 

Shortly after he began the work in 
India, Booth-Tucker returned to 
England and appealed for fifty men 
and women to labor for ‘‘God and 
souls in India.’” At this time he 
married General William Booth’s 
daughter. They went back to India 
with the ‘‘Wedding Fifty,’’ as the re- 
inforcements were called. They re- 
mained in India until in 1891 the 
failing health of Mrs. Booth-Tucker 
led to their making their home in 
London, where her husband became 
Foreign Secretary at International 
Headquarters. 


Commander Here Eight Years. 


In 1896 they came to the United 
States. Commissioner Booth-Tucker 
commanded the Salvation Army 
forces here until 1904, when he re- 
sumed the London post. He went 
to India and Ceylon in 1907 as a 
special commissioner. He _ estab- 
lished silk and weaving schools, agri- 
cultural settlements and reformatory 
work among Indian criminal tribes 
and released prisoners. In 1919 he 
returned to England. Since then he 
had been a traveling commissioner. 

In the Spring of 1903 his first wife 
was killed in a railroad accident at 
Dean Lake, Mo. In 1906 he married 
Mary Reid, daughter. of Lester Reid 
of the Bombay Civil Service. 

Among  Booth-Tucker’s writings 
are biographies of Catherine Booth 
and Emma _ Booth-Tucker, ‘‘Mukti- 
fauj, or Forty Years With the Salva- 
tion Army in India,” ‘‘Jésus at His 
Home in Nazareth.”

DIES AT AGE OF 93 


Dean of His Profession in Con- 
necticat—Professor in Yale 


Medical School 51 Years.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., July 17.— 
Dr. William Henry Carmalt, dean of 


the medical profession in Connecti- 
cut, noted surgeon. and Professor 
Emeritus of Surgery in Yale Medical 
School, died today at his home here 
at the age-of 93. 

For fifty-one years after he became 
a lecturer on ophthalmology and otol- 
ogy at Yale he maintained a general 
practice and was a generally known 
character because of the horse and 
buggy with which he made his calls, 
even until his retirement two years 


ago. 

He saw the Yale Medical School 
grow from a small institution to 
one of the foremost rank. That he 
played a major réle in that evolu- 
tion was testified to in the award of 
the degree of Doctor of Laws to him 
by Yale at the last commencement. 
He rose from lecturer in three years 
to professor. In 1881 he became 
Professor of the Principles and Prac- 
tice of Surgery, a chair he held until 
he became Professor Emeritus in 
1907.. He —e from the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons, New 
York, in 1861. 

Dr, Carmalt was born on Aug 3, 
1836, in Friendville, Pa., and edu- 


cated in Pennsylvania, New Jersey |O 


and Virginia. He studied eye sur- 
gery in Germany for five years and 
then came to Yale. From that time 
he strove for the advancement of the 
medical school, visualized the merg- 
ing of the school with New Haven 
Hospital and lived to see it started 
toward one of the great medical 
centres of America. 

He was a member of the Américan 
Surgical Association for forty-four 
years and had been its president and 
secretary as well as secretary of the 
American Congress of Physicians 
and Surgeons and chairman of the 
Connecticut State Medical Society. 
Yale gave him an M. A. in 1881 and 
in 1925 the American College of Sur- 
gery conferred another honorary de- 
gree. 

He was a member of the Century 
Club and the Graduates’ Club. From 
1918 to 1923 he was president of the 
General Hospital Society of Connec- 
ticut and since then its vice presi- 
dent. In 1922 an anonymous donor 
gave $100,000 to Yale to establish the 
William H. Carmalt professorship in 
the School for Medicine.

STREET RENAMED FOR HIM 





Portes Gil Unveils His Picture in

MEXICO CITY, July 17.—Mexico 
was in mourning today on the occa- 
sion of the first anniversary of the 
death of General Alvaro Obregon. 
once constitutional President and 
President-elect for another term 
when he was assassinated by José 
de Leon Toral. Business was at a 


standstill, all government offices and 
schools were closed and the flags on 
the public buildings were at half- 
mast. 

The commemoration ceremonies 
were numerous. Early this morning 
a large gathering of General Obre- 
gon’s friends appeared’ before his 
former residence on the Avenue Gali- 
co to take part in the official act of 
changing the name of that street to 
the Avenue Alvaro Obregon. Next 
a journey was made to the suburb 
of Mixcoac, near the place of the as- 
sassination, where a massive monu- 
ment of stone with the figure of 
Obregon in bas-relief was unveiled 
in the name of President Portes Gil. 

Just before noon the President, ac- 
companied by Cabinet Ministers and 
Staff officers, went to the National 
Museum to unveil a painting of 
Obregon in the Historic Gallery. 
After speeches eulogizing the Gener- 
al’s life and work had been deliv- 
ered, President Portes Gil unveiled 
the picture, which is hung between 
that of former President Venustiano 
Carranza and Mexico’s great states- 
man-President, Benito Juarez. 

This evening Senor Portes Gil, all 
the Cabinet Ministers and. other high 
officials, both civil and military, at- 
tended a ceremony at the Iris Thea- 
tre, where more speeches were made 
and appropriate music played in 
memory of General Obregon. On 
the stage was a large portrait of him 
and wreaths were placed in front of 
it at the conclusion of the ceremony. 

It was in an open-air restaurant 

in the pretty suburb of San Angel, 
to which General Obregon had been 
invited by political leaders of the 
State of Guanajuato for a typicall 
oral, 
who had been tracking the Presi- 
dente-lect for days and nights, final- 
ly got alongside his victim under the 
pretense of showing him a drawing 
he had made and then poured the 
full contents of his gun into General 
bregon’s back. 
A long-drawn-out trial resulted in 
the assassin’s facing a firing squad

He was 
91 years of age. He became ill yes- 
terday. 

Mr. Forepaugh and his brother 
Adam established their circus more 
than threescore years ago. The 
show was merged many years ago 
with that of Ringling Brothers. 

Adam and Charles Forepaugh were 
horse traders before they joined John 
O’Brien’s Circus, taking with them 
a troop of horses and mules that had 
been used in-the Civil War. The 


brothers bought out O’Brien, added | 


the Jerry Mabie menagerie, 
calied the combination the Fore- 
paugh Menagerie. The business 
prospered so that in 1876 it gradu- 
ated from forty-four wagons to spe- 
cial railroad trains. 

The brothers retired about 1890, 
their business passing into the Fore- 
paugh & Sells Brothers Circus.

Philander E. Lane, construction en- 


gineer who directed the building of 
Young’s Million-Dollar Pier in 1905, 
died at his home here after a long 
iliness.

Born at Mount Vernon, Ohio, on 
June 7, 1851, Mr. Lane entered busi- 
ness at an early age. He founded 
the Mount Vernon Bridge and Iron 
Works when he was 18 years old, 
and several years later moved to 
Chicago, where he established the 
Long Bridge and Iron Works. He 
came to Atlantic City in 1902. In ad- 
dition to the Million-Dollar Pier, he 
built the flower Boardwalk in Vent- 
nor and is said to have erected the 
first fireproof building in the resort.

HARTWIG CASSEL DIES. 
_ NOTED CHESSEDITOR 


With Staats-Zeitung for 40 Years 
—Was a World Authority 


_on the Game. 


Hartwig Cassel of .610 West 113th 
Street, for forty years chess editor 
of The New Yorker Staats-Zeitung 
and during most of that time a pro- 
moter of international, national, and 
State chess activities, died late Tues- 
day night at the-Monmouth Memo- 
rial Hospital, Long Branch, N. J. . 

He had been taken there after a 
sudden relapse while vacationing at 
the Hotel La Reine in Bradley Beach, 
N. J-, the scene of the most recent 
international tournament. 

Mr. Cassel was in his seventy-ninth 
year, having been born in Konitz, 
Germany, on Nov. 2, 1850. He was 
one of the leading authorities of <he 
world on chess, and his advice was 
constantly sought. His activity as 
chess journalist covered forty-eight 
years, of which eight were spent in 
Bradford, England, where he first 
established a reputation as a chess 
writer. 

In this country he was foremost in 
organizing tournaments, of which the 
international congress at Cambridge 
Springs, Pa., in 1904 was the most 
conspicuous. He was the first to 
suggest the international cable 
matches and helped create the Tri- 
angular College Chess League, now 
the Intercollegiate Chess League, of 
which he was long the tournament 
director. From 1 to 1917 he was 
one of the publishers of the Ameri- 
can Chess Bulletin of this city, which 
he helped to establish.

DENY ERROR ON NEW $2 BILL 


Treasury Says Modern Monticello Is 
Shown, Hence Its Lions.

WASHINGTON, July 17.—Reports 
that an error had been made in the 
design of the new midget two dollar 
United States silver certificate were 
denied today by Treasury Depart 
ment officials. 

The reputed error was the engrav- 
ing of the two giant stone lions on 
either side of the columned entrance 
to Monticello, home of Thomas Jef- 
ferson, whose likeness adorns the 
obverse face of the notes. The lions 
were not there in Jefferson’s time. 
having been added later. 

Alvin Whall, director of the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing, explained, 
bowever, that the engraved represen- 
tation of the Monticello home on the 
reverse side of the note did not at- 
tempt to portray the home as it ex- 
isted in Jefferson’s time, but as it 
looks today. He said the design was 
copied from a photograph of Monti 
cello taken a month before the de 
signing of the bill was begun.

BUENOS AIRES, July 17.—The 
Argentine newspapers are seriously 
occupied with the government’s fail- 
ure to pay many of its most impor- 
tant bills for more than nine months, 
causing a situation which editors say 
is unfavorably affecting the govern- 
ment’s credit, both at home and 
abroad. * 

Two new destroyers are awaiting 
delivery in British shipyards, a third 
is almost finished and three subma- 
rines and two cruisers are nearing 
completion in Italy, but the present 
administration has steadfastly re- 
fused to make the periodical pay- 
ments provided in the contracts be- 
cause of: alleged irregularities. It 
has sent more than 900 officers and 
sailors to London to take over the 
two finished destroyers, but the build- 
ers refuse to permit them to step 
aboard until the ships are paid for. 

Funds have not been sent to the 
crews for supplies and Argentine 
correspondents in England say the 
officers and sailors are living on the 
money they can borrow. 

The transport which carried the 
crews to London had to leave the 
port and anchor at Cowes because 
no funds were sent to pay port dues. 


Admiral Would Resign. 


The Admiral who is the chief of 
the Argentine naval mission super- 
vising the construction and the Gen- 
eral, who is the chief of the military 
mission buying arms have asked to 
be relieved of their posts because of 
their embarrassing situation. 

Buenos Aires newspapers estimate 
that the government is in arrears 
£1,000,000 (about $4,870,000) on the 
naval contracts and about the same 
amount on arms contracts. 

A similar situation exists locally 
and important public works have 
been paralyzed for lack of long con- 
tract pavinents. Among them are the 
new Ro works at Puerto Belgrano 
and Rio Santiago. The contractors 
are threatening to forfeit the con- 
tracts and sue the government for 
damages. 

The government owes 80,000,000 
pesos (about $34.000,000) to local 
firms for materials and _ supplies 
which have not been paid for nine 
months. The result has been that no 
one is presenting bids for govern- 
ment supplies, and many public in- 
stitutions, especially hospitals, have 
been. forced to order supplies daily 
by telephone and pay cash on de- 
livery at high prices. 


President’s Contention. 


The situation is not due to lack of 
funds, for the Treasury has a large 
balance on hand. Customs collec- 
tions for the first six months of this 
year were $25,000,000 in excess of 
budget estimates. President Irigoyen 
claims to have discovered irregulart- 
ties in the letting of many contracts 
by the former administration and is 
refusing to pay the bills until he is 
satisfied there were no irregularities 
in each seperate case. 

The National Government, however, 
is a perpetual entity regardless of 
persons who are temporarily exer- 
cising executive power. The contrac- 
tors, especially thé European ship 
builders and arms manufacturers, 
have’ satisfactorily fulfilled their 
parts of the contracts under official 
Argentine supervision and the con- 
tracts were let under laws passed 
by Congress. 

Critics of the administration fear 
the republic’s credit abroad will be 
seriously prejudiced.

INADEQUATE IN WEST 


Herbert ‘Hoover Jr. Asks Wider 
‘Bands for Air Transports 
Crossing Mountains.

We have protested. to WNYC with. 
out result. The WNYC managers 
never have notified us on any occa- 
sion that additional broadcasting 
time would be needed. Their pro- 
grams were carried on as if we did 
not exist. Not desiring to contribute 
to any radio interference; it is neces- 
for WMCA to stay off the air 
while WNYC is broadcasting. We 
have never violated their time.

ts. Akeley Says’ Prestige of 
pot Men Is Suffering Because 
of Their Hunting Methods. 


The white man’s prestige among 
the natives of Central Africa is being 
seriously hurt by the unsportsman- 
like methods of visiting big gamej8 
hunters, Mrs. Delia J. Akeley, ex- 
plorer, told Summer session students 
in the. McMillin Academic Theatre 
at Columbia University yesterday 
rs. Akeley, whose husband, Carl 
E. Akeley, died in 1926 in the Bel- 
gian Congo while leading the Akeley- 
Eastman-Pomeroy expedition of the 
American Museum of Natural His 
tory, will soon lead a new expedition 
into the Congo for the museum. Her 
object will be to gather more com- 
plete data on the pigmies and wild 
animals of the Ituri region. 

In 1924 and 1925 she penetrated the 
Ituri forests with only.a few carriers 
and no white escort, and lived. sev- 
eral months among the f.gmies. On 
one occasion she cro the up rd 
Congo without an escort and with 
only twelve cartridges in her be!t. 
“The hunter drives in his automo- 
bile to the spot where he has been 
told that his game is located,’’ Mrs. 
Akeley said. ‘‘There he waits for 
the defenseless animals, and shoots 
them down from his car without giv- 
ing them a fighting chance. 

‘*These practices are well known to 
the Belgian and British Govern- 
ments, which exercise great toler- 
ance wherever Americans are con- 
cerned.

Shillinglaw Report on Hospital 
Cites Meager 10-Cent Gift 
to Women on Release. 





FORCED BACK TO OLD LIFE 


Worker to 
Arrange Employment and Insure 
Bed and Meals Urged. 


Assignment of Social

ALBANY, July 17.—In a report of 
an inspection of the Correction Hos- 
pital on Welfare Island made re- 
cently by James McC. Shillinglaw 
and adopted by the State Commission 
of Correction the difference in the 
treatment of women prisoners dis- 
charged from the institution as com- 
pared with that accorded to male 
prisoners discharged from the peni- 
tentiary is stressed, and the fact that 
women prisoners receive only 10 
cents, while the men get 25 cents, is 
noted. Men prisoners at the peni- 
tentiary get a new suit and 25 cents, 
while the women get some second- 
hand clothing and 10 cents. 

‘The women who were ‘eing dis- 
charged at the time of the inspec- 
tion,’ said Inspector Shillinglaw, 
*Jooked presentable, but there ap- 
pears to be no reason why the women 
should not receive at least as mu 
money as the men on discharge. The 
10 cents received is sufficient in 
Many instances only to pay the car- 
fare to the section where she re- 
sides, or did reside, before commit- 
ment. It was stated that in rare in- 
stances donations of from 50 cents 
to $1 were allowed, but because of 
the trouble involved in obtaining per- 
mission to do so amounts as large as 
this were rarely given. 

“With but 10 cents in her posses- 
sion, which, as heretofore noted, is 
frequently used for carfare, and 
with nothing to insure at least one 
meal, it will be seen that the un- 
fortunate will probably be forced to 
return to the old manner of living 
and again be the subject of arrest, 
commitment and expensive hospital 
treatment. The present system is so- 
cially and economically wrong. 

‘“‘Nor would it be advisable to give 
each woman a iarge sum on dis- 
charge without inquiry as to whether 
or not it would be put to good use. 
Whether or not any of these worn 
can be reclaimed and_ rehabilitated 
May be a debatable question, but it 
is worth the effort.”’ 

It is suggested by Inspector Shil- 
linglaw that a social worker be as- 
signed to this institution to study all 
cases prior to release and arrange 
for employment, and also to insure 
a bed and meais until such time as 
the prisoner had an opportunity to 
look for work. ; 

If there are no funds available for 
this purpose, the suggestion is made 
that the commissary fund be called 
upon. This has been accumulated 
from sales to prisoners and the in- 
m, peiege says it should be used for 
their benefit. 

There is an urgent need for more 
hospital room and an elevator to con- 
vey the sick to the operating room. 
Much of the plumbing from this insti- 
tution has been removed to Welfare 
Island. It is pointed out ‘that the 
roof of the building is not fireproof 
and it is suggested that proper steps 
to guard against fire be taken. 

It is planned to abandon this insti- 
tution as a place of detention for wo- 


meh as soon as the new House of |. 


Detention and the new wings at 
Greycourt are completed. It will be- 
come a central hospital for male pris- 
oners under the hospital centraliza- 
tion plan, and the part vacated by 
the women doubtless will be used to 
overcome some of the overcrowding 
in the penitentiary. 

In his report of an inspection of the 
court pens of the Court of Special 
Sessions, Queens County, Part 3, and 
Fourth District Magistrates’ Court in 
Jamaica, the suggestion is made that 
there should be a matron to super- 
vise women prisoners and that a 
fund should be provided to supply 
food to indigent prisoners held over 
the noon hour. Prisoners held in the 
Third District Magistrates’ Court pens 
in Far Rockaway over the noon hour 
get no food unless the prison attachés

ERY recently all the Belmaison interiors were refur- 
nished and given fresh color, life and charm. Nowa 
new one has been added to the group, contributing to 
the opening of the sale an interest of a most distinguished 
order, and throwing new light on the significance of the Bel- 
maison collections.

‘{nterstate Commerce Commis- 
sion Approves Divestment by 
Kansas City Southern. 


CHAIRMAN LEWIS DISSENTS 


Vote Is 6 to 5 as Minority Doubts 
That Actual Control of © 
Roads Is Given Up. 





POINTS TO DIRECTORATES 





Commissioner Eastman Tells of 


Association of Men Involved 
in Transfer of Shares. 


! Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, July 17.—By a 
vote of 6 to 5, with Chairman Lewis 
among the dissenters, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission today dropped 
charges that the Kansas City South- 
ern Railway had violated the Clay- 
ton act by acquiring capital stock 
of the St. Louis Southwestern Rail- 
way (Cotton Belt) and of the Mis- 
souri, Kansas & Texas Railroad. The 
majority contended that the carrier 
had since divested itself of the 
stocks in question in a manner which 
could be approved, thus removing 
cause for further action against it. 

Commissioner Eastman, who wrote 
a dissent in which Commissioners 
= raed and Taylor joined fully, 
said: 

“Summing up, it seems to me that 
the evidence indicates that there is 
considerable doubt whether the Kan- 
sas City Southern interests have 
parted with actual control, aur 
or indirectly, over either the M. K. 
& T. or the Cotton Belt. Whether 
these doubts could be resolved into 
facts which would justify a finding 
of control in a court of law I do 
not know; but that, as I see it, is 
not the point. Our power to pre- 
scribe the ‘manner’ of divestment 
was given to us for the express 
purpose of avoiding such doubts 
which are difficult to resolve into 
proven facts.”’ 

The commission in quashing the 
action reviewed purchases by the 
Kansas City Southern in 1924 and 
1925 of 350,000 shares of the common 
stock of the M. K. & T. and of 20.- 
000 shares of common and 135,000 
shares of preferred of the St. Louis 
Southwestern, In 1926 the St. Louis 
Southwestern also bought 100,000 
Shares of M. K. & T. common, 
which were transferred to the Kan- 
sas City Southern. 

The facts in regard to these deals 
came to the attention of the com- 
mission when Lenor F. Loree sub- 
sequently made application to merge 
the three carriers, This proposal was 
rejected in May, 1927, and the action 
‘was brought by the commission 
under the Clayton act to compel the 
Kansas City Southern to surrender 
its heldings in the other carriers. 


Wheeling Case Is Similar. 


The controversy among the commis- 
sioners assumed additional impor- 
tance because of the fact that other 
Clayton act proceedings involving 
purchase of stock of the Wheeling & 
Lake Erie by the Baltimore & Ohio, 
Nickel Plate and New York Central, 
and of the Western Maryland by the 
Baltimore & Ohio, are still pending. 

The order to divest was issued Feb. 
14, 1928, and further hearings were 
held May 20 and 21 of this year at 
which the commission said it was 
sbown that the 450,000 shares of com- 
mon stock of the M. K. & T., ac- 
quired by the Kansas City Southern 
had been disposed of in 1927 and 
1928 through the firm of Ladenburg. 
Thaimann & Co., which had acted 
for many years as bankers and finan- 
cial advisers for the Kansas City 
Southern. 

Between Sept. 24 and Oct. 1, 1928, 
the commission added, the Kansas 
City Southern also sold 20,000 shares 
of common stock of the St. Louis 
Southwestern and on April 15, 1929, 
the company sold to New. York In- 
vestors, Inc., the remaining 135,000 
shares of preferred. 

“‘Representatives of the financial 
houses employed in,these sales nego- 
tiations,’’ the commission said, ‘‘tes- 
tified at the hearing, giving further 
details of the transactions and fuily 
supporting the statements of the re- 
spondent to the effect that the sales 
were unconditional and without any 
understanding or agreement, direct 
or indirect, express or implied, that 
the stock was to be held or used in 
any manner for the benefit of the 
respondent.” 


Eastman Tells of Doubts. 


Commissioner Mastman, dissenting, 
said that power to fix the manner 
in which divestment shall be made 
was of extreme importance. 

“‘Manifestly,””’ Mr. Eastman added, 
“there are all sorts of ways in which 
stock could be sold to friends, busi- 
ness connections or even strangers 
which would appear to bring about 
an absolute divestment of control 
and where it would be difficult to 
prove otherwise, but which would 
nevertheless enable control to be 
maintained by virtue of secret agree- 
ment, personal domination or even 
a@ mutual understanding, which need 
not be expressed. ; 

He suggested that in its orders the 
commission use the following lan- 
guage, which had been cmployed by 
the Federal Trade Commission in its 
cases against the meat kers and 
had been approved by the Supreme 
Court: 

“That im such divestment no stock 
er property above mentioned to be 
divested shall be sold or transferred, 
directly or. indirectly, to any: stock- 
holder, officers, director, employe or 
agent of, or any one otherwise di- 
rectly or indirectly connected with 
or under the control or influence of 
respondent or any of its officers, di- 
rectors or stockholders or the offi- 
«ers, directors or stockholders of any 
of respondents’ subsidiaries or affili- 
ated companies. ; 

“The report gives the benefit of 
doubt to defendant,” continued Mr. 
Hastman, ‘‘where no doubt ought to 
be permitted to exist. In the case of 
the M. . T., out of the 450,000 
shares of stock sold, 99,994 shares 
admittedly went to the defendant's 
Stockholders and 80,705 shares to the 
assignees."\The remainder. were sold 
on the New York Stock Exchange 
through Ladenburg, Thalmann & Co..

31 Children Killed, 1,627 Hart 
By Aatos Here in Jane: 


Thirty-one children under 16 
were killed and 1,627 injured in 
automobile accidents in the streets 
of'the city during June, accord- 
ing to police reports made public 
yesterday at the Board of Educa- 
tion. In May forty-two children 
were killed, but fewer young boys 
and girls were injured than last 
month. The number injured by 
automobiles in May was 1,555. 

The figures showed an increase 
over the fatalities and injuries of 
June, 1928, when twenty-nine chil- 
dren were killed and 1,490 in- 
jured. Ten children were killed 
last month while crossing streets 
in the middle of the block and 
five received fatal injuries run- 
ning from sidewalks into road- 
ways.

$70,600 CITY LAND 
SOLD TO AID PARKS 


Half of 55 Surplus Parcels to 
Be Offered Again Because 
Bids Are Too Low. 





30TH ST. PLOT WITHDRAWN 


Both Police Department and School 
Board Ask for It—Bidding 
Keen for Fordham Lots. 


Nineteen parcels of city-owned real 
estate were sold at auction in the 
Aldermanic chamber of the City 
Hall yesterday for $570,600. Con- 
troller Charles W. Berry announced 
at the sale that the proceeds would 
be added to the park and play- 
ground fund to go into the purchase 
of about 1,000 acres of additional 
park space for which the city al- 
ready is negotiating in the five bor- 
oughs. 

The Aldermanic chamber was well 
filled when the auction was opened 
by Joseph P. Day and Senator 
Thomas F. Burchill shortly after 
10:30 A. M., and it was almost 4 
P. M. when the day’s session closed. 

Some of the most valuable prop- 
erties were withdrawn by Controller 
Berry because of last-minute re- 
quests from the Police Department 
or the Board of Education. More 
than helf of the remaining fifty-five 
parcels no longer required for mu- 
nicipal purposes were passed for 
lack of bids as high as the upset or 
appraisal price, and these will be 
placed before prospective buyers 
again when the sale is resumed at 
10 A. M. today. 

The West Thirtieth Street plot with 
101 feet frontage on the north side 


of the street, 250 feet east of Sev- 
enth Avenue, was withdrawn by 
Controller Berry because both the 
Police Department and the Board of 
Education had entered a bid for its 
use. The Board of Education, it is 
understood, desires the property as 
the site of a textile school. The up- 
set value of this lot is $303,000. 

The narrow and irregular block 
front on the east side of Allen Street, 
between East Houston and Stanton 
Streets, was the obiect of vigorous 
bidding. After having been sold in 
twelve units for a total of $122,950. 
it was offered as *a whole and 
brought $146,100 from Irving Rosen- 
baum, representing the Schulte in- 
terests. This price was rejected as 
being below the upset fieure of %152,- 
000. and the land will be offered 
again today. More than 100 bids 


K.| were recorded on one lot in this 


block front. 

The sharpest competition of the 
day. however, came when foyr lots 
on Fordham Road, between Tiniver- 
sity and Grand Avenues, the Bronx, 
were offered. Controller Berry an- 
nounced through Mr. Day that he 
had received no request frcm any 
city department for use of these par- 
cels, which adjoin the old Croton 
Aqueduct, but that he reserved the 
right to reject all bids if some civic 
organization which has objected to 
the disposal of these properties 
“could show it is needed for some 
civic purpose.”’ 

James P. Connors bought the twin 
parcels on the south side of Ford- 
ham Road for $80,100 each, for build- 
ing purposes. The price was more 
than double the upset valuation. The 
Bronx Chamber of Commerce had 
announced its opposition to the sale 
of these lots on the ground that they 
give access to a strip of land about 
three miles long, used for recrea- 
tional purposes.

Two New Ships of United States Lines. - 
To Be the Largest and Fastest Afloat 





BOSTON, Mass., July 17.—Within 
three years two ‘“‘master”’ ships, each 
flying the American colors and the 
house flag of the United States 
Lines, Inc., will be sailing the North 
Atlantic as the largest and fastest 
ships afloat, according to Joseph A. 
Sheedy, president of the operating 
company, who arrived here today on 
the Leviathan, 

Early in 1930, he said, the keels 
will be laid in Philadelphia, Newport 
News or Camden, N. J.. Each ship, 
he said. will cost $25,000,000 and each 
will be “larger than any vessel now 
afloat or contemplated,” and will 
embody new ideas of design, mechan- 
ism and appointment. 

Mr. Sheedy also outlined plans for 
a passenger and freight service, 
“which will be the peer of any now 
in operation in America or in Eu- 
rope.’’ He spoke of his company’s 
bid for eighteen freighters of the 
America France and American Dia- 
mond Lines. If the bid is accepted 
the ships may be converted into 
cabin class ships, on which students 
and tourists can cross to Europe 
cheaply, he said. 

He outlined the possibilities of 
greatly increasing termina) facilities 
at American and foreign ports. 

The master ships will operate be- 
tween New York, Cherbourg and 
Southampton. The smaller ships, if 
present plans can be carried out, will 
call at London direct, other British

ports and at ports in France, Bel- 
gium and Holland. 

‘When the Leviathan arrived here 
today from New York she brought 
500 guests of the United States Lines. 
The vessel was placed in drydock to 
have her hull scraped and other work 
done. She will be out of service for 
ten days. 

Under the provisions of the Jones- 
White bill, the new ships planned by 
the United States Lines, Inc., will be 
considered ‘as auxiliaries to the navy 
and in wartime would be taken over 
by the navy to serve as transpoits 
Their Gesigning is under the super- 
vision, of naval architects. 

The proposed new ships will carry 
crews of more than 1,000 men. There 
will be accommodations for 4.000 
passengers on each. The Leviathan 
has accommodations for 3,000 passen- 
gers. 

During the Leviathan’s trip here 
an attempt was made to operate the 
Adams airplane mail pick-up appara- 
tus, designed to provide for the drop- 
ving of a bag of mail by plane from 
the end of a cable and the picking 
up of another bag. The apparatus 
worked on a previous trip of the 
ship, but the test on this trip failed. 
A bag containing newspapers and 
other material was dropped into the 
sea by the plane used in the test. 

One explanation of the failure was 
that the plane flew too low and the 
bag was torn away by the water. 
It was said also that a wire piece 
attached to the cable from the plane 
snapped.

When brought to Police Headquar- 
ters the five described themselves as 
Jacob Shapiro, 34 years old, of 334 
Rockaway Parkway. Brooklyn: Louis 
Buckhouse, 32, of 88 Essex Street; 
Philip Silver, 34, of 1,348 Sheridan 
Avenue, the Bronx; Irving Gordon, 
31, of 1,695 President Avenue, the 
Bronx; Louis Kravitz, 27, of 847 
Hunts Point Avenue, the Bronx. 
| Shapiro and Buckhouse, according 
jto the detectives, were lieutenants of 
|}Jacob Organ, known as ‘“‘‘Little 
Augie,’* who was shot and killed Oct. 
15, 1927, at Norfolk and Delancey 
Streets. ‘Little Augie’’ for years 
was head of a gang which specializad 
in industrial warfare, selling its ser- 
vices to the highest bidder. 

Three weeks after ‘‘Little Augie’’ 
was killed Shapiro and Buckhouse 
were arrested and charged with the 
murder. They were released b 
Magistrate Macreary in the Homi- 
cide Court. 

Since then, according to the detec- 
tives, Shapiro and Buckhouse have 
figured prominently in gangster ac- 
tivities in industrial circles. Detec. 
tives Charles Blakey and James 
Pyke of the industrial squad, who 
made the arrests, said the quintet 
pried its way with crowbars into the 
fifth-floor loft at 275 Broadway and 
proceeded thoroughly to wreck the 
place. 

The detectives declared that the 
M. & L. Rosenblatt firm had been 
warned not to run an open shop. 
They said that because the warning 
was disregarded, the five broke into 
the establishment, poured acid over 
bolts of cloth, smashed pars 2 ma- 
chines and tore up finished suits and 
coats for children. 

When the place opened for busi- 
ness Saturday morning, according to 
the detectives, those who entered the 
Rosenblatt place found scarcely any- 
thing that had not been mutilated. 

The five men, when taken into 
custody, denied they broke into the 
Rosenblatt loft. They will be -ar- 
raigned in the Essex Market Court 
this morning.

SUPPOSED GANGSTER 
SLAIN AND BURNED 


Charred Body of Youth Found 
in Barn Near Huntington, L. I., 
Former Bootleggers’ Plant. 





CONNECTED WITH NEW YORK 





Sheriff Says Victim Was Probably 
“Taken for a  Ride’—Finger 
Prints Only Clue to Identity.

HUNTINGTON, L. I., July 17.— 
Search today through a_ deserted 
barn that burned last night near 
here revealed the body of a young 
man, so charred as to be unrecog- 
nizable. An autopsy disclosed that 
he probably had been murdered be- 
fore he was burned. His skull was 
crushed and he had several stab 
wounds. <A heavy bladed pocket 
knife was found beside the dead man. 

Authorities here believe he was a 
New-York gangster or bootlegger. 
The body lay face down in a cement 


vat built some time ago for mash 
by bootleggers. It apparently had 
been thrust through the trap door 
that led to the vat and the fire then 
lighted above. The barn and the 
neighboring bungalow of the farm, 
now unused, were until eighteen 
months ago a bootleggers’ base, the 
police said. 

The place, thirty acres in extent, 
has for years been known as the Wig- 
gins farm, though it is now owned 
by Charles L. Watkins of Wyan- 
danch, L. I., not far away. He had 
no connection with the bootleggers, 
the police said. It lies along a dirt 
road four miles south of this place. 


Woman Discovers Fire. 


Not far away is the home of Mrs. 
Elizabeth Vogel. At 11 o’clock last 
night she was awakened by the bark- 
ing of a dog. When she went to her 
window she saw the barn afire, and 


notified neighbors. There was noth- 
ing valuable in the barn, so far as 
neighbors knew, and there was no 
water. So they let it burn. This 
morning they notified the police and 
Mr. Watkins, who came over from 
Wyandanch to inspect the damage 
and found the man’s body. 

Watkins notified Amza W. Biggs, 
deputy sheriff of Suffolk County, 
who was joined by Dr. William B. 
Gibson, county coroner, in an inves- 
tigation. The victim, they learned, 
was apparently in his early twenties. 
He was about 5 feet 9 inches tall, 
weighed about 135 pounds, and was 
so slight that when first discovered 
he was taken for a woman. His hair 
was black, and he was equipped with 
two rows of perfect teeth, excellently 
cared for, and which had never, it 
was judged, needed a dentist’s atten- 
tion. Thus one customary means of 
identification was lacking, and there 
seemed to be no others. 

The body will be buried tomorrow 
in jiuntington Cemetery. 

The examination disclosed that the 
man had _ =suffered several stab 
wounds. One was in the middle of 
the back, two in the arm, and an- 
other in the lower side. None of the 
knife wounds, it was said, would 
have caused death, which was due, 
it was believed, to a blow at the 
back of the skull which fractured it. 


Fingerprints Obtained. 


After considerable difficulty, fairly 
good fingerprints were obtained from 
one hand, which had been preserved 
in its glove from the flames. These 
were dispatched to New York for 
possible identification. 

While the body was being examined 
Sheriff Biggs sifted the ashes about 
the vat. In the débris he found a 
nail file, two keys, a small plain gold 
crucifix which had somehow escaped 
the flames and a number of coins. 
Another find of considerable impor- 
tance, in the opinion of the authori- 
ties, was a large pocket knife, whose 
three-inch blade was open. The 
knife reposed beside the body. 

“There doesn’t seem to be any one 
missing in these parts,’’ Sheriff Biggs 
said. ‘‘It looks to me as if the young 
man was a gangster or bootlegeer 
who had been taken for a ride. The 
case probably traces back New 
York.”’ 
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PLANS OITY MERGER 
OF LIGHT AND POWER 


Edison Company: Also-Aims to 
Link System Here With New 
Niagara Hudson Concern. 


FURTHER ECONOMIES SEEN 


Sloan Says City and Up-State Can 
Supply Each Other as the 
Need Arises. 


Creation of a single electric light 
and power company to serve Manhat- 
tan, Brooklyn, Queens, the Bronx 
and Westchester and linking of the 
powerful steam generating system of 
the New York Edison and affiliated 
companies with the extensive hydro- 
electric power lines of the Niagara 
Hudson Power Corporation are 
among the plans which are being 
studied by Matthew S. Sloan and the 
engineers on his staff, it was learned 
yesterday. 


These plans, Mr. Sloan said yes- 
terday, will result eventually in 
further operating economies to the 
New York Edison system, and, if 
the power link with the up-State sys- 
tem is established, will provide for 
@ power exchange to the advantage 
of the metropolitan companies. It is 
expected that the single electrical 
company created to fuse all of the 
electrical subsidiaries of the Consoli- 
dated Gas Company of New York 
will be called the New York Edison 
Company. Some months may be re- 
quired in carrying out the proposed 
unification after it has been taken up 
actively by directors and officials of 
the organization. 

On August 1, when the Vew York 
and Queens Electric Light and 
Power Company’s top rate for cur- 
rent is reduced from 8 to 7 cents 1 
kilowatt hour, the equalization of 
rates in the four principal boroughs 
of New York City will be accom- 
plished. This was the first goal set 
by Mr. Sloan upon his election about 
ten months ago, as head of the New 
York Edison Company, and its affili- 
ated companies. He has been presi- 
dent of Brooklyn Edison several 
years. 

Result of Unified Operation. 

The unification of electric rates in 
Manhattan, Brooklyn, Queens and 
the Bronx has resulted from the uni- 
fied management and unified opera- 
tions planned and put into effect by 
Mr. Sloan, who has gone as far in 
that direction as is possible without 
the making of legal and financial 
changes in the corporate structures 
of the several electric companies 
permitting them to become a single 
organization. Ownership of 100 per 
cent of stock in all the companies 
will be essential ‘o consummation of 
the plan. 

In addition to plans for the creation 
of a single electric company in New 
York City outside of Richmond, en- 
gineers of the affiliated companies 
are working actively on plans to link 
New York City’s powerful steam 
plants with the hydroelectric syste 
of Northern New York. 

Important technical problems must 
be solved before a link can be estab- 
lished at Poughkeepsie between the 
metropolitan electrical system and 
the Niagara Hudson Power system, 
the principal of which lies in the im- 
possibility of utilizing overhead trans- 
mission lines south of the Elmsford 
substation of the consolidated sys- 
tem. 


Two-way Transmission. 


Until now the heaviest load that 


has been advantageously carried in 
underground. oil-filled power cables 
is 132,000 volts, while 250,000 volts 
can be transmitted by overhead sys- 
tems for a distance of 250 miles. The 
engineers of the local and up-State 
electrical systems, together with en- 
eral Electric experts. are working 
actively on the problem. 

It is planned to utilize the proposed 
interconnection for two-way tra: s- 
mission of power. During the ‘‘flood”’ 
months, which, roughly, include four 
months in each year, power from the 


up-State hydroelectric plants will be‘ 


abundant and more economical for 
use in Greater New York than 
wholly steam-generated power, while 
in the ‘‘dry’’ months, lasting about 
eight months each year, the steam 
plants of New York City will be able 
to supply up-State industry, homes 
and farms with a surplus of power. 

Under utility accounting methods 
used in system interconnections, the 
flow of electricity will be paid for on 
a “‘cost-plus’”’ basis, with a credit bal- 
ance.indicated for the metropolitan 
electric companies under present 
conditions. 

The New York Edison tees is at 
present engaged in installing a new 
twelve-mile 132,000-volt underground 
cable line that will carry about 125,- 
000 horsepower between the Heli 
Gate station of the United Electric 
Light and Power Company in the 
Bronx and the Dunwoodie station of 
the Yonkers Electric Light and 
Power Company. 


Guarautee for Westchester. 
This cable has an oil-filled core 
over its entire length, and is the sec- 
ond such cable to be installed be 


tween these two stations, thus guar- |i 


anteeing Westchester County against 
possible interruption of service as 
well as doubling the existing capac- 
ity. The first cable was placed in 
service nea:ly two years ago, and 
the new cable will be fully installed 
in September this year. 

Through interconnection between 
the generating plants of the several 
companies in the system, Mr. Sloaa 
said, Westchester can draw power 
from Manhattan and even from 
Brooklyn, should the need ever arise, 

“‘Derpendableness or security of ser- 
vice is of primary importance in the 
New York area;’’ Mr. Sloan added, 
‘“‘and engineers of the system are as 
alert in working out plans to insure 
security as they are in providing an 
adequate amount of power for light 
ing and industrial needs.”

Potatoes on Long Island and 
New Jersey Are Reported 
Seriously Damaged. 

















WATER SHORTAGE IN TOWNS 





Lawns and Golf Courses Drying Out 
~-—New York's Reservoirs Have 
Ample Supply. 


The prolonged spell of dry weather 
has done extensive damage to crops 
on Long Island and in New Jersey 
and is causing an acute water short- 
age in many parts of the metropoli- 
tan area outside of New York City, 
according to reports from official 
sources yesterday. 

H. B. Knapp, director of the State 
Institute of Applied Agriculture at 
Farmingdale, L. I., said the damage 
to early potatoes on Long Island 
probably would run as high as 50 per 
cent. The New Jersey Department 
of Agriculture, in a bulletin issued 
from Trenton, reported an estimated 
falling off of 1,863,000 bushels in the 
indicated crop of white potatoes in 
New Jersey. 

Orchards, too, are reported suffer- 
ing severely from the lack of rain. 
In New Jersey the production of 
apples will. be almost 1,000,000 bush- 
els shorter than in 1928, according to 
the Department of Agriculture's 
survey. 


Residential Areas Suffer, too. 


Not only on the farms but also in 
the residential areas, particularly in 
the Passaic Valley basin, the scarcity 
of water has been sharply felt. To 
meet the situation the North Jersey 
District Water Supply Commission 
yesterday opened the gates of the un- 
finished Wanaque reservoir system, 
twelve miles north of Paterson, al- 
lowing 50,000,000 gallons a day to 
flow into the Passaic River. ‘This 
was done, the commission announced, 
at the request of the Passaic Con- 
solidated Water Company, which 
draws a large part of its supply from 
the Passaic River and serves such 
important communities as Newark, 
Paterson, Passaic and Clifton. The 
relief measure will be in effect until 
the scarcity is over, it was announced. 

Lawns and goif courses in many of 
the suburban sections have been dry- 
ing out. On some of the more ape 
cious courses and finely kept estates 
great patches of withered grass have 
replaced what formerly were velvet 
lawns. 

There is no apparent danger of a 
serious water shortage in New York, 
according to John . McKay, dep- 
uty chief engineer in the Bureau of 
Water Supply. 

“We have an abundance of water 
at both Ashokan and Croton,” said 
Mr. McKay. ‘‘We gauge our supply 
and facilities on what we call a ‘safe 
yield,’ from the combined watersheds 
and auxiliary pumping systems, tak- 
ing as a basis the driest seasons on 
record within a period of sixty years.”’ 

The normal reserve surety of water 
at the Ashokan dam, r. McKay 
said, is 130,000,000,000 gallons. A 
check-up Tuesday, he said, showed 
123,500,000,000 gallons on hand. The 
capacity at Croton he added, is 104,- 

,000,000 gallons, and despite un- 
usually heavy consumption, the re- 
serve there is still 97,000,000,000 
gallons. 


Not a Drought Yet, Says Scarr. 


Records at the Weather Bureau 
show that New York has experienced 


much longer dry periods. Forecaster 
James H. Scarr recalled yesterday 
that in 1910 there was a drouth of 
fifty-one consecutive days between 
June 19 and Aug. 8 in which the to- 
tal precipitation was only .59 inches. 

“The present dry period,” he said, 
‘while it may be the beginning of 
a drouth, can hardly be so classified 
as yet. In deficiency of rainfall 
though, it does make quite a show- 


ng. 

“From the first of the year to May 
24 there was accumulated an excess 
precipitation of 2.99 inches. Since 
then the tendency has been down- 
ward. By June 23 the excess was 
reduced to .069 and last Tuesday it 
was wiped out entirely. Assuming no 
rain today. we will have by tonight 
a deficiency of .13 inches. 

“The normal] rainfall for June is 
3.83 inches. This year the June total 
was 2.30, but this was fairly well 
distributed through the month, so 
there was really no drouth. 

“Beginning with July 1, however 
we have had _ three showers—.1i 
inches on July 1, .50 inches on July 
5 and .22 inches on July 9. Ana that’s 
all—a tota] of .83 inches, while the 
normal is 2.32. There has been no 
rain whatever since the 9th, and 
there isn’t any in. sight unless indi- 
cated thunderstorms up-State decide 
to move this way. The outlook for 
tomorrow is fair and warmer. We 
still have a long way to go to eque? 
the arid spell of 1910—the driest July 
on record.’’

DROUGHT REDUCES CROP 


Northwest States’ and Canada

CORN, OATS AND RYE GAIN 


Rise in Dollar Value Offsets Crop 
Reduction—Winnipeg Market 
Tops Year’s Figures.

CHICAGO, July. 17.~WhHeat and 
other grain prices on the Chicago 
Board of Trade today recorded re- 
markable gains due chiefly to sensa- 
tionally bullish wheat crop news. 
The well-being of . the. American 
farmer was bettered propcrtionately 
as quotations in the ‘wheat’ pit 
mounted 81% to 85 cents a bushel to 
the highest figures for the geason, 
accompanied by the heaviest. turn- 
over ever witnessed here. 

Monday’s record trading of 149.- 
583,000 bushels v-as surpassed today, 
Board of Trade statisticians de- 
clared, but official figures will not 
be available until tomorrow: 

Today’s closins wheat prices at 
Chicago are from 49.to 53 cents a 
bushel higher than the year’s low 
six weeks ago. Corn is 225% to 84 
cents higher, oats 10% to 11% cents 
higher and rye from 32 to almost 35 
cents higher. < 

This means, according to Board of 
Trade estimates, that more than 
$1,000,000,000 has been added to the 
agricultural wealth of the country 
on a paper basis, with an advance 
in price in a measure making up for 
the loss to farmers in the quantity 
of grain raised, 

July wheat closed at $1.44% a bush- 
el, an advance of 8% cents for the 
day. September closed at $1.49% to 
$1.48%%, up 8&3, cents, and December 
at $1.54% to $1.5453, up 8% cents a 
bushel. 

Winnipeg July, which recently was 
down to $1.05, crossed $1.71. today, 
and the Liverpool mazket was ¢x- 
cited and around 7 cents higher, 
with July wheat $1.49%s. 


Corn Traders Advance Prices. 


Corn traders were not slow in 
marking up prices to $1.03% for July 
and $1.06% for September, while De- 
cember was almost at $1 and No. 2 
vellow in the sample market brought 

.05. 

The public was reported today as 
taking an active part on the buying 
side of the market. Their partici- 
pating was said to have been in no 
small degree responsible for the 
rapid rise in prices and the unpre 
cedented turnover, which, according 
to some grain experts, presages 3 
tremendous bull market and §2 a 
bushel for the commodity. 

The most conspicuous factor be- 
hind the soaring wheat prices, how- 
ever, was news of crop losses in the 
American and Canadian Northwest. 

One of the most careful statisti- 
cians who is in the field does not 
give the three western Provinces 
over 271,000,000 bushels, or 237,000,- 
000 bushels short of last year, On 
the basis of present reports fro1 
Western Canada and the American 
Northwest, there are many in the 
trade who do not believe the twe 
countries will have more than 371 
000,000 bushels of Spring wheat. 


Drought and Heat Reduce Crops. 


Drought and heat were said today 
to be taking steady toll on all crops 
in both sections, with temperatures 


of around 100 and more in parts of 
western Canada. . 

Down in the Southwest a buying 
furor has struck the country, and 
Kansas City today reported a record 
volume of business in the wheal 
trade, which is being backed up by 
all the other markets. ; 

With the wheat crop going steadily 
backward in Western Canada and 
the American Northwest, with specu- 
lators and the general public in the 
market on the buying side. with 
prices moving up more than 15 ceuis 
a bushel in the leading markets of 
the country in the last three days 
and gains of 49 to 53 cents in the 
Chicago market alone and close to 
60 and 70 cents a bushel in Winni- 
peg, the effect of the sensational bull 
market is viewed by market special- 
ists as of great and beneficial im- 
portance. 

Luck has again been on the side 
of the American farmer, with the 
possible exception of the States in 
the Northwest, and the fact that the 
damage to the Spring wheat crop is 
at its worst in Canada is interpreted 
as meaning. that the.cain in dollar 
value of the American crop will off- 
set heavily the loss in bushels duc to 
a lower yield per acre. 

All this is taken to mean that the 
rural districts as a whole will have 
a far larger purchasing power dur- 
ing the late Autumn and Winter 
than seemed possible in May, wher 
grain prices were at their lowest. 

In another important direction, 
that of farm relief, the specialists 
contend, this change in” financial 
status is obviously a gain.

Grain and Cotton Prices Con- 
tinue Upward With Stocks Ir- 
regular as Money Rates Soften. 











Another wild upturn in wheat and 
corn, accompanied this time by a 
brisk demand for cotton, and defi- 
nite relaxation in call-money rates 
as fresh funds from the interior 
flowed into Wall Street, were the 
outstanding developments in yester- 
day’s markets. There were many 
strong spots in the stock market. 
too, but the upturn was not suffi- 
ciently pronounced or of sufficiently 
wide distribution to earn the market 
more than the characterization of 
irregular. 

From the standpoint of the coun- 
try’s general financial and business 
prosperity, the continued climb of 
grain prices is undoubtedly the most 
important development of the month.

‘Yilextent alleviated the necessity for

On the Stock Exchange price move- 
ments were featured by the con- 
tinued irregularity of a number of 
favored railroad, public utility and 
specialty shares.

Clayton Act Efficacy. 


The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission wrote the last chapter yester- 
day in the unsuccessful Loree project 
to merge three roads in the South- 
west by declaring the divestment of 
stock holdings which it had ordered 
in that case sufficient to meet re- 
quirements of the Clayton Anti-trust 
act. Although an impressive minor- 
ity of the commission held that the 
divestment was not bona fide, never- 
theless it was pointed out in railroad 
circles that the Clayton act citations 
issued by the commission against 
moves undertaken in the southwest- 
ern project were sufficient to cause 
its defeat. Thus it was argued that 
the Clayton act had proved its effi- 
caciousness with carrier operations, 
although it was admitted that the 
non-carrier organizations which fiz- 
ure in the Van Sweringen and Penn- 
sylvania merger operations may 
prove themselves to be immune to 
this law. 


A New Investment Trust. 


With the angouncement of the sale 
by the Delaware & Hudson of a 
railroad in Canada for $6,200,000 it 
was noted in railroad circles yester- 
day that the D. & H. Company is 
now practically an investment trust 
with nearly $70,000,000 cash. The 
company has a plan for segregating 
its railroad properties and it has put 
its coal. properties into a separate 
organization. It has sold its public 
utilities and hopes to sell its hotels. 
Conjecture is turning to what this 
holding company will do with this 
vast amount of cash besides placing 
it in the call loan market, and one 
suggestion made was that it might 
be used in the latest merger projects 
that L. F. Loree is furthering.

The Reserve Statements. 


General expectations in the finan- 
cial district are for a good-sized ad- 
vance in brokers’ loans in this after- 
noon’s statement of the Federal Re- 
serve Bank. At last week’s level of 
$5,755,000,000, loans were only $38,- 
000,000 below their high point for 
ihe year, reached on March 20, when 
ths total stood at $5,793,000,000. Judg- 
ing from the relaxation which came 
into the money market yesterday, 
some reduction in member bank bor- 
rowing should have taken place. In 
well-informed banking quarters a 
rise in bill holdings is looked for this 
week, following last week’s decline 
of nearly $8,000,000.

WHEAT ADVANCES 
IN BUYING FLURRY | 


Prices in Wild Trading Move Up 
Fast, Establishing New 
Records in Grains. 





CROP REPORTS ARE WORSE 





Near Futures in Corn Go Above the 
Dollar Mark and the Close Is 
at Net Gains.

CHICAGO, July 17.—Wild buying 
of all grains in every market in the 
country carried wheat prices up fur- 
ther and faster than on any other 
day since the advance started six 
weeks ago, and made new records 
for practically all grains. The close 
was near the high point, with an 
excited trade situation and operators 
nervous. While bullish as to the 


ultimate .outcome of. values, they 
were fearful of profits disappearing 
and were continually selling out on 
bulges and replacing, either at a 
fractional decline or at higher 
levels. Traders who were in the pit 
all day said the volume of general 
buying by the public and by specu- 
lators exceeded the record of Mon- 
day, when nearly 150,000,000 bushels 
were traded in. 

With few exceptions crop reports 
from the American and Canadian 
Northwest are steadily growing 
worse. It is hot and dry over the 
greater part of both sections. 

Liverpool’s advance of around 6 to 
7 pence was a basis for a rush of 
buying from all classes of traders at 
the start, which continued practical- 
ly all day long, absorbing heavy sell- 
ing by profit-takers and hedgers, 
with comparatively little hesitation 
in the upward movement. The fin- 
ish was at small recessions from the 
top prices. 

uly wheat in Chicago reached 
$1.44% and held there to the last. Sep- 
tember moved up to $1.49%, with the 
finish at $1.491%4; December reached 
$1.55 and closed at $1.54%% to $1.54%. 
There were net gains in Chicago of 
8% to 8% cents, while Winnipeg 
gained 5% to 9 cents. September 
wheat, which sold at the recent low 
point ‘around $1.05 in that market, 
was up to $1.71% at the extreme. 
Export buying was more active. 

Corn had excellent support from 
local interests, especially in the clos- 
ing of a large line of spreads be- 
tween this market and rye. Corn was 
bought and rye sold at profits rang- 
ing from 10 to 16 cents a bushel. The 
near futures of corn were well above 
the $1 line; with July up to $1.03% 
and September $1.0644, with the close 
at recessions of % to 1 cent. Sep- 
tember led the break, but there were 
net gains of 3% to 3% cents. Decem- 
ber reached 99% cents and finished 
% cent below that level at 99% to 
99% cents, gaining 3% cents. 

No. 2 yellow corn sold in the 
sample market at the best price of 
the season, $1.05. More than 500,000 
bushels of corn have been loaded out 
for shipment by lake in the last two 
days, with expectations of 1,000,000 
bushels being moved out this week, 
largely to make room for wheat, 
which is being bought extensively in 
the Southwest. 

The public has taken hold of oats 
and they reached new high levels, 
gaining 2 to 2% cents, September 
finishing at 50% cents. Foreigners 
and seaboard exporters were credited 
with buying more than _ 1,000,000 
bushels of rye during the day. which 
advanced September to $1.16% and 
December to $1.21%, with the close 
about the top.

WEATHER FOR WEEK _ | 
FAVORABLE FOR: FORCOTTON’ 


'Spring Wheat in eal ‘aa Nettie Belt 
Is in Need of Rain—Some 
Deterioration Noted. 


The weekly weather report issued | 
yesterday by the Department of Ag- 
riculture was as follows: 

‘‘There was too much rain in some 


northeastern sections .of the cotion 
belt, but elsewhere, except in very 
local areas, precipitation was mostly 
light to moderate, though rather fre- 
quent in Southern Texas. Tempera- | 
tures were mostly near normal. On 
the wnole, the week was favorable | 
for growth of cotton. There was too | 
much rain in Northern North Caro- 
lina and some lowlands of Florida, | 
and in Southern Louisiana and South 
Texas. Warm, dry, sunny weather in 
northwestern part of cotton belt was | 
very helpful. 

‘Reports from all States except 
en North Carolina indicate 

1H oem mage was good to excel- 
ont ough only fair advance was 
indicated in a few Gulf districts, 
where considerable shedding was re- 
ported. Crop continues uneven, and | 
there were complaints in South Texas \ 
of shedding and of poor fruiting, 
with dampness favorable for weevil, 
and picking and ginning interrupted. 
Late cotton is beginning to need rain 
in some west central and northwest- 
ern parts of the State. 

‘‘Winter wheat harvest has become 
general north to the lake region and 
Nebraska, with favorable weather in 
western sections, but variable in east- 
ern. 

“Another good corn-growing week 
was experienced rather generally i 
principal producing sections. em- 
peratures were favorable and mois- 
ture conditions mostly so. 

‘In Ohio Valley euiting was inter- 
rupted in many R groin: by rain, with 
some reports local damage to 
wheat in shock, but fair advance was 
made generally. Threshing has be- 
pe in lower valley areas. In trans- 

ississippi States considerable wheat 
was beaten down by wind and rain 
in Iowa, but harvest is mostly fin- 
ished in the southern half. Cutting 
is completed in Missouri, with thresh- 
ing under way.

of Kansas. Threshing has started in | J? 


Nebraska. Winter wheat deteriorated | 
in Montana due to continued dry-| 
ness, but elsewhere in West satisfac- 
tory advance was made, with har- 
bisvar beginning in the Pacific North- 
west. 

“Spring wheat continued to need 
rain badly in the northern parts of 
the belt, with further deterioration 
noted in’ North Dakota and Montana. 
Some fields in the latter State are 
beyond recovery and early wheat is 
ripening too rapidly in the former.

Dakota, except in a few local areas, 
were very helpful. Early fields are 
being harvested. Conditions and 
progress were mostly fair in Minne- 
sota, though in some dry central and 
western parts the crop deteriorated 
and is in poar to very poor condition, 
and with some fields ploughed under.

Dealings Since Jan. 1 Reach 
238,000,000 Shares, With No 
Sign of Recession. 








SEATS NOW BRING $200,000 





Many Stocks Rise Sharply in Day’s 
Trading as Money Drops to 
8 Per Cent. 





Sales on the New York Curb Ex- 
change yesterday passed the total for 
the entire year 1928, officials of the 
Exchange announced. At the close 
of business transactions this year 
totaled 238,000,000 shares, compared 
with total dealings for 1928 of 236,- 
043,682 shares, which, prior to the 
present year, was the record for the 
Exchange. 

There has been no diminution of 
business on the Curb during the 
Summer, and daily sales now are 
running about double the rate of the 
same period last year. Officials ex- 
pressed the belief yesterday that 
sales for the year would be close to 
500,000,000 shares. 

When the Exchange moved indoors 
from Broad Street in 1921 its yearly 
volume was 15,000,000 shares, which 
increased to 88,000,000 shares in 1925. 
Since that time each year has shown 
rapid expansion, due to new listings 
and to wide public interest in stocks 
just introduced to trading. 

As a result of this activity Curb 
seats are now selling at their record 
price of $200,000, which represents 
an increase of $27,000 in the past 
week. This brings the total value of 
the 550 regular memberships to an 
aggregate of $110,000,000. 

Easier money conditions. reflected 
in the decline in the rate from 12 to 
8 per cent, gave increased stability 
to most Curb Exchange stocks yes- 
terday, and while there were many 
erratic movements and a number of 
declines scattered throughout the 
list, nevertheless many stocks moved 
forward in brisk fashion. Sales were 
well above 2,500,000 shares and in the 
high-priced issues some of the gains 
were exceedingly sharp. 

Public utility and specialty stocks 
appeared in best demand, while the 
aviation issues showed mild reflec- 
tions of profit-taking. Among the 
stocks in most active demand were 
Aluminum Corporation of America, 
which crossed 400 for the first time: 
Arkansas Natural Gas, Grigsby. 
Lane Bryant, Peoples Drug Stores, 
St. Regis Paper. Selected Industries 
and Stone & Webster, Inc. Zenith 
Radio, which was admitted to trad- 
ing on the Stock Exchange yester- 
day, gained more than 4 points. 

On the other side of the ledger was 
the heaviness in American Light and 
Traction, Cosden Oil, Electric In- 
vestors, Fokker Aircraft and Stand- 
ard Power and Light. Despite large 
dealings, aggregating more than 25,- 
000 shares, the Pennroad Cérpora- 
tion closed unchanged from the pre- 
vious day.

WASHINGTON, July’ 17.—Secre- 
tary Mellon announced today that 
holders of $75,869,450 of the govern- 
ment’s 3% per.cent Treasury notes 
of Series A, 1930-32 had responded 
to the offer made to buy in about 
$75,000,000 of them at 98 for ac-~- 
count of the sinking fund, and thus 
the government has turned a neat 
profit of about $1,000,000 in making 
purchase for debt retirement. 

The notes were exchanged in 1927 
at par for 4% per cent Second Lib- 
erty Bonds which had been called 
as the money market was then on 
a low interest basis. 

The profit the government now 


realizes would have been larger ex- 
cept for the fact that, in making 
the exchange, the treasury id a 
remium of two months’ additional 
nterest to the Liberty bondholders 
as an inducement to turn in their 
bonds at once. 

The turnover incident to the pres- 
ent purchase of the notes will take 
place on Thursday, but the govern- 
ment does not expect that it will 
have any effect upon the credit situ- 
ation. Treasury officials said that 
as the purchase money was already 
on deposit with the banks, the deal 
would represent merely a transfer of 
funds from one account to another. 

The entire $75,869,450 of the notes 
offered to the government are now 
in the hands of the Federal Reserve 
banks and have been accepted by the 
treasury. The offer to purchase 
closed at the end of the business day 
yesterday. 

The government held money from 
the surplus in the general fund over 
the fiscal year-end to make _ pur- 
chases early in the current fiscal 
year because it appeared that the de- 
pressed condition of government is- 
sues and the continuing high money 
rates provided an opportunity to ob- 
tain securities for debt reduction at 
less than par either in the open mar- 
ket or direct from bondholders. 

Already $28,000,000 of Treasury 
notes have been purchased since July 
1, and when the present deal is com- 
pleted the total sinking fund pur- 
chases will exceed $100,000,000 

The earlier purchases were made 
in the open market, but when it came 
to a deal involving $75,000,000 or 
more, the department decided that 
offers in the open market would tem- 
porarily stimulate the value of the 
securities to a level at which they 
would cost more than if they could 
be obtained direct from holders at 
98. This figure was a shade above 
the price quoted in the open. market

COURSE OF CREDIT IN DOUBT 


But Ease Is Expected to Continue 
for a Few Days—_New Currency’s 
Influence Past Peak. 





The strain in call money ended 
abruptly yesterday when the rate, 
after renewing at 12 per cent, 
dropped around noon to 10 per cent 
and later in the afternoon to 8 per 
cent. Outside the Stock Exchange, 
funds were supplied at 7 per cent, a 
drop of 5 poigts from the level | 
which had been maintained since 
Monday afternoon. 


While the market had been pre- 
pose for some easing of the scent 
igh rates, there was little expecta- 
tion of so wide a drop as took place. 
The incident which is similar to 
several which have taken place in 
the past few months, indicates, 
bankers said yesterday, the un- 
settled character of the market. 
While the rate may be expected to 
continue at a level lower than 12 per 
cent for the next few days, money 
market authorities refused to hazard 
a prediction as to how low the rate 
may be expected to go. The ma- 
jority looked for a continuance. at 


one well informed banker remarked 
that he thought yesterday’s ease .a 
purely temporary development which 
might give way at any time to re- 
newed stringency. 


Drop Due to Interior Funds. 


Yesterday’s drop in the call rate 
was ascribed to an influx of funds 
from the interior. Normally there 


is a flow of funds to the city from 
the country districts about the tenth 
of. the month, when checks paid out 
in settlement of first of the month 
charges come back to the city 
banks. In the present instance this 
return flow seems to have been re- 
tarded. 

A factor which undoubtedly played 
a large part in withholding from the 
market out-of-town funds was the 
issuance during the past week-of the 
new-size paper currency. The new 
notes seem to have been in particular 
demand in the rural districts and 
are only now beginning to return to 
the ‘banks. Increased currency de- 
manded by the Fourth of July holi- 
day, instead of flowing back within 
a few days, as is normally the case, 
has been held back, it is said, in- 
creasing the shortage of funds here. 
Undoubtedly a reason for the failure 
of the Fourth of July currency to 
return at once is the fact that the 
extra pocket money was in many 
cases transformed into new-size bills. 
The two currency demands were thus 
interacting. They have resulted in 
expanding Federal Reserve Note cir- 
oe by $100,000,000 in the past 
week.

ARGENTINE GOLD ARRIVES. 


Estimated at $10,750,000, With 
$2,000,000 Not Announced Before. 


The arrival of the liner Westera 
World from Buenos Aires yesterday 
brought to this market a further 
large consignment of Argentine gold. 
The exact amount on board the 
steamer could not be determined, but 
it is believed to total $10,750,00, of 
which all but $2,000,000 had previous- 
ly been announced as having been 
engaged for import to this country. 

The $2,000,000 not previously re- 
ported was consigned to the Guaran- 
ty Trust Company. Of the remainder 
of the gold, $3,750,000, reported on 
Tuesday, is consigned to the Inte:- 
national Acceptance Bank. The Ar- 
gentine Government is believed to 
have had a shipment of $5,000,000 on 
the vessel to be placed an deposit 
here. This amount was’ announced 
some time ago as destined to me 
dispatched on the Western World. 


Whether it was actually on board 
could not be determined. 

Yesterday’s gold imports from Ar- 
gentina bring the total of gold re- 
ceived from that country since June 
1 to $30,778,000. In addition, a ship- 
ment of $1,500,000 has been engaged 
for transfer to the Bank of America 
by arrangement with Strupp & Co.

D. & H. POLICY CONTINUED 


Sale is Part of Divestment Program 
Started Year Ago—Brings Cash 
Holdings to $70,000,000. 


L. F. Loree, president of the Dela- 
ware & Hudson Company, announced 
yesterday the completion of the sale 


of the properties of the Quebec, 
Montreal & Southern Railway Com- 
pany to the Canadian National Rail- 
ways. The consideration was about 
$6,200,000. The D. & H. owned all the 
stock of the road: 

The announcement marks another 
step in the program of divestment -n 
which the D. & H. embarked a year 
ago, and the sale increases the cash 
holdings of the company to about 
$70,000,000: If present plans succeed, 
the D. & H., tormed originally as a 
canal company, later a railroad com- 

auy, will become in effect a large 
nvestment. trust. 

Last December the Delaware & 
Hudson Company formed the Dela- 
ware & Hudson Railroad Corpora- 
laws and 
asked the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission to approve vesting the rail- 
road properties with the new or- 
ganization. The commissiqn indi- 
cated approval by later authorizing 
directors and officers of the parent 
company to serve in the management 
of the new company. 

Since then the present company has 
sold its transit properties in Sche- 
nectady and other up-State points 
for $1,250,000 and the assumption of 
about $7,000,000 debts, to E. L. Phil- 
lips and G. W. Olmstead. The D. 
& H. hotels are for sale. The coal 
properties are vested in the Hudson 
Coal Company. The present D. & 
H. will therefore eventually emerge 
as a holding company or investment 
trust with a railroad and a coal prop- 
erty as its chi 
amount of cash. 

The Napierville Junction Railway, 
the other Canadian road owned by 
the D. & H., will be retained, as it 
forms part of the D. & H. main 
line between here and Montreal. 

The D. & H. Company acquired a 
substantial amount of its present 
cash assets by the sale last year of 
Wabash and Lehigh Valley stock to 
the Pennsylvania for $63,000,000. The 

rofit on this transaction was $20,- 

. The balance sheet of Dec. 
31 showed about $54,000,000 cash in 
the treasury, much of which at one 
time and another was in the call 
market.

The company might possibly aug- 
ment its present cash holdings by the 
sale of collateral securities to the 
amount of $50,000,000, thus providing 
a total of about $120, 000, 000 in cash.

Marked decreases in the percent- 
ages of erroneous ratings computed 
under the mercantile protected 
schedule and the special hazards pro- 
tected schedule in the suburban di- 
vision of the New York Fire Insur- 
ance Rating organizations is noted 
in a report by Albert. Conway, State 
Superintendent.‘of Insurance. 

About 3,600 ratings computed un- 
der various schedules were examined 
and about 8 per cent were found to 
be erroneous, a much smaller per- 
centage than was disclosed by the 
previous examination. The percent- 
age of erfors in ratings under the 
mercantile protected schedule de- 
clined from 31, shown in the previous 
report, to 6 in the present, and un- 
der the special hazards protective 
schedule the errors decreased from 
47 per cent to 9 per cent. 

The report also contains an analy- 
sis of thirty-nine incorrect rates un- 
der the special hazards schedule 
which shows that seventeen rates 
were too high in amounts ranging 
from .02.to 1.10, and that the re- 
maining 22 were too low in amounts 
ranging from .02 to 88.

STILL AT HIGH LEVEL 


Increases in Automobile and 
Farm Machinery Schedules 
Promote ‘Activities. 








EARNINGS” SETTING RECORD 





Unprecedented Third Quarter for 
Peacetime. Forecast — Prices 
Generally Are Firm. 





Activity in the steel industry con- 
tinues unabated, according to the 
weekly teviews of. the iron and steel 
trade publications issued yesterdav. 

Iron Age’s market summary reads 
in part: 

‘‘New prospects that will take large 
tonnages of steel continue to come 
into the market, offsetting a slight 
falling off in consumption in some 
manufacturing lines. 

“A lessening of extreme pressure 
for some lines of steel, while not 
materially reducing the total output, 
has made it. easier for steel .com- 


| panies to arrange mili schedules, and 


better deliveries to consumers have 
resulted. A further effect is reliev- 
ing of the scarcity of semi-finished 
steel, which is now adequte to meet 
needs although mills have had little 
opportunity to replenish reserves 
that have been used up in recent 
months. 

“Evidence of some stepping up in 
the demand from the auto industry 
comes in the form of requests for in- 


| creased shipments, to begin Aug. 1, 


from ‘companies which had cut 
schedules prepartory to bringing out 
new models, 

“Farm machinery . manufacturers, 
in estimating their steel requirements 
for the next three months, are plan- 
ning for a high rate of output. 

‘“‘Notwithstanding the reduced vol- 
ume of buying of some steel products, 
notably cold-rolled strip and some 


| grades of sheets on which produc- 


tion has caught up with demand, the 
steel industry as.a whole has felt no 
marked curtailment in general con- 
sumption.’’ 

The report issued by The Iron 
Trade Review of Cleveland says, in 
part: 

“Financial statements to be issued 
shortly by steel producers will re- 
veal, it seems certain, the best sec- 
ond-quarter earnings since the war 
and will round out a record peace- 
time first half-year. Though the new 
quarter is scarcely under way, the 
adjustments to the season, both in 
production and in price, have been 


if; so gentle that the industry is san- 


guine also 
third quarter. 

“The set-up facing steel production 
is, however, radically different from 
@ year go. In .1928 third-quarter 
output slightly exceeded the second. 
Ingot production rose in July—the 
first time cince 1919 that July in- 
creased over June—and culminated 
in a new high in October. This year 
July ingot output is expected to show 
a loss from June, though probably 
not over 10 per cent, and there is 
no expectation of the third quarter 
exceeding the second. But the ingot 
rate can decline 18 per cent from the 
second quarter and still top the third 
quarter of last year. 

“Continuation of second-quarter 
steel prices would seem to insure un- 
usual third-quarter earnings, and 
this is in prospect. Whatever soft- 
ness has developed in quotations 
may be ascribed largely to failure to 
maintain higher asking prices for 
this quarter, and prices generally are 
no lower than last quarter. In pig 
iron the situation is less happy for 
producers, as Southern iron menaces 
prices, if not tonnage, in the North, 
and in the Middle West some quiet 
closings are. reported to have in- 
volved shading. 

‘Steel corporation subsidiaries are 
operating this week et 99 per cent, 
a gain of several points. Indepen- 
dents are at 91 per cent, giving the 
industry an average of 94 to 95 per 
cent. Mahoning Valley steel mills 
are off slightly this week, to 88 per 
cent, aginst 92 last week; but Pitts- 
haha olds at 95 per cent and Chi- 

o at 95 to 98. Only five of the 
rty-seven gpen-hearth furnaces at 
Buffelo are cold.’’

GOVERNMENT SEEKS INQUIRY 





Employes Demand Immediate Cut in 
Wages—500,000 Workers Insist 


on Awaiting Data, 
a 





Wireless to THe New York Tives. 

LONDON, July 17.—The battlefield 
of the wage war in the cotton indus- 
try, on which rests the employment 
or idleness of 500,000 Lancashire 
workers, shifted to London today 
with the arrival from Manchester of 
the leaders of both the owners and 
workers groups for a conference 
with the Ministry of Labor, as the 
result of government intervention. 

Sir Horace Wilson, secretary of the 
Ministry of Labor, received them. 
Frank Holroyd headed the owners as 
president of the Master Cotton Spin- 
ners’ Federation and F. A. Greaves 
spoke for the workers, as president 
of the Cotton Spinners’ and Manu- 
facturers’ Association. It was de- 
cided to open negotiations for settle- 
ment at Manchester tomorrow, and 
there was keen interest as to the 
effect of the government’s interven- 
tion. , If the ministry fails to 
achieve an accord the mills are ex- 
pected to close on July 29. The own- 
ers have announced a lockout for this 
date unless the operatives accept a 
12.5 per cent wage cut. More than 
90 per cent of the workers voted to 
strike rather than accept the reduc- 
tion. 

The owners contend that unless 
they reduce wages the entire indus- 
try will go bankrupt, due to losses 
accumulating so rapidly in the last 
few years, due largely to foreign 
competition. 

The workers reply that the ultimate 
saving to the consumer in such a cut 
would be infinitesimal, while the im. 
mediate loss in their earning power 
would be disastrously high. 

Both sides as well as the govern- 
ment’s technical advisers admit that 
the industry needs thorough investi- 
gation and a revision of production 
costs. But the owners assert that 
they cannot continue to pay ‘‘ruin- 
ous’’ wages while awaiting the re- 
sult of an investigation. The work- 
ers, fearing that any reduction ac- 
cepted now would become perma- 
nent, counter that the wage stand- 
ard should be declared after the in- 
quiry. The Ministry of Labor is 
seeking an immediate investigation 

Plans for a Board of Trade in- 
quiry are well under way. It is con- 
sidered doubtful that the government 
can throw any new light on the situ- 
ation, as all of the arguments have 
been discussed many times. 

Although there have been no etf- 
fects on the American cotton indus- 
try so far, it is said that a general 
iockout would affect prices fcross 
the Atlantic, as a large number of 


Lancashire mills use American cot- 
ton.

TURKEY WILL INCREASE 
LUXURY TARIFFS OCT. 1 


High Protective Daties to Go on 
Cloths and Expensive Cars—

WASHINGTON, July 17.—Turkey 
will. put into effect on Oct. 1 a new 
tariff law providing for a general in- 
crease in duty. on _all. commodities.

Provisions of the new law, which 
have just been made public, he said, 
lay down highly protective duties and 
tend toward the exclusion of luxury 
articles, particularly perfumes, jew-

shops, were discussed yesterday at a 
conference of officers of the Interna- 
tional Ladies’ .Garment. Workers’ 
Union. 

At the same time it was announced 
that 10,000 cloakmakers of the 30,000 
who had been on strike have .re- 
turned to their places of employment 
and that 9,000 others whose employ- 
ers have settled on union terms will 


go back as fast as working cards| 


can be issued to them. The strike 
will be continued against indepen- 
dent shops and non-union and sweat- 
shops employing 11,000 workers. 

In connection with the drive to or- 
ganize the dress trade fully, Benja- 
min Schlesinger, president of the 
union, said that the industry was 
demoralized, with only a small per- 
centage of the workers in good union 
standing. 

Referring to the settlement in the 
cloak industry, Mr. Schlesinger point- 
ed out that not all the workers whose 
employers have signed the agreement 


will return to their benches at once, | 


as this is the dull season. 
Says Dressmakers Are Exploited. 


“Of the 45,000 workers in the dress 
industry, three-quarters are girls 
and married women,’’ declared Mr. 
Schlesinger. ‘‘They are, to a large 
extent, exploited worse than are 


their brothers in the sweatshops and 
substandard shops of the cloak in- 
dustry. 

“While agreements with the Whole- 
gale Dress Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, the jobbers, and the Association 
of Dress Manufacturers, the contrac- 
tors, do not expire until December, 
efforts will begin at once to bring 
non-union and sweatshops into 
ine. 

‘‘We are determined to bring into 
the dress industry machinery similar 
to the joint commission which has 
just been created in the cleak in- 
dustry. We are determined ta police 
the chaotic dress industry and see to 
it that our workers get a decent liv- 
ing. As a matter of fact, only 10 per 
cent of the dressmakers earn a liv- 
ing wage. 

“In the dress industry the padrone 
System prevails to an unbelievable 
extent. In a shop where a large 
group may be working two or three 
may receive the wages for the group 
and then parcel out meagre amounts 
to the others. Cut-throat competi- 
tion in the industry is as harmful to 
the manufacturers as it is to the 
workers who invest their youth and 
their health in the industry.”

SUES FOR REFUND OF TAXES 
Southern Pacific Seeks $1,446,534 


From the. Government. 


Counsel for the Southern Pacific 
Company filed with Assistant United 
States Attorney Samuel C. Coleman 
yesterday. a complaint in an action 
against the government for the re- 
covery of $1,446,534 and interest from 
May 17, 1920. The complaint alleges 
that in computing the income and 
excess profit taxes of the plaintiff 
for 1917 the Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue refused to allow the 
company. $109,918,996 as a part of 
its investment in land in California. 

It is stated that this land consists 
of 4,562,060 acres in various sections 
of the State along the plaintiff’s 
right of way and that it was part 
of an original land grant by the.gov- 
ernment. The land was held by the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company 
and was transferred to the Southern 
Pacific Land Company, both sub- 
sidiaries of the Southern Pacific 
Company. 

The consideration for the transfer 
is said to have been $4,060,000, or 
less than. $1 an acre. The original 
grant by'the government, Mr. Cole- 
man said, was made about seventy 
years ago. The plaintiff is repre-

Two Important Transactions in 
the Grand Central Zone 
Are Announced. 








JOSEPH DURST IS A BUYER 





Operator Acquires Twenty-Story 
Offices in East Forty-first Strect 
—Deal on Madison Avenue. 





Two important real estate transac- 
_ tions, involving properties in the 
heart of the Grand Central zone 
valued at about $2,000,000, were 
closed yesterday, and several in the 
same vicinity, which is the most ac- 
tive section of Manhattan from a 
trading standpoint, are pending and 
reported about ready to be signed 
up.

AUTOMOBILES

WASHINGTON, D, C., July 17.—The dis- 
turbance that was over Manitoba Tuesday 
night has moved east-southeastward to On- 
tario and a trough extends southwestward 
to Mexico.

TO ASK $1,000,000 FUND 


Report System Inadequate and 


Under-Developed and Blame 


the Commissioner. 





Following a tour yesterday of 
parks in Queens members of the 
Park Association of New York, 
headed by Nathan Straus Jr., char- 
acterized the park situation of that 
borough as “‘lamentable.” Charges 
were made that Commissioner James 
Butler had failed to keep promises 
to press a park program, and it was 
determined to conduct a campaign 
for large park areas. The associa- 
tion will petition the Board. of Esti- 
mate to appropriate $1,000,000 to re- 
habilitate and develop Queens parks 
now owned by the city. 

Fifty members of the’ Park Asso- 
ciation, representing civic groups 
from all parts of the borough, left 
the Queensborough Chamber of Com- 
merce headquarters shortly after 10 
A. M. In the course of the tour the 
party inspected most of the impor- 


tant parks, developed and proposed, 
in Queens. : : 

The consensus of the directors of 
the tour was that the Queens park 
system was inadequate and under- 
developed. The paucity of neighbor- 
hood parks and playgrounds was 
deplored and city officials were 
blamed for lack of proper super- 
vision and equipment in those ex- 
isting. Leaders of the association 
attributed most of the fault to the 
park commissioner and charged him 
with failure to cooperate with their 
association. 


Favor Larger Parks. 


According to Mr. Straus, president 
of the Park Association, and George 
McLaren, secretary of the Tax- 
payers’ Alliance of Queens, Com- 
missioner Butler repeatedly has 
promised to develop Queens parks. 
The condition of the parks today, 
they said, shows to what extent he 
has kept his word. 

Mr. Straus advised representatives 
of Queens to postpone their agitation 
for playground and neighborhood 
park sites in favor of working to 
obtain areas suitable for parks of 
greater size. On the tour he indi- 
cated several sites which would be 
ideal for this purpose. 

The new Alley Pond Park and the 
Oakland Lake Park aroused con- 
siderable enthusiasm from those 
making the survey. Both of these 
parks are now being bought by the 
city and will be linked, with several 
others of lesser area, in a chain ex- 
tending from the centre of Queens 
to the northermost tip of the bor- 
ough. They are well wooded and 
possess great natural beauty. 

Conditions in Rainey Park, Astoria 
Park, both in Astoria; Anawanda 
Park, Ridgewood; Baisley’s Pond 
Park, Jamaica, and Twin Ponds 
Park, Rosedale, were declared ‘‘un- 
believable.’”’ Lack of shade trees, 
poor equipment, absence of proper 
supervision and police protection,

and” inadequate lighting 
rectly traceable, the 
leaders said, to Commissioner Butler. 


Believe $1,000,000 Is Needed. 


As a result of'the survey, the as- 
sociation decided yesterday to urge 
the Board of Estimate to appro- 
priate at least $1,000,000. That sum 
alone, it was said, would be suffi- 
cient to put the parks and play- 
grounds in proper condition. Rep- 
resentatives of civic bodies present 
said they would give full support to 
the association. 

In accepting Mr. Straus’s sugges- 
tion to‘! concentrate on large parks 


instead of lesser oncs, M. Lawrence 
Craner, executive secretary of the 
association, said he did not believe 
Queens would have further difficulty 
in obtaining playgrounds ause of 
the recent empowering of the Con- 
troller to spend $500,000 yearly for 
this .purpose. ' : 

“This power was actually given in 
1927,’ Mr. Craner declared, ‘‘but one 
clause in the origjnal grant ordered 
public nearings held before a site 
could be purchased. This clause re- 
sulted in the price of the desired 
land being: inflated. ‘Three weeks 
ago that clause was revoked and 
now the Controller can purchase the 
land without. first revealing his in- 
tention through a public hearing.’’ 

In commenting on his recommenda- 
tion to buy park lands, Mr. Straus 
warned Queens leaders to disregard 
any objection toa site on the basis 
of its being too -ar removed from 
— population centres. Central 

ark. narrowly missed being pur- 
chased years ago, he said, because 
several officials thought it ‘‘too 
large and too remote.”’ 

“Tt is necessary for you to plan 
for ‘the future,’’ he declared. “‘Do 
not make the mistake of Brooklyn 
and Manhattan in neglecting to buy 
land until it. had, already been sub- 
divided into residential sites. Imitate 
Westchester County, which has only 
one-fourth the area of Queens, but 
has 6 per cent of its land set aside 
for park purposes, while Queens has 
but 2% per cent.’’ 

Members ‘of the inspection party 
had luncheon at the Homestead 
Hotel in Kew Gardens, after which 
they heard Mr. Straus, William L. 
Sevacool, chairman of the associa- 
tion; Mrs. Charles V. Williams, a 
leader in the Queens park.movement, 
and Bogart Ford, representing John 
J. Halleran, Commissioner of Public 
Works. The Park Commissioner did 
not attend, although he had been 
urged to do so, and sent no repre- 
sentative. ‘ 

The Park Association plans to con- 
duct surveys in the other four bor- 
oughs of the city. Next Thursday 
they will inspect parks in the Bronx. 
On Aug. 21 Staten Island will be 
toured. Brooklyn parks will be 
studied on Sept. 15 and Manhattan 
parks on Sept. 25.

$28,590 Voted to Organize Technical 
Institution for Brooklyn Girls. 


An appropriation of $28,590 for the 
organization of the new Brooklyn 
Technical School for Girls has been 
provided for in the financial estimate 
of the Board of Education for 1930, 
it was announced yesterday. It is 
expected that the building now being 
constructed for the school will be 
ready during the coming year. 

A staff of academic and technical 
teachers was included in the appro- 
priation. A principal’s post was also 
created. The $28,590 is a provisional 
appropriation to launch the school’s 
activities.

Will Depreciate $25,000,000 
if Branch’ ls Abandoned. 








CITY LOSS .IN TAXES SEEN 





Members of Queens Chamber Say 
Population in Area Affected Is 
More Than 45,750. 





The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion’s hearing on the petition of the 
Long Island Railroad to abandon its 
Whitestone branch was completed 
yesterday with additional testimony 
of witnesses representing real estate 


interests, one of whom asserted that 
if the branch were discontinued the 
market value of real estate in the 
area affected would depreciate to the 
extent of.$25,000,000. 

Ira L. Terry, real estate =a 
of Flushing; testified that the pres- 
ent market value of real estate in the 
section ‘served by the Whitestone 
spur “is somewhat under $100,000,- 
000." The $25,000,000 loss would ob- 
tain, he asserted, until an ad 
system of transportation could re- 
place the branch line. Mr. Terry 
thought such replacement was not 
possible within the next decade. 


Cites City Loss in Taxes. 


Another witnéss, Charles A. Fuchs, 
a real estate man of College Point, 
asserted that the city would lose 
from $75,000 to $100,000 in taxes on 
property as a result of depreciation 
if the line wére abandoned. He 
agreed with other witnesses that sus- 
pension of the service would cause a 
loss of from 15 to 20 per cent in 
values on residential property and 
believed that a loss of as high as 50 

er cent in factory sites would result. 

he losses in College Point alone, he

said, ‘“‘would run into hundreds of 
thousands of dollars.’ 
‘Ernest’ O. Champ, a real estale 
broker of Malba, a station on the 
line, declared that man rospective 
buyers were adversely uenced by 
reports that the railroad: sought to 
abandon the branch. Sales have de- 
creased 75 per cent in the past three 
years, he said, the decrease being 
“undoubtedly and unquestionably due 
to the unsettledness of the railroad 
and the bad schedule in effect.’’ 
Milton C. Meyers, assistant secre- 
tary of the Queens North Shore 
Chamber of Commerce, said the 
chamber had investigated the bus 
service from Beechhurst and White- 
stone to Flushing and had found it 
inadequate. He admitted, under 
questioning by Alfred A. Gardner, 
counsel for the railroad, that the 
chamber had been active in further- 
ing rapid tranist and bus facilities. 


Challenge Population -- igure. 


Mr. Meyers and Ray Palmer, an- 
other member of the chamber, esti- 
mated the population of the area 
affected to be from 45,750 to 50,000, 
an increase of approximately 100 per 
cent since 1920, compared with an 
e-timate of 19,000 contained in a re- 
port of the Board of Transportation 
as the basis for the board’s rejection 
of the offer of the railroad to turn 
over the branch without cost to the 
city. Thc board contended that the 
population was insufficient to justify 
a rapid transit system to the section. 
Joseph A. Marck, civil engineer of 
Beechhurst, agreed in the contention 
that the board had underestimated 
the population. 

Hobart Rawson, special engineer 
for the railroad, and the last witness, 
said the company believed in 1923 
that the saturation point had been 
reached with respect to Long Island 
Railroad traffic in the East River 
tubes and the Pennsylvania station 
when 30,892,000 passengers were 
handled. In 1928, he said, 48,540,000 
passengers were handled, the in- 
crease being taken care of by adding 
a” :tional cars to the trains. 

T. F. Sullivan, the attorney-exam- 
iner in the case, announced that 
thirty days would be allowed the at- 
torneys to file briefs.

He testified that after 
the formation of the “ring’’ the 
prices of brick and dirt were changed 
to favor the newly formed Local 816, 
which was said to buy bricks cheap- 
er and sell dirt at a higher price 
than had prevailed. 

Both. the other witnesses told how 
the refusal of their independent com- 
panies to sign a contract with the 
union locals led to attempts to put 
them out of business. They were 
Edward R. Walsh, housewrecker, 
and Isidor Edelstein of H. Edelstein 
& Son, second-hand brick contrac- 
tors. They testified that they had 
objected to a clause in the contract 
specifying that they could not hire 
outside trucks until all the trucks be- 
longing to companies:that had signed 
up with the union were in use. 

The declared that :Martin Lacey, 
secretary of Local 816, had refused 
to modify the form of the contract.
